FOREWORD 


In every life, there is a defining moment. For John Ford, this moment occurred in 1951 “early on, when I 
was approaching being a full-time dealer.. .1 went out to Montauk to visit with Wayte Raymond. During one 
of our early conversations I asked him what was the secret of the coin business. I said, ‘Do you have to have a lot 
of money? Do you have to have a big stock of coins? Do you have to have real good customers: What’s the 
secret?’ Wayte Raymond replied, ‘John, it’s very simple: you just have to know more than the man you’re doing 
business with.’ ” The library of John J. Ford, Jr. is all about knowledge. 

As the Kolbe-Stack’s catalogues will record, John’s library is comprehensive. It contains all of the basic 
numismatic texts as well as virtually all of the renowned rarities. In these respects, it is comparable to great 
numismatic libraries of the past such as Fuld, Bass, and Champa. 

However, Ford has gone well beyond the landmarks of the past. He has established new directions that a 
library can take, new ways in which literature can enrich the collecting experience. If we are to learn from the 
Ford example, we cannot be blinded by the treasures he has amassed but, rather, must ask why he assembled 
his library in the manner that he did. 

One unusual aspect of the Ford Library is the inclusion of large numbers of “non-numismatic” books such 
as directories, histories, and technical works from a wide variety of disciplines. It is now widely appreciated 
that non-numismatic sources contain nuggets of useful information or in some cases, mother lodes of infor¬ 
mation that serve to bring numismatic subjects into clearer perspective. John got there well ahead of the pack, 
and with an uncanny instinct for what was or what could be relevant. 

As a matter of regular discipline, John would review general lists of new publications. When he found one 
that sounded interesting, he would negotiate a volume discount by drawing like-minded explorers such as 
Dave Bowers and Mike Hodder into the plot. John got a bargain price on his purchase (a Ford characteristic) 
and his allies got to share an educational experience that might or might not enhance the numismatic horizon. 

A book bought by John Ford would be promptly returned if it was marked by a bump or a tear. To say that 
he is fastidious is a gross understatement. Those allies who shared in the man’s purchasing adventures would 
receive their copy double wrapped in tissue, protected in turn by heavy manila paper, the whole suitably en¬ 
capsulated in a bullet-proof container. Neither time, nor the elements, nor the dirty hands of careless visitors 
were allowed to sully the contents of the Ford library. In an age where numismatists have become overly- 
conscious of degree of preservation, John created the number one registry set because, with him, quality was 
innate. To his way of thinking, the condition of one’s library was the barometer of one’s character. 

Nowadays, there are price guides on regular mint issues that are updated on a weekly basis. Everyone who 
subscribes to Coin World knows the value of a 1932-D quarter in MS65 condition. John Ford does not collect 
such pseudo rarities. What he collects appears on the market at infrequent intervals. To understand the value 
of such truly rare collectibles, it is necessary to know the prices realized over time as well as the number of 
appearances that represent the same or a different specimen. The major source of such knowledge is priced 
and named catalogues from major sales of the past. 
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Between prices, names, invoices, correspondence, and bid books, the Ford Library contains more informa¬ 
tion pertaining to the value of Americana than any combination of libraries to cross the block. More than 
bibliophiles before him, John knew exactly what he wanted even as he possessed the energy to acquire it. Some 
may say that there was less competition when the Ford Library was being assembled. This is t rue but there was 
also no formal body of knowledge about numismatic books to draw upon and no corps of book dealers to 
facilitate the collecting process. The Ford Library has been hand crafted by its owner. 

To an extent unapproached in other libraries, Ford books are “association copies.” Many, going back to the 
early 1940 s, are inscribed to John himself. Others, going back to the mid-nineteenth century have been signed 
by or to the giants of our hobby. Names like Bushnell, Cogan, the Chapmans, Proskey, Woodward, Raymond, 
Boyd, Newcomer, Mehl, Dunham, Lawrence, and W.W.C. Wilson serve to bind the past to the present, captur¬ 
ing memories and tradition in a way that could scarcely be more vivid despite the passage of time. Instinctively 
or deliberately, John Ford discovered the continuity that is the foundation of our numismatic heritage. He 
sought it out, collected it, and preserved it in ways that will inspire future generations of bibliophiles to follow 
in his footsteps. Formed over 60 years by a man who is himself a legend, the library of John J. Ford, Jr. offers us 
an opportunity to enjoy the present at the same time that we join hands with the past.

PREFACE 


“Scholars and book collectors are different kinds of people but both are possessed by a fervor that drives them on 
without rest or relaxation. This is because scholars and collectors both attempt the impossibility of satisfying insa¬ 
tiable desires. What they want to do is to possess everything in their fields in the form of knowledge or in the form of 
books and manuscripts. There is no way to exorcise the remarkable enthusiasm that each kind of man possesses and 
it is no wonder that from early days they have both been thought fit passengers on the legendary Ship of Fools as 
chronicled by Sebastian Brant. Yet these scholars and collectors are maligned mainly because they do sail over strange 
seas while other plainer, pedestrian people do not know what to make of such inspired folk. In fact there are plenty of 
people who think books to be dangerous things, whether one gathers them or whether one gets ideas for more books 
from them. Fortunately there are always some special people who are going to do one or the other, or both.”

That John Ford has done both in splendid fashion will become clear upon perusal of this catalogue. He is 
a scholar without being pedantic; a collector without being pretentious. His is the most important American 
Numismatic Library yet to be dispersed. Nothing more need be said in this regard. 

The estimates are another matter. Many works will surely sell well beyond the suggested level; items unique 
in one respect or another are impossible to evaluate with any precision and our inclination has generally been 
to encourage bidding by erring on the conservative side. Even estimates on everyday “bread and butter” works 
become inapplicable when, as so often is the case here, the copy at hand is among the finest ever sold and/or 
once belonged to a legendary American numismatist. 

Thanks are due any number of people who helped bring this catalogue to fruition. The Stacks and Michael 
Hodder are certainly high on the list. The following kindly read through the preliminary catalogue: Q. David 
Bowers, John H. Burns, David Fanning, Dan Freidus, Karl Moulton, Joel J. Orosz, P. Scott Rubin, Bob Schuman, 
Saul Teichman, and Jack Wadlington. 

I first met John in June 1977 at the Los Angeles Hilton Hotel during the Convention of International 
Numismatics. He had called before the event and suggested that we get together for breakfast in the hotel 
restaurant. It was a memorable event. John’s meticulous manner, exacting dietary requirements, and, most of 
all, engaging conversation on a wide variety of numismatic literature topics (often to which I had little to 
contribute) will always be remembered. I recall our discussing binding varieties of Eckfeldt and Du Bois’ 1850 
New Varieties of Gold and Silver Coins, featuring actual samples of ’49er gold. I knew of the book but doubt 
that, at the time, I had actually ever seen a copy. John’s enthusiasm was infectious, his storytelling spellbinding. 
His early encouragement and friendship and that of John Adams and Jack Collins, combined with the unfail- 
mg support of my wife Linda, reinforced my belief that a career as a numismatic bookseller was an achievable 
goal. B. Max Mehl termed the 1941 Dunham sale the “capstone” of his career; the catalogue of the John J. Ford, 
Jr. Library is surely ours.

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A BRIEF GLOSSARY OF BOOK TERMS 


Addendum (plural Addenda) - Material to be included in a book 
after the text has been typeset. It may be printed separately at the 
beginning or end of the text or it may be printed on a separate slip 
of paper. 

APPENDIX (plural Appendices) - Matter that is subordinate to the 
text of a book, printed immediately following the text. 

Armorial - A binding or bookplate featuring the coat of arms of 
a prior owner. 

As Issued - A term used to emphasize that a book is in its origi¬ 
nally issued condition and format. 

Atlas FOLIO - The largest folio size, 17 x 26 inches. 

Backstrip - The spine or backbone of a book. 

Bibliography -1) The study of books as physical objects; 2) A list 
of books on a particular topic; 3) A list of works consulted by an 
author. 

Bibliophile - A lover of books. Literally, a friend of books and 
usually a collector of them. 

Black Letter - Also Gothic. A general term used to describe the 
group of heavy scripts which developed in Europe in the twelfth 
century. 

Blindstamping - A design and/or lettering impressed on the cov¬ 
ers of a book without the use of gold or color. 

Boards - The sides of a book, usually made of very heavy card¬ 
board. 

Bookplate - A printed label designating ownership, usually pasted 
in the inside front cover of a book. 

Book Sizes - See Format. 

Bound Book - A book with the boards attached to the contents 
before it is covered with cloth or leather. The term usually includes 
modern cased books. 

Broadside - In strict terms, a sheet of paper printed only on one 
side. 

Calf - Leather made from the hide of a calf with a smooth finish. 
Naturally light tan in color but often dyed various colors. The most 
common leather used to bind books. 

Cased Book - A book for which the boards and their covering 
material have been manufactured beforehand, usually in quantity. 
The contents are held together by a strip of cloth (the mull or su¬ 
per) glued to the spine and then to the inside of the boards. 

Clamshell Box - A protective box which completely encloses a 
book. Usually, the spine is made to resemble that of a book. 

Condition - The current state of preservation. Determination of 
condition is at best an inexact art. Completeness, unless stated oth¬ 


erwise, may always be assumed. The condition of the binding is 
usually noted first and, if the condition of the contents is different, 
a note to that effect follows. Most modern books are assigned a 
single descriptive term within which condition of the covers and 
contents are encompassed. The usual designations of condition are: 

As New/Mint - A book as bright and crisp as the day it was 
made, with no signs of wear or defects. 

Very Fine - Nearly new, with minimal signs of use or wear. 

In practical terms the finest condition in which an older book 
may usually be found. 

Fine - A nice clean copy, with only slight signs of use or wear. 
Very Good - Some wear but without serious defects. 

Good - An average used and worn book, complete. 

Reading Copy - Poor condition but usable. 

Contemporary - When applied to bindings, annotations, etc., the 
term means accomplished at or near to the time when the book 
was published. 

Cropped - A book whose margins have been severely trimmed by 
the binder. Usually, the text has been affected. 

Deckle Edge - The rough uneven edge of paper made by hand, 
caused by the pulp flowing between the frame and deckle of the 
paper mold. The deckle is the band which confines the paper in 
the mold during its manufacture. 

Dentelle - A French term meaning lace. In bookbinding it is used 
to describe a border with a lacy pattern usually applied to the in¬ 
ner edges of a book in gilt. 

Diced - A term used to describe a pattern of diamonds or small 
squares impressed in blind on the leather covers of a book. 

Disbound - A book lacking its original, or later, binding. 

Doublure - A lining of tooled leather, watered silk, or vellum, 
affixed to the inside covers of a book. 

Dust Jacket (or Dust Wrapper) - The paper covering, usually 
printed and often in color, which is wrapped around the covers of 
a book to protect it from wear and soiling. 

Edges - The three outer edges of the leaves of a book. 

Elephant Folio - An obsolete book size, usually 23 x 14 inches. 

Endpapers - The leaves of paper added to the front and back of a 
book by the binder. The outer leaf is pasted to the inside covers 
and is termed the pastedown. The inner leaf or leaves are termed 
free endpapers. 

Engraving - An illustration or decorative device printed intaglio 
from a metal plate or in relief from a woodblock. 

Erratum (plural Errata) - Errors made by the printer or author, 
discovered after the book has been printed, sometimes also called 
corrigenda. Often printed on a separate slip of paper which is in¬ 
serted or tipped into the book. 
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Ex Library - A book once in an institutional library with some or 
all of the appurtenant identification markings. 

Ex LIBRIS - See Bookplate. 

Flyleaf - In strict terms, an added blank leaf immediately follow¬ 
ing the free front endpaper but often used to describe the free front 
endpaper itself. 

Folio - See Format. 

Fore-Edge - The outer edge of a book, parallel to the backstrip or 
spine. 

Format - In common terms, the size and shape of a book. In bib¬ 
liographic terms it is employed to indicate the size of a book de¬ 
termined by the number of times that the printed sheets compos¬ 
ing it have been folded, as follows: 

Folio - Each printed sheet is folded once. 

Quarto - Each printed sheet is folded twice. 

Octavo - Each printed sheet is folded three times. 

The methods of folding smaller format books often differ, so no 
standard formula can be given. Since in the early days of printing 
the size of the printed sheet differed greatly, numerous terms were 
employed, usually different in each country, to describe these sub¬ 
divisions of size. Modern books are more uniform in size and the 
following terms are those most often employed: 

Folio (F°) Over 13 inches or 33 centimeters tall.QuARTO (4to)- Over 
11 inches or 28 centimeters tall.OcTAVO (8vo)- Over 8 inches or 20 
centimeters tall.DuODECIMO (i2mo)- Over 7 inches or 18 centi¬ 
meters tall.SEXTODECiMO (i6mo)- Over 6 inches or 15 centimeters 
tall.V igesimoquarto (241110)- Over 5 inches or 13 centimeters 
tall.TRIGESlMOSECUNDO (32mo)- Over 4 inches or 10 centimeters 
tall. 

Foxed - A term describing paper which is discolored or stained, 
usually with brownish yellow spots. It is caused by chemical im¬ 
purities in the paper. 

Frontispiece - An illustration almost always facing the title. 

Full Bound - A book entirely covered in one material, usually 

Galleys - Long sheets of paper bearing proofs of unpaged type 
composition. 

Gathering (or Section, Signature, or Quire) -The group of leaves 
formed after the printed sheet has been folded to the size of the 
book but before it is combined in proper sequence with its fellows 
for bindings. 

Gilt Edges - Book edges which have been trimmed smooth and 
covered with gold leaf. Rarely, unt rimmed page edges are found 
gilt. The gold leaf serves to seal the page edges and prevents dust 
and foreign matter from soiling the pages. Often only the top edge 
is gilt. 

Goatskin - See Morocco. 

Gold Leaf - The traditional material used to letter book spines, 
for gold tooling and for gilding page edges. 

Gold Tooling - The impression of a design applied by hand with 
heated metal tools upon gold leaf that has been laid on the cover 
or spine of a book. 


Grained Leather - Tanned animal skin which has been treated to 
accentuate the natural grain or which has been impressed with 
metal dies to produce an artificial grain, usually that of a more 
expensive leather. 

GUTTER Margins - The inner margins of facing pages of a book. 

Half Bound - Usually a book with the back and corners covered 
in one material, most often leather, and the sides in another mate¬ 
rial, most often decorative paper or cloth. 

Half Cloth - A half bound book with cloth-covered spine and 
corners. 

Half Leather - A half bound book with the spine and corners 
covered with leather. Morocco and calf are the leathers most often 
used in this style of binding. Traditionally, only the top edge is gilt 
in this style of binding; more often all the page edges are stained or 
marbled. 

Half Title - The leaf preceding the title page and frontispiece, if 
any, upon the recto of which is printed a usually abbreviated ver¬ 
sion of the title. Its purpose is the protect the title page from dam¬ 
age. Sometimes also called the bastard title or fly title. 

Halftone - A term used to describe a type of reproduction of 
continuous tone illustrations, most often photographs, which is 
accomplished by reducing the image to a series of tiny dots. The 
image can then be printed at the same time as type thus combin¬ 
ing low cost with good reproductive quality. Though it is by far 
the most common method now used to depict coins, an inherent 
weakness is that, under magnification, all one sees are dots. To some 
extent, computer enhancement and multiple printing impressions 
can alleviate this deficiency. 

Headband - A narrow, decorative band, usually made of colored 
thread, attached inside the top and sometimes the bottom of the 
spine of a book. Originally employed to strengthen the binding it 
persists today almost entirely as decoration. 

Headpiece - A printed decorative device or vignette printed in 
the blank space above the beginning of a chapter of a book. 

Hinges - The junction between the two halves of the endpapers of 
a book where the body of the book is attached to its covers. See 
also Joints. 

Holland - A plain-woven linen fabric used to bind books, known 
after the country where it was first manufactured. 

Holograph - A manuscript written entirely in the hand of the 
author. 

Inclinable - The English form of Incunabulum. 

INCUNABULUM (plural Incunabula) - Literally “things in the cradle," 
the term has come to mean books produced during the infancy of 
printing, a period somewhat arbitrarily terminated at the end of 
the year 1500. Modern usage encompasses the beginnings of printed 
literature in specific fields: thus numismatic books printed in the 
early to mid-tsoos and philatelic literature from the mid-i8oos 
might respectively be termed numismatic and philatelic incun¬ 
abula. 

Inscribed Copy - Unless otherwise qualified, this term means that 
a book has been inscribed and/or autographed by the author. 
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Interleaved - A book bound with blank leaves alternating with 
the printed leaves, usually intended to allow for handwritten notes 
and additions. Thin translucent paper tipped in the gutter mar¬ 
gins of plates are more properly termed Tissue Guards. 

Japanese Vellum (or Japon Vellum) - Thick handmade paper with 
an ivory color made in Japan. Types made in Europe are often 
termed Japon Vellum. 

Joints - The exterior junction of the spine of a book with its sides. 
See also Hinges, a term describing the same interior junction. 

Label (or Lettering Piece) - Usually leather or paper upon which 
is printed or impressed in gilt or blind the title and often the au¬ 
thor of a book. It is then trimmed to size and affixed to the spine, 
or sometimes the front cover of a book. 

Large Paper Copy - One of a usually small number of copies on 
larger size than that used on the bulk of the edition. The paper 
used is often of superior quality and often such copies are intended 
for presentation, for subscribers, or for sale at a higher price than 
the standard edition. 

Leaf - A piece of paper comprised of one page on its front side 
(Recto) and another page on its back (Verso). 

Leather - Skin from any of a number of animals, treated and of¬ 
ten artificially colored for use in covering books. 

Leatherette - A bookbinding material artificially produced to 
simulate grained leather. 

Lettering Piece - See Label. 

Levant - Premium quality morocco with a distinctive, open grain, 
given a high polish and used mostly in fine bookbinding. 

Limp Binding - A style of binding books with thin, flexible covers 
made without boards. Sometimes cloth is used but more often 
vellum or leather is employed. 

Manuscript - A work written by hand. 

Marbled - A term used to describe the decorating of book edges 
or sheets of paper by transferring to them colors floating on the 
surface of a gum or size solution. The colors are drawn out with a 
stick or comb into often intricate patterns. Its use for endpapers 
gained favor in mid-seventeenth century Europe and it was the 
commonest material used for covering the sides of half and quar¬ 
ter bound books of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

Margins - The four blank borders which enclose and give em¬ 
phasis to the type area of the page of a book. According to their 
location the four margins are known as inner or gutter, head or 
top, foredge or outer, and tail or foot. Margins are an important 
component of the aesthetics of book design. 

Mint — A numismatically inspired term used to describe a sec¬ 
ond-hand book in immaculate, as new condition. 

Misbound - A leaf or gathering which has been misplaced or in¬ 
correctly folded by the binder. 

Monograph - A treatise on a single topic. 

Morocco - Sumach-tanned goatskin which has been treated to 
accentuate the grain, glazed and polished. A handsome, durable 
leather, it was first produced by the Arabs of North Africa, par¬ 


ticularly in Libya and Morocco, hence its name. It comes in a wide 
variety of colors and grains and is often used for fine bindings. 

Mottled Calf - Calfskin used to cover books which have been 
given an irregular finish by staining the leather with blots or flecks 
of acid. 

Mounted - Damaged leaves which have been laid down on or 
backed with paper. Also engravings, illustrations, photographs, etc. 
which have been pasted or attached to the pages of a book. 

Niger - A durable but soft kind of morocco often used for fine 
bookbinding. It has a fine, variable grain and the slight variation 
in color and grain give it a quality difficult to imitate. 

Offprint - A separate printing of an article or paper which first 
appeared in a larger publication. Sometimes given its own pagina¬ 
tion. 

Pagination - The sequence of numerals used to identify the pages 
of a book. 

Paneled - A term used to describe bindings in which a rectangle 
has been defined by gilt or blind ruled lines, called fillets, on the 
sides of a book. Spine panels occupy the space between the raised 
bands and the joints of a binding. 

Paper Covers (or Card Covers) - A type of binding in which pa¬ 
per covers are glued, sewn or stapled to the spine of a book or 
pamphlet. 

Pastedown - That half of an endpaper which is pasted to the in¬ 
side covers of a book. 

Photogravure - An intaglio printing process for the making by 
photographic means of an image on etched copper from which it 
can be printed on to paper. 

Plates - Whole-sheet illustrations, usually printed separately from 
the text, most often on rectos only. 

Polished Calf - Calfskin which has been given a high finish for 
use in fine bookbinding, often found on seventeenth and eigh¬ 
teenth century French bindings. 

Presentation Copy - A book spontaneously given to its recipient 
by the author. If requested by the recipient, it is more properly 
termed an inscribed copy. In both cases it is presumed that the 
author has written a suitable inscription in the book, most usually 
on the endpapers or title. 

Provenance - The pedigree of a book’s previous ownership. 

Quarter Bound - A book with its back covered in one material, 
usually leather or cloth, and the sides in another material, usually 
decorative paper or cloth. 

Raised Bands — Ridges on the spine of a book, usually four or five 
in number, where leather has been stretched to cover the cords on 
to which are sewn the sections of the text and which in turn are 
laced into the boards. On cased books, they are more properly 
termed false bands. 

Rebacked - A book which has had its spine replaced. Usually em¬ 
ployed with leather bindings, it may be assumed that the rebacking 
material is similar in composition and style to the original bind¬ 
ing unless stated otherwise. Sometimes enough of the original spine 
remains to permit its being glued to the back of the new one. 
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Recased - A book which has been re-attached to its original bind¬ 
ing. Usually, new endpapers are used. 

Recto - The upper, or obverse, side of the leaf of a book. Usually 
the right-hand side page of an opened book though in Oriental 
books the recto would be on the left. See also Verso. 

Reprint - A reproduction or reissue of a work already printed. 

Roan - A thin, soft kind of sheepskin tanned in sumach and dyed 
and finished with a smooth or embossed grain. Often used as a 
substitute for morocco, it is not nearly as durable. 

Russia - A reddish brown leather made from calf or cowhide by a 
special process and impregnated with birch-bark oil. Normally 
diced, it is attractive though seldom used today since it is not par¬ 
ticularly durable. 

Sanserif - Type without serifs. 

Self-Covered - A pamphlet whose covers are comprised of the 
same material as its contents and are an integral part of the signa¬ 
tures of which it is comprised. 

Shaken - A term used to describe a book whose contents are no 
longer firmly attached to its cover. 

Sheep - A soft leather, with little grain. It is usually of poor quality 
and inferior durability. 

Signature - The letters, or occasionally numerals, printed in the 
lower margin of the first (at least) leaf of each gathering or section 
of the text of a book. Intended to guide the binder in the correct 
assembly of the book, the term has come to mean, by extension, 
the gathering or section itself. 

Slipcase - A protective box for a book or set of books with one 
side open so that the spine remains visible. 

Sophisticated - A term used to describe an incomplete book which 
has been made complete by replacing the missing part or parts 
from another copy. 

Spanish Calf - A light calfskin which has been decorated with 
large flecks of red and green acid dye. The practice originated in 
Spain. 

Spine - The part of a book which remains visible as it stands with 
its fellows on a shelf. The part of a book which is most usually 
lettered with the title, author and publisher’s name. 

Sprinkled (or Speckled) - Calf which has been darkened with small 
spots of acid. The term also is applied to the page edges of books 
which have been sprinkled with dye, usually dull red in color. 

Square - The inside margin of the covers of a book which extends 
beyond the edges of the pages and protects them. 

Straight-Grain Morocco - Goatskin treated to give it an artifi¬ 
cial somewhat parallel pattern of grain. 

TAILPIECE - A decorative device usually printed in the blank space 
at the end of a chapter. 


Tall Copy - A book whose head and tail margins are larger than 
other copies from the same printing. 

Text Illustrations - Illustrations printed within pages of text as 
opposed to separately printed plates or insets. 

Three-Quarter Binding - A book with the spine and corners gen¬ 
erously covered with cloth or leather and the rest of the sides in an¬ 
other material. Theoretically, three-quarters of the width at the top 
and bottom of the binding should be so covered but, practically, 
anything much over half is considered a three-quarter binding. 

Tipped-In - Lightly attached by paste or glue, usually at the inner 
edge. Sometimes plates, errata slips and single inserted leaves are 
tipped-in. More often, the term applies to extraneous material, such 
as added illustrations, clippings, a letter from the author, etc. 

TISSUE Guards - See Interleaved. 

Title-PAGE - The page at the beginning of a book giving the title, 
author’s name, publisher, and date of publication. 

Tope Edge(s) Gilt - See Gilt Edges. 

Tree Calf - Calf book covers chemically treated to effect a pat¬ 
tern on the sides resembling a tree and its branches. Popular in the 
nineteenth century. 

Typescript - An original typed manuscript or a copy of it. 

Uncut - The page edges of a book which have never been trimmed. 

Unopened - A book whose component sections have never been 
trimmed at the edges or slit open with a paper-knife. 

Unsophisticated- A book in its original state as issued. Unrestored 
in any way. (See Sophisticated). 

Vellum - The skin of a newly born calf, kid or lamb, not tanned, 
but specially treated for writing or printing on, or for binding. 
Widely used for binding in the sixteenth and seventeenth century. 

Verso - The back, or reverse, side of the leaf of a book. Usually the 
lefthand side page of an opened book. 

Vignette - An illustration not enclosed in a border in which the 
edges of the picture usually shade off into the surrounding paper. 
Often found on the dedication and title-pages of older books. 

Watermark - A distinguishing mark or design incorporated into 
paper during its manufacture and visible when the sheet is held 
up to bright light. 

Woodcut - The earliest form of book illustration in which an 
impression is taken from an inked wood relief engraving. 

WORMHOLES - Holes made in paper and bindings by the larvae of 
various beetles. 

Wrappers - Paper covers attached to a pamphlet or book and con¬ 
sidered to be an integral part of it. Usually printed and on paper 
different than that of the text.

Noting many difficulties, including that “it was a new project, and 
almost without a precedent,” he cites an article from the Missouri Democrat: “From Kansas City comes a neat and spicy little 
newspaper.. .giving in three pages, in type, the doings of the regiment and collateral matter, and leaving the other blank, to be used by the 
soldiers in writing to their friends.” Colorado had become a territory just a few weeks before the outbreak of the Civil War and remained 
in the Union despite some division. The Second Colorado Cavalry was not formed until late 1863. In January, 1864, it was ordered to the 
Missouri border and it moved to Fort Leavenworth in December. As the first companies of the regiment began to muster out in December, 
the remaining troops moved to Fort Riley. Here, it was largely devoted to escorting supply and wagon trains across Kansas, and engaging 
in occasional skirmishes with Indians. Its last troops were mustered out in September 1865, bringing an end to this remarkable little 
pioneering publication, any copies of which, given the circumstances of its issue, must be rare today.

Graham, as pointed out by 
Dave Bowers, was a numismatist and also was a survivor of the S. S. Central America, 1857.

The American Numismatic Society Library contains several similar Adams notebooks but the work at hand does not appear to be among 
them. Harry W. Bass, Jr. held a set of photocopies, probably derived from the originals present here; we do not recall ever hearing of the 
existence of another original example. Adams prepared a number of notebooks on favorite numismatic topics for his own use, and 
occasionally he made an additional copy or two for favored clients. It is reasonable to assume that this notebook once resided in the library 
of F. C. C. Boyd but whether it was prepared for him, is Adams’ own, or, indeed, if more than one example was produced, is not known to 
us. The sections on early United States gold coins include detailed typewritten descriptions of each variety, accompanied where possible 
with a photograph taken by Adams, sometimes with the sales results of specimens in famous collections of the day such as Earle, Wilson, 
Smith, Stickney, Wetmore, Jackson, Woodin, Davis, Mills, Ely, Cleanay (sic), Cohen, Gable, Parmelee, Randall, et al. Relevant specimens in 
the Garrett collection are also recorded.

Also it is thought useful to publish a continuous list of all the known varieties of this coinage.” Following the California listings, ending at 
No. 104 (ex Newcomer), are sections on gold coinages of Georgia, North Carolina, Oregon, Utah, and Colorado. The first series of seven¬ 
teen loose photographs of United States gold coins are typical Adams productions, and are numbered by variety in white ink. Three plates 
depict both sides of 30 quarter eagles, 1796-1834; nine illustrate the obverses and reverses of 99 half eagles, 1796-1834; and both sides of 25 
eagles, 1795-1804 are shown on the remaining 5 plates. While the coins depicted on these plates and those illustrated in the notebook 
appear to be the same specimens, the grouped photographs are differently exposed and may have been taken earlier.

A unique and most interesting assemblage, including: the relevant pages, and title, from Adams & Woodin’s 1913 United States Pattern , 
Trial, and Experimental Pieces, pasted to 8.5 x 11 inch blank sheets, holed for a three-ring binder, featuring ink check marks throughout 
which, according to John Ford, appear to record specimens in the collection of Waldo Newcomer. There are also extensive ink additions on 
the blank sheets and sometimes in the text, comprising additions and corrections. A few examples follow of what are certainly notes made 
by Edgar Adams: “17A. Eagle 1795. Reg. Dies. Small planchet. Copper, only one specimen known”; “struck outside of mint” written after 
Nos. 27 & 28, which have been lined through; “Both out. Not struck at mint” written after Nos. 29 & 30; following 1848 Quarter Eagle, 1848: 
“Have classified my spec, under Territorial coins of California”; “193A. Eagle, slightly dif. Die, platinum”; and 827, “struck on five-cent 
planchet.” Present as well are 5 typewritten sheets formatted in typical Adams style, with 16 photographs of coins cut to size and mounted 
preceding the descriptions, listing thirty-one 1838 & 1839 half dollar pieces, a few with notes such as “Does not exist" or “1 have never 
seen...” Also present are added typescript pages listing Nos. 451-454, 454A, 455-457, & 457A-F, and pages reordering Nos. 480-485, and 508-

A long and 
interesting discussion follows of Ford’s i960 announcement of “the 1795 Eagle with nine leaves,” including mention of a choice specimen 
in the June 30,1970 New Netherlands sale “purchased on the floor by Harry Bass for $2,400!!!”

According to L. H. Dielman’s foreword, “The collection of Colonial and Continental 
currency is one of the most comprehensive extant. It is contained in fourteen large folio volumes, handsomely bound, and is accompanied 
by a bound volume of manuscript in the handwriting of the collector, embracing a historical record of the several issues and the enact¬ 
ments of Congress in regard thereto, with scales of depreciation, etc. The Continental series issued by Congress is complete. It includes 
specimens of each denomination and of each date of every issue, showing the obverse and reverse of every bill, besides many specimens of 
counterfeit and altered notes. The colonial series, issued by the Colonies or States, include those of Vermont, 1781, and other rare speci¬ 
mens of bills of Colonies and States well-nigh impossible to procure.”The sale also featured a silver medal of Charles Carroll, which sold 
for $47.50 to H. Chapman, and several remarkable early broadsides and documents relating to colonial currency. The final nine pages of 
the catalogue were devoted to a detailed description of the highlight of the sale, comprised of over 2,700 pieces, accompanied by a plate 
“Illustrating Some of the Many Varieties of Paper Money in the Cohen Collection.”

An unusually fine example, as are those that follow; most would be among the finest we have ever seen. The volume at hand appears to be the 
first issue of this remarkable publication, the only work of its kind ever published. The errata slip present here is the first example we recall 
ever having handled. The attractive coin plates, adapted from Snowden’s 1861 A Description of Ancient and Modern Coins, in the Cabinet 
Collection at the Mint of the United States, differ here from other issues. The borders are thinner, legends are in Roman type, and the plates are 
numbered I to VIII in Roman numerals, thus conforming to their description in the “List of Illustrations,” though at odds with the introduc¬ 
tory text. In subsequent issues, nine plates are present, with thicker borders, legends in italic type, and numbered in Arabic numerals. It is easy 
to understand why the coin plates were fabricated elsewhere in later issues; those present here are altogether inferior to those subsequently 
printed by J. Haehnlen of Philadelphia. The bond plates appear to be identical. Two depict a counterfeit $1,000 Coupon Bond, front and back; 
one depicts distilled spirits, beer, cigar, and Internal Revenue stamps; the remainder of the plates depict genuine bonds, some combining 
design elements from different denominations. One plate is printed in red; one in red and black; five in green and black; the remainder in 
black only. Initially, this magnificent work seemed destined to become a numismatic best-seller. Laban Heath, the author and publisher, 
ordered 5,000, and later an additional 10,000, sets of the 22 plates from the Treasury Department Printing Bureau. Had it not been for 
political intrigue and actual sabotage (well chronicled in Eric Newman’s work on Laban Heath and his counterfeit detectors, published in the 
1991 ANA Anthology), this work would doubtless be widely available today. In the introduction, the publisher hints at the problems by stating; 
“but a limited number of engravings from the original dies (sufficient only for this edition) have been printed, and that, by a recent change 
in the law, no more can be printed from the Government plates at the Treasury Department.” Only a very small number of copies of the book 
were actually issued. According to Newman, only a few were issued, as here, with the name of John P. Dale on the copyright notice found on 
the title verso. Most feature the name of Nehemiah George Ordway and were entered in New Hampshire. The work has, consequently, 
sometimes been attributed to him. Though Ordway apparently had a hand in the physical arrangement of the work, Eric Newman’s research 
suggests that the author may have been Laban Heath of Counterfeit Detector fame. A very rare and most desirable publication.

“The history of the Journal , if it could be given in detail, would be a history of American 
numismatics.” — American Journal of Numismatics, Volume XLI, 1907, page 105. Even today, the AJN remains an indispensable and unpar¬ 
alleled source of numismatic information and lore. On March 8,1866, resident member Joseph N. T. Levick proposed the establishment by 
the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society of a journal of “numismatic and archaeological intelligence.” His suggestion was 
quickly adopted and the inaugural issue appeared in late May of the same year. Many of America’s greatest contributions to numismatic 
scholarship first appeared in the pages of this most important publication. Crosby’s classic works on large cents, parts of his Early Coins of 
America, Frey’s Dictionary of Numismatic Names, Edgar Adams’ extensive work on California pioneer gold coins and, later on, the schol¬ 
arly, still indispensable studies on ancient Greek coins by Newell, Baldwin Brett, and others are but a small sampling. For American 
researchers, the Journal is most interesting for the reminiscences and other fascinating tidbits of information to be found in the earlier 
volumes, much of which is little known today except among the select few fortunate to possess a set of this remarkable storehouse of 
knowledge.

The finest set of the first six volumes that we have ever encountered, including the one owned by 
Andrew C. Zabriskie, sold as lot 280 in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale. Hiram 
Deats’ main claim to fame, apart from his numismatic and philatelic achievements, was his elec¬ 
tion as foreman of the grand jury that indicted Bruno Richard Hauptmann for the Lindbergh 
kidnapping in 1932. Variously termed “The Dean of American Collectors,’’“The Philatelic Farmer 
from Remington,” and “The Sage of Hunterdon,” Hiram Deats’ dominance in American philatelies 
has largely overshadowed his considerable numismatic achievements. One thing is certain: his 
philatelic and numismatic libraries were magnificent, not only for content but also for condition 
and binding. Although Deats sold his philatelic and numismatic collections fairly early on, ac¬ 
cording to his biography by Stanley Bierman, “he retained for most of a lifetime his greatest 
treasure, his philatelic library.” The same, presumably, is true of his numismatic library. Refer- 
:o him in these first six volumes are lightly marked in pencil. In the May, 1892 issue, for 
example, he has bracketed the following text: “It is with regret that we note Mr. Deats has deter¬ 
mined to abandon numismatics, and devote his attention entirely to philately...” Yet, in a later 
ue, he is recorded as an attendee of the August 23,1893 “Third Annual Convention of the 
American Numismatic Association,” and the December 1893 issue duly notes that “H. E. Deats 
is lately married to Miss Eva A. Taylor.A. N. A. Member No. 15, Deats was one of “Doctor 
Heath’s little band of sixty-one stalwarts who organized the A. N. A. on October 7,1891.” Presi¬ 
dent W. G. Jerrems, Jr. appointed Deats to the Library & Cabinet Committee at this first conven¬ 
tion, and he was also made a member of the Board of Trustees. His obituary in the June 1963 issue 
of The Numismatist notes: “The last remaining charter member of the American Numismatic 
Association, Hiram Edmund Deats of Flemington, N. J., died March 16,1963, at the age of 92 after a tenure of over 71 years.” Originally, 
George Heath titled his little publication The American Numismatist, but after the first issue the name was shortened to The Numismatist, 
probably to avoid conflict with C. E. Leal’s The American Numismatist which had appeared two years before. Print runs of the first two 
volumes were very small; as early as 1893 Heath no longer could supply certain issues. For many years only six sets were known, but another 
five sets have been located in recent years. In The Intriguing Case of the Missing Journals, accessible on the American Numismatic Association’s 
web site. Historian David Sklow writes that “as many as 24 sets of the first six volumes can be traced in public offerings.” The current 
ownership of eleven of these is ascertained; the location of the thirteen others is listed as unknown. A number of these "unknown” listings 
likely record the appearance of sets duplicated in the known census; and, sadly, a few sets have probably perished. Sklow aptly closes his 
article: “There is one great, overwhelming fact concerning the magazine: the first six volumes are the most highly sought pieces of Ameri¬ 
can numismatic literature. A library lacking these informative volumes just seems to fall short of greatness.”

Frank Dewette Andrews made the first attempt to comprehensively cover the later dates, and this second, and by far best, edition remained 
the standard work until superseded in 1944 by Howard Newcomb. James Macallister thought highly of Andrews calling him “a keen 
student, with a remarkable memory” and noted that “I am inclined to believe that he saw every Cent he listed.” According to Sheldon, 
Andrews’ “remarkably thorough little monograph” was the fruit of research spanning twenty years. In the preface, the author describes his 
work as “the result of careful observation” and opines “Perhaps it would not be advisable to spend time that could be better employed on 
a subject of so little practical importance: but as a recreation from tasks more severe; as a means of training the eye to observe minor 
differences and variations; and of assistance to the mind in times of mental depression, the Numismatist will find it of much value.”

Sigler 141. Clain-Stefanelli 11863. The possession of 1851-1855 catalogues in the collection of a prior owner are annotated in pencil in the 
method prescribed by Attinelli; occasional later check marks are also present. Attinelli’s chef-d’oeuvre is a cardinal work in the history of 
American numismatics, and is still an indispensable reference work. Though it did not go entirely unnoticed at the time of publication 
and thereafter [Attinelli s obituary in the 1895 American Numismatic Society Proceedings states: “His work on numisgraphics was the first 
of its kind ever published (1877) (sic) and is still recognized as an authority”], it was not until Alfred Hoch issued his “Quarterman” reprint 
in 1976— augmented with a foreword by John W. Adams and a pioneering though now outdated “Rarity and Valuation Guide” — that 
Numisgraphics began to receive an even modest modicum of appreciation of the immense debt owed to it and its prescient and keenly 
observant author. Without it, we would be lost. Attinelli’s word sketches of the great and not-so-great coin collectors, dealers, numisma¬ 
tists and scalawags of the day are indispensable in any attempt to understand the beginnings of commercial and organizational numismat¬ 
ics in the second half of nineteenth century America. His meticulous cataloguing of the numismatic auction sale catalogues of the period 
parallels the thoroughness of Sylvester Crosby in his chosen field of American colonial coins. And we have not even mentioned Parts II & 
III of the book, comprising an in-depth bibliography of “Catalogues and Price-Lists” and “Publications issued in the United States” 
respectively. Both are, even today, of immense value. The main title is a misnomer. This work covers the entire range of American numis¬ 
matic literature, excepting only periodicals, and the latter sections contain indispensable information found nowhere else. How many 
copies of Numisgraphics were originally printed? Estimates vary but they are invariably minuscule. Adams comments in the Quarterman 
foreword: “Whatever the size of the original edition, relatively few copies got into circulation. The remainder, if any, seems to have disap¬ 
peared quickly; Numisgraphics appeared on want lists as early as 1879. In any event, the book is extremely rare today, with less than a dozen 
copies known to exist. Half of these are impounded in institutions and the remaining half ardently hunted by numismatic cognoscenti.” 
This appraisal, made a quarter century ago, may be a bit pessimistic but Numisgraphics remains one of the great rarities of American 
numismatic literature and has only begun to be fully appreciated, both in intellectual and economic terms.

J. N. T. Levick. His familiar ink stamp “Pointing Hand” is found in the text, generally 
identifying sales in which he was involved in one way or another. Numerous pencil 
check marks are in the margins, along with factual corrections, mainly pertaining to the number of lots in a sale, an addition or two, and 
other additional information on the interleaves or in the text. Also present are: Edward Cogan’s April 27,1865 circular letter postponing the 
Levick sale “in consequence of the unsettled state of the public mind, caused by the assassination of our late President...”; W. Elliot 
Woodward’s April 25,1884 circular letter announcing the purchase “from Mr. Joseph N. T. Levick [of] his entire collection of Coins,. 
Medals and Tokens”; a printed flyer from J. N. T. Levick headed “Now is your Chance To Sell Old Stock and Remnant Lots of Fine-Cut 
Chewing Tobaccos”; another Levick flyer on the same topic headed “An Opportunity Seldom Offered, If you have an eye to business, you 
will read this through carefully and understandingly”; yet another different flyer on this topic; a leaf from The Curiosity Cabinet mention¬

ing. The series of accusations of impropriety revolved around Spencer M. Clark, Superintendent of the National Currency Bureau, and 
included “gross immoralities and fraudulent operations in the Treasury Department. It was more than intimated, by those who ought to 
have known, that among the hundreds of females employed there, some were not virtuous, while in the regular operations of the establish¬ 
ment fraud had a place.” Specific charges included “complicity with Bank Note Companies,” and “gross immorality” concerning “S. M. 
Clark, in connection with certain female employees of his department.” Though these and other allegations created a sensation at the time, 
Baker’s methods and motives as chief of the United States Secret Service were subsequently largely discredited. According to the Dictionary 
of American Biography, his “habitual carelessness in mixing truth and fiction was not overcome in his History of the United States Secret 
Service.” This work is especially sought after by those interested in Lincolniana since Baker was instrumental in the planning and direction 
of the expedition that captured John Wilkes Booth and these events are covered in the book in some detail. Tipped in at the end of this 
copy is a Jones Brothers & Co. flyer entitled “Agents Wanted.”

In Ford’s response to Warren Baker’s April 27,1982 letter, he addresses Baker as “Elitist Intellectual.” If elitist can be construed to mean a person 
inclined to associate with others seriously interested in like items, the appellation may be fair, but only if it is understood that it is one without 
pretentiousness. Somewhat tongue in cheek, or perhaps not!, Baker comments in the letter about an article he is preparing for publication: “I’ll 
likely print a very limited quantity as it offends me to educate jerks.” Warren Baker likes to do business with those who truly appreciate what 
he is offering and, accordingly, the lists offered here were sent to a select clientele and are rarely encountered. Those interested in the entire 
range of North American numismatics will find that these publications are filled with interesting and valuable information.

The sale total of $736.02 noted in this example agrees with the amount of $733.52 cited by Attinelli, 
after the $2.50 achieved by the manuscript lot is added. In American Numismatics Before the Civil War, Q. David Bowers describes the event 
as the first truly notable numismatic sale held by what would become in various forms a very long-lived auction house.” He argues 
persuasively against attributing the cataloguing of the catalogue to Augustus B. Sage (though undeniably precocious, he was barely 14 
years of age at the time), suggesting that “In the absence of having a staff numismatist, Bangs, Brother & Co. probably called upon 
someone in the New York area to do the cataloguing. Charles I. Bushnell is a possibility in this regard.” Flandin appears to have bought 
back a number of lots. While household names like Bushnell and Chilton are recorded after a number of lots, none of the dealers who 
burst upon the scene with great gusto in the following decade appear to have attended the sale, and most of the other sale participants 
(Gsell, Carlisle, Burtis, Borg, Creighton, Boardman, et al.) appear to have been of an earlier generation, and are little known today.

The author credits Dickeson’s 1861 edition of the American Numismatic Manual, and notes that coin prices were derived from 
Thompson’s Coin Chart Manual. A delightful two page account of “The United States Branch Mint, San Francisco” is also included. 
Ezekiel I. Barra arrived in San Francisco in late 1849 aboard the Urania, and lived in the city at least into the 1890s. Much interesting 
information on Barra’s activities can be found in Q. David Bowers’ 2002 A California Gold Rush History, pages 160-167. A purveyor of“Pure

Smith’s Lincoln & Hamlin medals two different reverses I will send you the card and call it square. He charges $1.00 apiece it has Lincoln 
8c Hamlin both on one side profile in Bronze.”

Three interesting letters. In the first, Bolen writes that “I have just issued a new catalog of my pieces. It was printed by a friend of mine.. .There 
was only a small edition printed, something over forty.” Bolen explains that he has given away the eleven copies he received but suggests 
that Frey request a copy from the printer. Frey appears to have been preparing an article on Bolen and his medals and Bolen notes that the 
business card “numbers you have found in the Journal of Numismatics were taken from a catalog issued by a Mr Johnson some years ago, 
which contained quite a number of errors.” Bolen writes that his son had taken photographs of “a complete set of my pieces, forty-one 
numbers, besides the mules, and addenda,” but that “they did not turn out very good.” “I hardly think I will ever issue another, as I am too 
old (over 78 years).” Asked by Frey to provide a “biographical sketch,” he responds that “it would be difficult to know where to start. Of 
course the starting point would be the place of my birth, which I will give now. I was born Nov 10th 1826, in Pearl St New York City. That’s 
a good start, don’t you think so?” Unfortunately, Bolen provides no further biographical information, though he notes of his productions 
that he has only “the complete collection I gave my son,” except for a Masonic Medal in aluminum that “I sell once in a while at 15$ each.” 
The second letter rambles a bit on different topics but includes interesting portions about one of Bolen’s “old friend collectors,” Edward 
Groh, and “Oreide,” which Bolen procured from Waterbury, Conn. The final letter to Frey, from the printer of Bolen’s 1905 work, notes that 
Stevens has sent Frey a copy which he “need not return. I shall be pleased to receive a copy of the ‘Numismatist’ containing Mr. Bolen’s 
notice and portrait.” Though Frey was writing a series at the time on “Tokens and Medals Relating to Numismatists and Coin Dealers,” the 
article on Bolen appears never to have been published. Stevens writes glowingly of Bolen: “I think a good deal of Mr. Bolen, having been 
personally acquainted with him the past 17 or 18 years, and have found him a true friend as well as very agreeable company. Although over 
78 years of age he is a fitting companion for those of all ages - from the 10-year-old school boy just starting a stamp collection; to those 
beyond his years, and seems to be well liked by all. He is a man of the best of habits.”

J. A. Bolen was born in New York City 
in 1826. He moved to Springfield, Massachusetts in 1850, where he at one time conducted a die-sinking establishment. In later years he 
devoted his time to the collection of old books, minerals, stamps and coins, and had an interesting and valuable collection. He was a 
member of the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society from 1868 until his death on March 14,1906. Today, he is perhaps best 
known for his well-executed copies of American colonial coins, which have at times been mistaken as originals. His productions were 
never meant to deceive and were widely publicized in early issues of the American Journal of Numismatics. An article in the February 1870 
issue enumerates several colonial replicas and notes: “Mr. Bolen will furnish either of these pieces, in copper, for the price of Two 
Dollars...They are extremely well done, and may serve as substitutes for the originals till collectors have the good fortune to obtain the 
former.”

While this manuscript appears to have been prepared for the 1957 edition of 
Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue of United States Coins, much of it is 
not to be found there. It might reasonably be assumed that the manuscript 
was written for a later new edition were not many of the values entered in 
pencil lower than the ones found in the 1957 work. The leaf of contents fol¬ 
lowing the title, intended for the entire work, promises a wider scope, includ- 
ing “Specimen Issues” (Proof Coins, Restrikes, Essais), along with “Coinage 
of the Confederacy 1861” and “Private Gold Issues: Coins and Ingots.” Yet, the date ranges of the modern issues have been amended in 
pencil from 1953 to 1955. Towards the end, another “Contents” leaf is present, but here the scope is limited to 1616-1787 issues. Whatever the 
genesis of this remarkable manuscript, Breen is clearly in his element, waxing eloquently over the various colonial issues, adding hand¬ 
written commentary, sometimes, it would appear, willy nilly, but presenting here a great body of information on this complex series that 
would not appear in print for many years thereafter.

A most remarkable typescript. Presumably, the above question was posed to Numisma, New Netherlands Coin Company’s estimable 
house organ. Walter Breen’s response, so succinctly summarized as “Pure Breen” by the ink note written in the left margin by John J. Ford, 
Jr., follows: “ Ans. Newcomer was active from around 1913 to his suicide in 1933 [question mark written in pencil above date] He was the 
very prototype of the price no object’ collector who could well afford to be taken for a ride, and who did not know enough about his 
specialty to avoid predation by unscrupulous chiselers. He was taken for some $990,000 in under twenty years. The two men fattening off 
him to the greatest extent were William H. Woodin and Edgar H. Adams. Woodin has been called the largest coin dealer in American 
history; he was a hunchbacked dwarf of great versatility who was made Secretary of Treasury by FDR in 1933 and died less than a year later. 
Adams was a newspaperman who acted as a sort of front for Woodin. Together they sold Newcomer the bulk of the U. S. Patterns Woodin 
had obtained from Col. A. L. Snowden in settlement for the two gold $50 pieces he had to return to the Mint Cabinet from which Snowden 
had sold them; the A W 'text on Patterns is actually a kind of sale catalogue of Woodin’s stock. Newcomer owned some of the best 
Colonial [ and other added in pencil in Breen’s hand] rarities in addition to the usual overrated junk [numerous examples follow]...He 
was almost complete in the Private Gold series. He owned a bank in Baltimore, this being the source of much of his wealth.. .On a false 
report that his financial structure had collapsed in the Depression, he committed suicide in 1933 while on a Caribbean trip His estate was 
later appraised at several millions. The collection later mostly went to Col. E. H. R. Green, though some parts disappeared into the Brand

A unique, remarkable manuscript. It is a re-working of the main text of the eighteenth edition of Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue, 
published posthumously in 1957. Walter Breen had already been deeply in the compilation and basic research of this work and the “new 
and improved” manuscript at hand is vintage Breen, considerably enhanced by editorial consultation and supervision carefully exercised 
by John J. Ford, Jr. The numerous manuscript corrections, deletions, and additions, in several different hands, are convincing evidence of 
the great care taken in the preparation of this estimable work which, unfortunately, was never published. The headings found in the 
preliminary text follow: EARLY MINT ISSUES-fz) leaves; UNITED STATES COPPER CIONS (sic) HALF CENTS-(i) leaves plus a pasted- 
on slip; LARGE CENTS-(4) leaves; MINOR COINS: Small Cents/TWO CENT PIECES/Nickel Three Cents/Nickel Five Cents-(s) leaves; 
UNITED STATES SILVER COINS-(3) leaves; UNITED STATES GOLD COINS-(4) leaves. The catalogue follows in the same arrangement 
and features a large number of ink additions and observations in Breen’s hand, often presenting data previously unpublished. Mintages, 
for the first time, are incorporated into the text, and Breen has added a great many varieties previously unmentioned, often with interest¬ 
ing commentary. A few examples follow: after the new 1867 “Over small 67” cent entry, Breen observes: “Contrary to popular rumours 
there is no evidence indicating that the smaller figures resulted from dime punches”; of 1914 S, 1923 S, & 1924 D cents, Breen notes: 
“Practically never found brilliant except when cleaned”; an editor has written: “JJF, You had better check this. I can find no basis for it.” in 
response to Breen’s typewritten assertion: “An act passed during Nov. 1942 permitted (but not directed) the Mint to strike cents in other 
than the bronze composition. The excessively rare 1943 bronze and 1944 steel cents must this be regarded as regular issues and not as off- 
metal mint errors.”; below the 1864 Large motto 2<t listing Breen has added: “Variety with 1, 8 plainly recut; another with corrected 4.”; a 
note after the 1853 O half dime notes a “Very rare variety with die break in 3 giving appearance of overdate.”; of the 1942 over 41 dime, Breen 
writes” Always softly struck up on forelock”; “Many melted in the summer of 1878,” Breen observes of 1877 twenty cent pieces; of 1837 half 
dollars, “At least 3 different sized diameters are known owing to varied use of collars.”; in the margins of leaf 111 in the silver dollar section, 
Breen writes: “ ‘O’ over ‘S’, Several mintmark variants are known for the 1882 ‘O’. Two of these consist of a double punched Mint letter, 
while at least one San Francisco Mint reverse die was re-punched with an ‘O’. The diagonal of the ‘S’ can be clearly seen within to inner oval 
of the ‘O’ on the altered reverse.”; after the 1884 Trade Dollar listing, Breen writes: “The wide publicity given this coin and the next account 
for the high value placed upon them. There is no evidence that either one is an authorized issue.”; according to Breen, the 1889 S eagle 
features a “Double punched mintmark, first punched higher slightly to left”; a long note after the 1907 $20 “Normal collar with large 
letters” notes that “An FDC example exists in the John H. Murrell coll.” which, Breen eventually concludes, “may be a special issue”; etc.

A truly remarkable numismatic masterpiece, written at the height of Breen’s intellectual powers, well before the effects of a dissolute 
lifestyle began to affect his output. Its origins and significance are well summarized in the October 14,2003 Stack’s catalogue: “[F. C. C.] 
Boyd preserved the [Hillyer] Ryder Collection [of New Jersey Coppers] and made it, along with his [Virgil) Brand purchases, available to 
young Walter Breen for research purposes. Breen spent several years working with the collection, principally the two preceding Boyd’s 
death, 1956-58. The outcome of his truly prodigious research was the still unpublished manuscript on New Jersey coppers that distilled 
what he had learned from the collection, as well as other coins he had seen during the following two years, 1958-60. Completed in i960, 
Breen’s study was an epitome of numismatic research as it then was... Breen repaid his debt to his mentor Boyd by assigning BB {Boyd- 
Breen) numbers to the older Maris varieties.” A review of some of the work’s headings provide insight into the work’s conceptual and 
resulting organizational brilliance and incisiveness: Review of the Literature on Jersey Coppers; The Mints Which Struck Jersey Coppers; 
The Question of Rarity; The Question of Condition; The Question of Value as a Function of Condition; Wyon’s Dies for American 
Coppers, 1783-1786; The Wyon Patterns; Quick Finding List; Birmingham Issues: 1786; The Wyon Patterns/Rahway Mint Issues: 1786-88; 
Unlocated New York Mint; Morristown Issues: 1787-88; John Bailey’s New York Mint Issues, Jan.(?)—Apr. 1788; and Elizabethtown and 
Other Overstrike Issues: 1789-90.

Breen is clearly in an ebullient if jocular mood, despite recounting ongoing medical problems. Excerpts follow: “1 will not believe ANY¬ 
THING W. T. Anton says about Jersey cents. I will look at this original letter he speaks of.. .but.. .For me, the definitive proof will come 
when I examine the notebooks of James Mott.. .This is one thing that has been holding up the N. J. book.. .1 have looked, desultorily, at 
Anton’s collection when he had it on display. It is a mixture of excellence and crap. I trust that cataloguing Canadamn junk from your 
stock will be as lucrative, at least, as the previous year’s work...The psychiatrists were a bunch of blind men leading the blind...The 
neurologist...says I have a temporal-lobe focus of seizures—psychomotor epilepsy in form, and dating back at least to the Air Farce 
incident that robbed me of memories.” Though he goes on to other topics (including a la Wimpy: “ I would appreciate a cheque before too 
long”), his health is clearly on his mind, and the letter closes: “Hoping you are not the same.”

Breen’s manuscript comprises a history of the early Bechtler pieces and a preliminary description of “a hitherto unpublished variety of the 
July 1831 $2.50,” which appeared as lot 579 in New Netherlands’ December 3-4,1968 60th sale. Much of the information here, and that in an 
earlier 3 page annotated carbon typescript also present, was not included in the actual catalogue description. A number of other interest¬ 
ing items are also included: a carbon copy of a letter to Val Clain-Stefanelli, asking him “to look at a couple of Bechtler coins from the Lilly 
collection” to help determine “the probable emission order of the Bechtler $2.50 coins with and without 75.G. on the reverse”; a typescript 
sheet, annotated and signed WB in pencil, marshalling data to confirm the theory concerning “Die break sequences relevant to my first 
three series of Bechtlers”; an October 26,1962 letter to John Ford noting that “A copy of the 1804 book was sent via air mail to Don Taxay 
in India on September 28” and “enclosing a rough copy” of a talk incorporating his research “on the Massachusetts and California gold 
pieces,” which is present on seven early photocopy sheets; a March 11,1965 letter to Ford from Bressett and Ford's carbon copy reply, 
concerning a “completely engraved Massachusetts cent” and Bressett’s entreaty to “Be sure to let me know if there is anything that I can do 
to help you with the Standard Catalogue,” to which Ford enthusiastically responds: “you certainly can start helping me with the Standard 
Catalogue! I think it would be best to start with the very difficult Pioneer gold section, and to work on the Colonial section later.. .The first 
thing that I expect to send you is the complete introductions and listings for the State of California, Humbert and USAOG sections.”

Not in the 1994-1995 Bowers and Merena sales, nor the Bass Library sales. Though portions of the text appear to be duplicated in the two 
volumes, sometimes it is entirely different, and in most, if not all cases, the relevant leaves comprise different printings, one sheet often 
being dated and/or numbered while its apparent equivalent does not share the same characteristics. The only other substantially complete 
example we have ever heard of or encountered, housed in one binder with no “duplication” and less complete than here, was initially sold 
in the June 24,1995 Money Tree sale to John W. Adams. It was apparently Breen’s own copy and was subsequently sold in the March 22, 
2002 Kolbe sale @ $700. According to the 1995 Money Tree catalogue, “(t)hese pages were created for the Type Coin Program offered by 
First Coinvestors, Inc. (FCI). In theory, each month, the customer would receive one United States coin from this program. With the coin 
was one of these cards which gave accompanying numismatic text.” The effusive preface, presumably written by FCI principal Stanley 
Apfelbaum, notes that “(t)he professional who wrote the descriptions of all the types of United States coins in your album is Walter 
Breen.. .Walter Breen is one of the few individuals in the entire world about whom the word professional can be used without any reserva¬ 
tions whatsoever. His reputation is so great that even other professionals consider it a privilege to be in his company for a few 
minutes.. .Whenever a rare coin expert doubted his own judgment about a rare coin.. .that was the time to turn to Walter Breen. Whatever 
he said would be accepted instantly by that expert... It was no small achievement for First Coinvestors, Inc. in getting Walter Breen to sign 
an exclusive lifetime contract to devote his knowledge and his talents in the rare coin field to the service of our clients.” The two page 
glossary is curious. While a smattering of useful everyday numismatic terms are included, the relevance of obscure heraldic terms such as 
langued, gules is questionable. The texts are vintage Breen, filled with important and interesting information, from arcane to ordinaire. 
Almost certainly the work never reached the stage of full distribution to First Coinvestor clientele, and the example offered here is likely 
the most complete extant.

The only example we have ever heard of or encountered. The glossary appears to be essentially identical to that in the preceding lot. The 
descriptive sheets, generally in the form of transmittal letters, sometimes begin: “Congratulations on your having acquired a genuine...I 
am enclosing an historical sketch of its background, based on our latest researches...” Clearly, the body of material present here was 
developed to mass-market American colonial coins and currency. Presumably the introductory and closing text was written by FCI prin¬ 
cipal Stanley Apfelbaum, who married it to historical background doubtless written by Walter Breen. Among the items covered are: a 
genuine 18th Century Louisiana coin; Massachusetts Early Silver Coinage; Lord Baltimore’s Coinages; The Elephant Halfpennies; St.

In his first postcard, Breen notes that “Everything OK except $ as expected.” He touches upon his numismatic activities in Baltimore and 
other topics. The second postcard begins: “By God. John! No word from you, no $ (as promised) from WR and the lousy VA has fouled up 
something awful.” He also offers Ford an 1873 proof gold dollar and an 1858 proof quarter eagle. In his October 12,1951 letter to Breen, Ford 
notes that he has “been quite busy with our 34th sale” and then proceeds to an awkward topic: “Getting away from coins for a minute, I 
want to tell you something that isn’t too easy to put onto paper. Reports have reached this neck of the woods, from Johns Hopkins, 
concerning your weakest points- namely the subjects that I’ve been harping on for months. It seems that you have ignored my repeated 
warnings about your personal appearance- everything from keeping the hair cut; daily shaving; clean nails; and last but not least, clean, 
pressed clothes. Walter, you are a product of a rough, unfortunate environment and you must rise above it. You have many fine attributes, 
but your sloppy attitude towards personal appearance may well mean your downfall. The only adverse comment I’ve ever heard concern¬ 
ing you, has been relative to your appearance. If you want to remain a ‘Character’ it is your affair, but it may well remove you from Johns 
Hopkins and almost finish you numismatically among the people that count. You have what it takes and the final decision is only up to 
you. About money, you have a tendency to ignore this subject until it catches up to you. You can’t exist on charity forever. If 1 were you I 
would do everything within my power to make a buck. Try and find part time employment either within the school or without. Raise hell 
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with the damn V. A. with a constant stream of letters and requests. We will do all we can to help you, but remember that you have got to 
help yourself too. I am not a preacher Walter, just a friend. I can’t take the place of the parents that you’ve never had, nor can I force you to 
get on the ball as I could if you were wearing a uniform. I can only tell you, with all the sincerity at my command, that you must wake up 
before it is too late.” Ford returns to numismatic topics, noting that if Breen desires steady remuneration to “Remember that Raymond is 
a business man and that it would be a good idea to keep sending him all kinds of stuff. Almost anything you write about will do. We are 
very much interested in the two gold pieces.. .Also, remember that we will gladly handle for you any rare cents that you may want to turn 
into cash.” Breen begins his response sans salutation: “The enclosed arrived recently. Since when do your associates-or whoever it is- 
employ stool pigeons? Did they tell you when the alleged sloppiness began? Did they mention that among other things, I have been unable 
to pay (until recently, very recently) for haircuts, clean-&-press jobs, etc. and that I am still in need of shoes for this winter, not to speak of 
winter weight clothes generally? Did they mention that I had to spend $25 and more having a new upper plate made.. .1 cannot spare the 
little $$$ I have left for such things—as my landlady will not accept promises...and one does not obtain meals on the cuff either. Now 
laugh that off. The goddamned stinking VA has not come through...Get around those facts and/or tell me how to, and I’ll listen. But until 
then, you’re telling a drowning man to swim to shore.. .You try to drag yourself to work on inadequate diet and 101" temp, for a few days 
and see if you feel bright and chipper and all ready to slick up and look like the $1000000 which you are 100000 times nearer having than 
I. And then tell me. Not that I mean to give you any hard language, John, but that I’m just plain worn out and ready to fall down and die...” 
The remaining two pages are mainly devoted to numismatic topics, some quite interesting: “.. .re Pioneer Gold patterns. I can find little on 
the pieces the two A. K(issers) offer, but I can’t get rid of the feeling that a lot of these Newcomer pieces are modern fantasies, pieces de 
private caprice, struck for his nib’s dough.. .The 1861-S $20 gold with Paquet reverse is not unique, and not a pattern; there’s one just like 
it in the Fecht gift at ANS.. .A lot of their early trial pieces are counterfeits or restrikes..etc. Breen closes with : “good night, I can’t stand 
up any more.”

Vintage Breen. A fact-filled, most informative paper, starting with the story of Joseph Mickley’s visit to the Mint in 1827, and closing 
prophetically and with uncharacteristic humility: “About the 1827 quarter it is safe to say that the last word has not yet been heard.” A 
delightful letter to John Ford accompanying the manuscript has as its salutation “Fordolatry,” and begins: “The enclosed should be satis¬ 
factory; there is a minimum of padding, though I did deliberately restate a few points here and there, where I considered them important. 
If you are insisting on co-authorship then you are going to have to do a little bit of something you may not welcome, namely W‘ 0 *R*K.” 
A long list of requested information follows, after which Breen proclaims: “Sometime before long I will be needing that $150 that you 
promised.” Also included here are: multiple prints at both actual size and enlarged of the Mickley-Norweb 1827 original 25C and the 
Norweb 1827 restrike 254; photographic negatives of the title and page 99 of a priced Mickley catalogue, an October 28,1867 Leavitt invoice 
to Mr. Reichardt, and a two page December 27,1867 letter from Edward Cogan listing the owners of ten 1827 quarters, along with prints of 
the letter; an ink note by John Ford accompanies a set of Polaroid and a regular set of photographs depicting both sides of “1827 254 Orig. 
Offered to Jerry Cohen, 5/1-5/72, etc. for $25,000 by Mexican party. Photos sent at my request. Probably Yale Robbery (1965) specimen”; 
several 1972 letters relating to this coin, including four to Ford from Cohen, a carbon copy of a Ford reply, a period photocopy of a letter 
to Cohen from John Burnham, Curator of the Yale collection at the time, and a photocopy of a 4 page report on 1827 quarters to Cohen by 
Walter Breen; and, finally, clippings from auction catalogues of several subsequent appearances of 1827 quarters.

A remarkable collection of early correspondence and research materials, providing rare insight into the early relationship between Wayte 
Raymond and Walter Breen, and its facilitation by John Ford. Brief descriptions of some of the materials follow, doing but little justice to the 
true significance of the contents. Present are a 3 page typescript of “Dates and Denominations of United States Struck in Proof, 1817-1857,” 
along with typescripts on proofs, and two cent, three cent, and trade dollar patterns. A1951 letter to Raymond from Breen discusses various 
researches and articles, noting that he “asked Mr. Ford to suggest to you that certain issues be illustrated in the various articles.” Now in 
Baltimore, Breen observes that “the change to Johns Hopkins has helped me-the contrast seems even greater on leaving Stack’s where the noise 
and shouting became nerve-wracking.” In his carbon copy of an October 18,1951 letter, Raymond writes: “John Ford told me that you had been 
having a little financial difficulty, so I am enclosing a small check which I hope will be useful at this time. When I see you later in the season 
would like to talk over the financial part of our understanding so that everything will be satisfactory all around.” Breen’s proximity to Ever¬ 
green House and the Garrett collection caused Raymond to correspond with its curator, Sarah Elizabeth Freeman, to enable Breen to conduct 
research there, which he did initially, but in a March 12,1952 letter to Raymond, Freeman writes: “it will not be permissible for Mr. Breen to 
examine any of our records or manuscript material. Most of them are of a confidential nature, and I have been instructed to state that they are 
unavailable to anyone...” In a March 24,1952 letter, Raymond writes: “In talking with John on the telephone recently, he said you were having 
some financial difficulty again, so I am enclosing a check for $50.00 to help out a little.” Again, on May 22,1952, Raymond writes: “John Ford 
has told me of some of your problems, so in order to help you get through until next month, I am enclosing a check for $100.00 on account of 
Standard Catalogue.” Much interesting information on numismatic research follows. Over a dozen sheets of correspondence and listings from 
Walter Breen to Wayte Raymond mainly pertain to “Memo of Changes indicated for 1952 Standard Cat.” Detailed on several typewritten sheets 
so headed in pencil, are many proposed emendations, often with additions in pencil. Two pages on yellow stock feature detailed descriptions 
and another two sheets comprise “Memorandums in Regard to Standard Catalogue.” Two multi-page letters from Breen, one dated May 26, 
1952, discuss in great detail Breen’s suggestions for future editions of Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue. In the May 26 letter, he thanks 
Raymond “very much for the check. It will be of considerable help.” Two pages of trenchant observations and commentary follow. At the end, 
Breen discusses research in the National Archives, noting that “such things as the Gobrechts and the 1849 $20 story.. .will eventually have to be 
looked into. I expect to be in Washington, if possible, shortly after June 10 (graduation date)...” In the second letter, apparently written in the 
summer, Breen reports that “after completing (with considerable delay and difficulty) a long-anticipated move (permanent) to N. Y„ I am just 
now beginning to recover and to be able to catch up on mail, including your letters of June 10,18 and July 18.” Much fascinating research data 
follows, including a sheet on half cents. An undated letter (1954?) concerns pattern half dollars, and concludes with: “Dr. Judd told me that he 
was depending on the 1792 monograph and the 1836-40 monograph (i.e. the present one) as precursors of the standard work on patterns; i.e. 
instead of his reproducing so much of the documentation...he would leave this to the monographs... presumably thereby increasing the sale 
volume for the monographs.” In an undated letter, Breen writes: “Still have not seen or heard from you about, that complete proof of the 
RESEARCH IN THE ARCHIVES articles which you promised me.” He goes on to discuss difficulties of research in the archives. Much discus¬ 
sion of private gold follows, including a lengthy discussion of Dahlonega and expected research in the South, “all of this will fit into the work 
on pioneer gold which JJF is so misguidedly enthusiastic over.” A carbon copy of a June 26,1954 letter from Raymond to Breen expresses 
pleasure with Breen’s latest manuscript, continuing: “You will remember we discussed a new general title for these articles, as neither of us 
thought too much of'Research in the Archives’. Do you have any good ideas along this subject. Talk it over with John - see what he thinks.” On 
a March 3,1954 Dahlonega Mint building postcard, Breen notes: “Place reeks of history & local color.” A manuscript pedigree list by Breen of 
1894-S dimes is present on a file card. Much important additional content has not at all been touched upon.

In his work on the topic appearing in Studies on Money in Early 
America, published by the American Numismatic Society in 1976, Bressett notes: “Material presented in this article was assembled through 
the cooperation and assistance of many people. Walter Breen, in particular, supplied information concerning rarity, die identities, and 
sequence in a joint study with the author conducted in 1957.”

In the preface he expresses appreciation to Julius Guttag, Benjamin Lazar, and George Bristol “for their kindness in permitting me to 
review their correspondence relating to various issues of scrip.” At the 1941 Detroit American Numismatic Association Convention, Brown 
delivered a short paper on the topic.

The author was a 
meticulous researcher and relatively few new varieties have appeared in the years since publication. Breen considered it to be “The most 
perfect book written on the first try.” The example of the deluxe interleaved leatherbound edition offered here is at least equal to the finest 
we have ever encountered. Much interesting and previously unknown information about the author can be found in two articles written 
by Carl Herkowitz and published in The Asylum.

Brother Charles’ long letter, addressed to “My dear Mr. Boyd,” reads in part: “In answer to your most welcome letter of May as*, in which 
you have so very generously shown your sympathy at this time, along with your kind offer to assist me in clearing up my dear brother’s 
affairs I should say I greatly appreciate your kindness. Here and now may I say let the friendship continue, simply t ransfer your friendship 
for my brother to me. I feel satisfied that you are the man he always pictured you to be.. .On his annual visits here, brother Ard always 
spoke very highly of you. I have often heard him say,‘You can depend on Mr. Boyd, he knows coins... if anything should happen to me, get 
in touch with Mr. Boyd, he knows my collection and he is a square man and will do the right thing.’ Therefore, Mr. Boyd I desire your 
friendship and assistance in this matter. Now as to the details of my brother’s illness and death.” An account follows, from receipt of a May 
27 telegram describing Browning’s condition as critical, until his death on May 29th at 1:45 P.M. “His life just apparently ebbed away.. .The 
death was caused by lobar pneumonia, no one ever had better care than he.. .One of the nurses told me, when I mentioned their attentive¬ 
ness, that no employee in the place was liked any better than he... I had the body prepared and sent to Palm, Montgomery Co. Penna. He 
now rests in my family plot in Palm Church Cemetery. I thought it best, as I should never have forgiven myself had I let him stay over on 
that flat, Long Island location.” Discussion follows about the will: “he never mentioned it to me, nor I to him, you see he was of a very 
sensitive temperament and I never wished him to think I was angling for anything...” Charles mentions that he has located “Greens 
Numismatists reference and check book which he had under lock and key with much other data regarding his collection. The only thing 
to do, I believe, is for me to come to N. Y. sometime in the near future and talk over these matters.. .Write soon.” In his July 10th letter, Boyd 
writes: “The bank vault was opened today.. .1 regret to inform you.. .there was nothing in the box outside of the collection. There was no 
will or papers of any kind. There were four pawn tickets... for $20.00...$40.00...$40.00...and...$75.00... the face value of the coins con¬ 
tained in the box was in the amount of $646.46.” The appraisal is headed “Re: Estate of Ard W. Browning, Deceased” and is most perplex¬ 
ing. The face value of the collection has been adjusted to $647.69 but the “Premium” amounts to only $477.06, making the total value a 
paltry $1,124.75. Of the two dozen items listed, “981 United States Silver Quarters” are valued at $475.80; “1 United States Silver Proof Set 
dated 1850 is listed at $10.00; and 5 United States $3 Gold Pieces” total $20.00. What to make of this? Do the pawn tickets indicate that the 
collection had been decimated, or were the funds thus acquired spent on numismatic purchases? Was the appraisal “lowballed” or had 
most of the good coins already been sold? The papers present here, while most informative, seem to suggest more questions than they 
provide answers to, concerning one of our least known major twentieth century American numismatic authors.

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THE CHAPMAN LARGE SIZE CATALOGUES 

By John J. Ford, Jr. 


[Editor’s Note: This article originally appeared in the August, 1950 issue of The Numismatist , in the Ford series 
entitled “Odds and Ends of U. S. Coinage.” It was a pioneering effort and is still of great interest. While the 
rarity ratings have proven inaccurate in some cases (the rarity table and several paragraphs largely pertaining 
to it are not present here), the text remains eminently readable.] 

As long as I can remember, it has been pretty hard to find a collector or dealer who has not heard of or seen 
the large auction sale catalogs compiled and published by the Chapman brothers. While many people know of 
them, very little concrete information has ever been made available concerning the 9 V” x 12 ZT white covered 
volumes published in Philadelphia from 1882 to 1921. Many well-informed individuals have attempted to com¬ 
plete sets of these catalogs as they slowly realized their tremendous value as reference works. However, few of 
us, who tried to get together several of these books, have known how many were available or even of what a 
complete set would consist. Others, including many of the newer collectors, are completely in the dark con¬ 
cerning the Chapmans and their important part in American numismatics. As books and catalogs pertaining 
to our coins and medals are comparatively neglected, considering their true value, perhaps it would be wise to 
try to assemble for the record, some of the available information relating to the Chapman publications. 

Samuel Hudson Chapman was born in Philadelphia on July 15,1857. His brother Henry, was also born in 
Philly, two years later, on October 18,1859. S. H. Chapman passed away September 22,1931. Henry died on 
January 4,1935. 

In 1875, while only sixteen years of age, Henry entered the employ of John W. Haseltine, a well-known 
Philadelphia dealer, with whom he remained until 1878 when he and his brother formed a co-partnership. The 
Chapmans were young and full of drive, and soon had the old-timers agog with their antics. They called 
themselves “Antiquarians” and soon proved themselves worthy of the title. Both were serious and methodical 
students, and they made great effort to gain a foothold at a time when collecting was in its adolescence. The 
older dealers, Cogan, Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and particularly Ed Frossard, were somewhat critical of 
the Chapmans, who were considered rather precocious and rather overly ambitious. 

About this time, Auction sales were held almost bi-monthly by several dealers and were rather small affairs 
not noted for the detail or accuracy of their cataloging. Many collections were broken up into small parts and 
offered piecemeal, while others were intermingled with dealer’s stocks and offered repeatedly. With very few 
exceptions, the catalogs of this period were too laconic, somewhat thrown together, and are almost worthless 
today as reference works. 

On September 17th, 1880, Charles I. Bushnell died in New York City, leaving one of the most famous collec¬ 
tions of American coins, medals and tokens ever assembled. Within a few days of Mr. Bushnell’s passing, 
almost all of the well-known dealers began a rat race to his home with ill-concealed interest relative to the 
disposition of the estate. Amongst this turmoil, the stage was set for the full entrance of the brothers Chapman 
upon the American numismatic scene — a position which they successfully retained for almost half a century. 
Ed Frossard, originally a Professor of Languages and later a well-known coin dealer and publisher, brilliantly 
described the dramatic entree of Messrs. Chapman in his magazine “Numisma” for March, 1882. Utilizing his 
superb mastery of the English language, he wrote — 
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“The late Charles Bushnell, Esq., of New York, left, at the time of his death, some two years ago, a large, 
beautiful, and valuable collection of American coins, collected with much taste and perseverance at a time 
when collectors were few and rarities cheap. To these he added, from the Mickley sale, a number of rarities, 
costing in the aggregate not less than one thousand dollars. If rumor speaks truly, Mr. Bushnell, who was 
extremely attached to his collection, and guarded it with the vigilance of a Cerberes from the eye and touch of 
the profane, would fain have taken it along with him as a tribute to grim Charon, but this according to modern 
ideas being impossible, it was left behind with other earthly treasures, and was kept by his son in the little brick 
house, the old Bushnell homestead, on 4th Avenue, New York. Since his death a number of coin dealers and 
coin collectors have endeavored to buy this collection, $10,000 cash being asked, but the opportunities to 
carefully examine would not be given, or else the restrictions were onerous. Still several dealers eventually 
obtained a fair view of the coins, and as much as $7,500 was offered by a New York man and other parties. 
About 3 months ago W. E. W. (Woodward, Ed.) thought he had bagged the prize (see Am. J. for January), H. P. 
S. (Smith, Ed.), H. G. S. (Sampson, Ed.), Ed. F., and many others were negotiating at various times with Mr. 
Bushnell’s son for the purchase of the cabinet, but while the fray at the front gate of the citadel was waxing hot, 
the Chapman brothers, by a brilliant strategic movement, having secured an ally within, entered through the 
postern gate in the rear, and captured the stronghold, much to the dismay of the craft in general, for few, 
excepting well informed observers, had thought of them. Having gained full possession, they propose to sell 
the entire collection at auction, and are now engaged in preparing the catalog. Prominence is to be given the 
principal coins and medals, and much of the minor coins will be offered in selected and well arranged lots, 
making a fine and important six days’ sale of 3,000 lots. They have issued a circular, announcing the sale, and 
promise a sumptuous catalog, corresponding in size to “Crosby’s Early Coins,” a limited edition of which is to 
be illustrated with 10 plates of photographs of the principal coins and medals by the phototype process. (Actu¬ 
ally, the catalog was published with 12 plates, Ed.) $5 will be charged for this, a price list to be furnished without 
extra cost after the sale; 504 for the catalog of the ordinary edition, and $1 for the same, priced. 

“Messrs. Chapman desire us to state that the list given by them in their circular, of the rare pieces, does not 
by any means cover all Colonial, U. S. Mint, or medallic rarities, but that many more than even they had 
anticipated will be found in the collection; also that the rumors which have been circulated, by those envious 
of their success, to the effect that a certain number of rarities are withdrawn by previous arrangement with a 
certain prominent Boston numismatist, who was said to be their backer in the negotiations with Mr. Bushnell’s 
son, are unfounded, and untrue. Every coin, medal, die, and duplicate, of which there are many, will go in the 
sale, and everything is to be sold, without reserve, to the highest bidder.” 

The Bushnell sale catalog was among the first ever written to include each and every piece from the collec¬ 
tion being sold, and also, set a precedent with its detailed descriptions and miscellaneous information. The 
price of Five dollars was also something new and caused more than a little concern in many quarters. Needless 
to say, many catalogs were sold, and the sale a great success. A limited number were disposed of with plates as 
few were made due to their almost prohibitive cost. The Bushnell catalog is one of the most difficult Chapman 
catalogs to obtain. 

A few years later, the Chapmans acquired the famous Warner collection, and being mindful of their first 
large venture, produced another large and most complete catalog. I would say that the plates for the Warner 
catalog are the finest I have ever seen in any catalog or numismatic book. The Warner sale was followed by the 
Cleneay, and the Winsor, and in 1904, the Chapmans cataloged and sold the famous Mills collection. All of 
these collections were ably cataloged, and every effort was made to produce the finest sales catalog that money 
could buy, complete with valuable information, detailed descriptions and fine plates. 
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Shortly before the turn of the century, the Chapmans ran into some trouble with the Federal government 
concerning the extremely high quality of their photographic plates. After quite a little political intervention, 
Henry Chapman became the father of legislation permitting authorized dealers to fully illustrate their wares. 
S. H. Chapman had a great interest in photography and personally composed and photographed the plates for 
many of the large sale catalogs. 

In 1906, the H. R Smith collection was cataloged and sold. The sale of this collection was followed by a 
disagreement by the brothers and they decided to dissolve their partnership. However, while operating sepa¬ 
rately, the Chapmans remained quite cordial, and continued to produce independently, the fine, high quality 
catalogs that had made them famous. 

S. H. Chapman compiled and published his last large sale catalog in 1920 and Henry, his, in 1921. 

It is significant, that while operating apart from each other, the Chapmans produced catalogs almost identi¬ 
cal in composition and appearance, so much so that only careful examination of the frontispiece reveals the 
cataloger. 

Today, when inaccurate cataloging and collections padded with dealer’s stock are almost the rule, the integ¬ 
rity and brilliance of the Chapmans, particularly in reference to their sale catalogs, seems almost beyond belief. 
When a coin from their stock was to be added to a sales catalog, in order to complete a series, or for any other 
reason, mention was made of the fact. From 1882, when rumor mongers suggested that Lorin Parmelee had his 
hands prematurely in the Bushnell collection, until their last sales, the Chapmans maintained a policy of legiti¬ 
mate cataloging. Whatever their faults may have been, they did produce superlative catalogs coupled with 
extremely successful sales. 

The value of the Chapman’s large catalogs hinges almost entirely upon the high quality of the collections 
they sold, their complete and accurate descriptions, and the fact that the prices realized ranged over almost 
half a century and were the result of bidding by America’s greatest collectors and numismatists. 

Also, the Chapman plates, over the years, at one time or another, represented a very high precentage of well- 
known rare and choice coins. This is particularly true in the American series. 

Several months ago, I attempted to locate six or seven rare Colonial coins in the Chapman catalogs, by use of 
the excellent plates, and believe it or not, I located five pieces, two of which were sold more than once. A coin 
can be pedigreed by very careful comparison with photographic plates, as no two coins ever receive identical 
nicks or scratches in the same places. 

While the value of pedigreeing rare items is debatable, I personally feel that it adds to the coin’s value and 
interest. I know that some of my friends will question this reasoning, but I feel quite sure that their attitude is 
based on the sloppy and actually dishonest descriptive practices sometimes resorted to when describing a rare 
coin today. A coin should not be described as coming from the so-and-so collection unless identification can 
be verified beyond a shadow of a doubt. I feel that the quality of the Chapman plates is such that identification 
of many items is far from difficult. 

A complete set of the large size Chapman sale catalogs belongs in any numismatic library worthy of the 
name. Unfortunately, very few complete sets, that is complete as to prices and plates, are in existence today. 
Many of the catalogs are difficult to obtain in any condition and several of them are actually rare with plates.

Clain-Stefanelli 11934. Adams A+: “Definitive for colonials, medals, Washington material and tokens. Many unique pieces, some made ex 
mint.” Of the five hundred copies of the catalogue printed, one hundred were supposedly issued with plates. Judging from their frequency 
of appearance on the market, it is probable that fewer were actually distributed. Five of the plates depict colonials, along with early 
patterns; three illustrate medals; one depicts Washington pieces; one illustrates rare United States gold and silver coins; and two depict 
cents and half cents. The Bushnell sale established the Chapman brothers as the dominant force in American numismatics, a position they 
were to occupy both collectively and independently for the following half century. The story of its acquisition is well told by fidouard 
Frossard, cited in the preceding article by John J. Ford, Jr. As noted there, the Chapmans did not act alone in the negotiations. Their 
“backer” was Lorin G. Parmelee, “a certain prominent Boston numismatist,” who purchased the collection and then consigned it en masse, 
preferring to buy back items needed for his collection at the sale. By the time the catalogue arrived, Frossard had recovered from the initial 
excitement and his comments in the May Numisma are more in form: “.. .however complete the Bushnell collection may be in Colonial, 
American medals and Store cards, it is for so large an American cabinet extremely weak in the regular mint series.. .As regards the arrange¬ 
ment and composition of the catalogue we remark with pleasure that the carelessness in composition, indifferent grammar, and tautology, 
found in the former combined productions of Messrs. Chapman, have to a certain extent been avoided in this... It looks indeed as if a 
person of mature judgment, sound learning, and accustomed to utter good English, had drawn the Messrs. Chapman from the inextri¬ 
cable tangles into which they have been wont to fall when endeavoring to make a point.” In his account of the sale in the July Numisma , 
Frossard is forced to acknowledge its success: “By (his) shrewd purchase (of the collection) Mr. Parmelee secured at apparently high, but 
really nominal prices, the few excessively rare coins still lacking to complete his princely cabinet; for the most elementary calculation will 
show that after deducting the cost of the sale, and the total of the purchases made by him, Mr. Parmelee must have cleared enough (from 
‘The total proceeds of...$13,901’) to repay himself the purchase money (‘probably over $7,500 and a little under $8,500’).” But Frossard 
cannot resist from observing that a “plain and correct catalogue would have reflected honor on its compilers, but Chapman Bros, appar¬ 
ently exhausted themselves on the plates and the mechanical part of the work, unconscious of the fact that a proper use of English terms, 
an intelligible construction, also general accuracy in statements made, are of greater importance in a work of this kind than thick paper, 
new type, and gilt letters. Careless proof reading, tautology, an exhibition of boastful egotism can be overlooked; hazardous, overdrawn, 
incorrect statements of history, rarity, and condition, cannot; the latter, rather than the former, are the chief defects of the catalogue, but 
all combining, help make the Bushnell sale catalogue, as published, unworthy of the collection it is supposed to describe.” Despite the 
validity of some of the points raised by Frossard and others, a new standard was set. Oversize format, thick paper, new type, gilt letters, and 
photographically-produced plates were welcomed innovations, and the furor raised at the time has secured the Bushnell sale catalogue an 
even greater fame. It remains a landmark catalogue in American numismatics.

It is by no means the most important collection ever sold yet it had a profound, perhaps unequalled impact on the 
course of professional numismatics in America. First of all, it established the Chapman brothers as the dominant force in the field, a 
position they occupied for half a century. Secondly, it firmly reinforced the importance of the illustrated catalogue with detailed descrip¬ 
tions. Finally, it established a new level of showmanship in American numismatics. For all its virtues, however, the catalogue was, predict¬ 
ably, roundly criticized by Frossard, Woodward, and other dealers of the day. Even the American Journal of Numismatics entered the fray 
suggesting that much of the information in the catalogue be taken ‘cum grano salis.’ In spite of all this the sale was a great success, and 
justly so. It long stood as the most important American sale catalogue in terms of research value for those interested in the byways of 
American numismatics” [fittingly, the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection sale catalogues in sum will set a new standard].

S. H. Chapman had a great interest in photography and personally 
composed and photographed the plates for many of the large sale catalogs.” In the interim, however, government regulations restricting 
the visual reproduction of coins prevailed and the controversy unfortunately resulted in the firm issuing no illustrated catalogues for 
nearly a decade until the 1904 Mills sale. According to Jack Collins, the M. A. Brown sale photographic glass negatives were seized by the 
government, but not before two sets of proof prints had been made. The plates at hand were cut in half by the Chapmans to fit in their bid 
book of the sale. The other set was acquired privately by Collins, and was subsequently sold privately. The sale itself is important for a very 
fine collection of choice large cents, eighty-four obverses and reverses of which are depicted on the four plates. This original set of M. A. 
Brown plates, accompanied by the firm’s unique bid book, is the first ever to appear at public sale.

In the “circular letter” bound in with this copy, the Chapmans explain their new innovation herein: “We have 
abandoned the autotype process, as it was unsatisfactory and too uncertain, and employed that which we had in view in 1895 for the Brown 
collection, when the ignorant Treasury officials extended the law on counterfeiting to include the publication of Numismatic books and 
stopped our issuance of the plates for that collection; but last year the Senior member of the firm, single handed, secured the passage 
through Congress of an amendment to this law, exempting Numismatic books and circulars of legitimate dealers, and we are now again 
able to give the distant collector the opportunity of seeing with his own eyes, exact photographic images of the coins, and a perpetual 
visual record of the collection. By this process we have secured finer work with absolutely perfect detail, than has heretofore been the result 
from any of the autotype processes. Collectors may use high power magnifying glasses, in fact we would advise the use of a large reading 
glass in looking at the plates and which could not be used on the autotype or half tone methods of printing. We believe we have finer 
results than have ever been published of photographs of coins.”

Smith roved the seas in his youth before settling 
down in the wholesale fruit business in New York City. In his late 30s he relinquished active participation in this pursuit and, as Lyman 
Low notes in his obituary printed in the July, 1902 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, soon became “well known to collectors as 
one of the leading coin dealers in New York.” His activities, including a number of coin auctions on his own account and in partnerships, 
presented him with ample opportunity to complete an outstanding collection. Low notes that “He gave his attention especially to the 
United States series and to ancient Greek silver, and the cabinet of these two classes he has left will certainly awaken the keenest interest 
among connoisseurs, when the inevitable hour arrives which will present them for public sale.” In the preface, the Chapmans wrote: “The 
late Mr. Harlan P. Smith for a great many years was an ardent amateur collector of coins, and during the later period of his life engaged in 
dealing in them, but always endeavored to improve his own private cabinet, and collectors will here find a collection that takes rank with 
the finest that have ever been sold as regards completeness, rarity, and preservation, and probably equals in value the great Mills collection, 
which we sold two years ago, for what it may lack in the colonial series in comparison with the former collection, it surpasses in the United 
States gold coins, for it contains all the great rarities in the latter series and is complete in the silver, with the exception only of the 1804 
dollar.”

The sale was Henry Chapman’s 
first major solo production after the breakup of the partnership with brother Samuel Hudson the preceding year. While still graced by the 
magnificent photographic plates executed by his sibling, Henry catalogued the entire collection. He notes in the preface: “To prepare this 
catalogue has been a labor of love, as I am greatly interested in our pursuit and expect to devote my life to it.” True to his word, Henry 
Chapman conducted nearly fifty sales over the following quarter century, including famous collections such as Jenks, Earle, Zabriskie, 
Parsons, Bement and Jackman, among others. Yet he never sold a collection of American coins finer than the amazing Stickney holdings, 
essentially formed before the Civil War. It featured colonials, pioneer gold, patterns, Washingtonia and United States coins in all metals. The

Plates two and three illustrate European rarities, including multiple thalers, also a $50 slug, several important United States silver 
dollars, and other coins. The Siedlecki sale is among the least important plated large format Chapman catalogues in terms of content; 
perhaps that contributes to its being one of the more difficult to obtain. John Adams notes that “most of the quarto plate editions were 
printed in runs of too. Two exceptions are Siedlecki (1911) and Jenks (1921) of which only fifty and sixty were made respectively.” For every 
plated Siedlecki coming to market though, several plated Jenks sales appear. If fifty Siedlecki catalogues were made, far fewer appear to 
have been distributed before the sale. A key factor affecting the current rarity and condition of plated Chapman catalogues is the survival 
of copies not distributed at the time of sale. Perhaps the largest such holding, included as part of a major portion of the numismatic estate 
of Henry Chapman, was acquired around 1949 by Ed. Rice. John J. Ford, Jr. was there at the time, and this impressive hoard no doubt 
influenced his rarity ratings, which were published in a pioneering article on “The Chapman Large Size Catalogs,” appearing in the 
August, 1950 issue of The Numismatist. Based on the Rice holdings, he assigns the Siedlecki sale an R2, making it among the more common 
sales in the series, and the Jenks sale an R6, his highest rarity rating. Current availability suggests a rough reversal of those rankings. Most 
plated Siedlecki catalogues are well-preserved, which suggests that a large proportion of those extant came via Rice. Pristine Jenks cata¬ 
logues are very rare, making it likely that few, if any, were present there. Other mysteries surround the Siedlecki catalogue. It is the only 
Chapman sale issued without plates in octavo format, and with plates in quarto format. Both content and dual format suggest that 
originally it was to be issued as a small size sale. It is possible that S. H. misunderstood Henry’s instructions and prepared large format 
plates instead of small. Some loose sets of plates were found in the Chapman estate without accompanying quarto text, suggesting that an 
insufficient number of large format copies of the text were printed. Another Siedlecki conundrum: as scarce as are plated large format 
catalogues, “regular” octavo non-plated copies of the catalogue turn up even less often.

final plate depicts rare patterns. The attractive halftone portraits of Gable and Chapman were both taken in the photographic department 
of Gable’s establishment. The coin photography was, as usual, superbly executed by Samuel Hudson Chapman, producing “plates printed 
by direct contact from the original negatives.”

Chapman’s efforts to cover his embarrassment were apparently successful since this work is now considered to be one of the rarest 
works on United States large cents, with perhaps a dozen copies extant. Many of the errors were corrected in the second edition published 
three years later. Although Dr. Sheldon wrote that “The Chapman monograph is illustrated by excellent plates, and it is perhaps the most 
generally adequate presentation of the subject,” the work remained difficult to use, causing many collectors to retain the older Hays numbers.

A fascinating letter, accompanied by a photograph depicting many of the cents illustrated in the Clapp/Newcomb work published the follow¬ 
ing year, but in greater detail. The letter reads in part: “Your ‘Good Friday’ letter, with enclosures completely ‘knocked me out’ and how I can 
repay your thoughtfulness on helping me to complete the Large Cent collection for the A. N. S., I do not know.. .In addition, the loan of your 
cents while at work on 1796,97 and 1800 has been of inestimable value. These years and 1795 are now finished and I hope that when Mr. Noe 
comes in May we may be able to complete arrangements for publication. There are now only six varieties missing from 1793 to 1814 and of 
these three are definitely promised.. .Of the ‘Newcomb Revision of Andrews’ I lack about 40.. .When my collection reaches the A. N. S., it will 
be the most complete and largest collection of the Large Cents - about 1600 - which has ever been made, a collection that today cannot be 
duplicated.” A good deal more of interest follows, including Clapp’s comments on Sydney P. Noe’s efforts to bring American numismatics “up 
to the level of Greece, Rome and China that, so far, have had first place in the American Num. Society.” Only recently, with much early and 
continuing encouragement and support from John J. Ford, Jr. and others, has significant progress been made in achieving that goal.

1857 contains all but about 40 of the 598 varieties listed by Newcomb (I do not count 'A numbers).”

Original fair copies of upwards of one hundred forty letters, neatly handwritten 
in black ink throughout, preceded by a tabbed index. Acquired 5/20/65 @ $120. A 
unique volume providing a fascinating glimpse into the many details involved 
in the early production of United States paper money and fractional currency, 
viewed via the correspondence written by Spencer Clark during this momen¬ 
tous period. In addition to his complex duties, it was also a tumultuous time for 
Clark, who was being investigated during this period by General L. C. Baker, 
Chief of the National Detective Police, for various alleged improprieties. In Oc¬ 
tober 1863, Baker wrote to the Solicitor of the Treasury Department that “I here 
desire to record my conviction that Stuart Gwynn, as a principal, and S. M. 
Clark, as his confederate, have been and are now engaged in one of the most 
deliberate and barefaced attempts to perfect an idea or invention at the expense 
of the public, and for their own benefit, that the records of the Government can 
furnish. And I do not believe there could be found a grand jury in the country 
who would hesitate to indict Stuart Gwynn and S. M. Clark for conspiracy to 
defraud the Government... ” But his troubles were only beginning. Soon, Baker’s 
accusations against Clark came to include “gross immoralities and fraudulent operations in the Treasury Department. It was more than 
intimated, by those who ought to have known, that among the hundreds of females employed there, some were not virtuous, while in the 
regular operations of the establishment fraud had a place.” Specific charges included “complicity with Bank Note Companies,” and “gross 
immorality” concerning “S. M. Clark, in connection with certain female employees of his department.” These and other allegations cre¬ 
ated a sensation at the time. Much background information may be found in Baker’s 1867 History of the United States Secret Service. The 
volume at hand served as an easily accessible record at the time of Clark’s correspondence. These so-called fair copies comprise, according 
to Webster’s unabridged dictionary, “a neat and exact copy, esp. of a corrected or revised draft of a document; also, the form of such a 
copy.” Widely employed throughout government at the time, they sometimes are the only surviving documentary records. One cannot 
help but wonder in this case whether the volume was accomplished by one of the “certain female employees” employed by Clark. A great 
many of the letters recorded here were written to Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. Chase, and principals of various bank note compa¬ 
nies, among others. Summaries of a few of the letters, as cited in the index, follow; To Hon. S. P. Chase, a reply to the Secretary’s oral 
inquiry— in reference to the daily delivery of $1000 Bonds..To Hon. S. P. Chase, models- 3 s 8c 10 s National Currency...; The Secretary’s 
instructions in regard to Fractional Currency for Soldiers wallet requested; (To Hon. S. P. Chase), Receipt of report upon paper submitted 
by Yousouff Bey Tataroghlon acknowledged—new specimens examined & reported upon—found inferior in quality—not recommended; 
To Hugh McCullough Comptroller, apprized of arrangements made for preparation of National Currency... obstacles in the way of carry¬ 
ing out the vast project—how to overcome them &c.; To Geo. W. Hatch Esq., Proposals invited for furnishing the Department with dies, 
rolls & transferred plates for the fronts & backs of the National Currency Notes of the denominations of $20', $50 s & $100— price for 
each separate portion of the work requested—minute directions for the work—various details sketched out, &c., &c„ &c.; To W. D. Wilson 
Manager— Repelling the accusations of‘discourtesy’ preferred by Mr. W— All intentions of fault-finding in letter of io ,h inst. Disavowed...; 
To W. D. Wilson Esq. Models for Int. bearing Treas. Notes returned...; To Hon. S. P. Chase, Imitations of Fractional Currency submitted by 
Mr. Sea— examined 8c reported upon— decided differences between imitations and originals perceptible...; To Hon. S. P. Chase— Frac¬ 
tional Currency Delayed—owing to unfinished rooms...Not prudent to commence making money in them until they are finished. Hy¬ 
drostatic presses in the yard exposed to the elements—delicate Machinery unboxed 8<c.

An indispensable source of useful information, comprising Spencer M. Clark’s extremely 
detailed response to the Secretary of the Treasury’s “instructions to report ‘the origin, growth, and present condition of this Division’... and 
also to give ‘a detailed history of the method of producing the Government currency and securities’.. .and also to‘state., .what savings, if 
any have been effected by it, with a statement of the comparative cost, security, and celerity of producing the work in the Department, as 
compared with the former method of causing the work to be done by contract in New York;’ and.. .also to ‘append a statement of the 
amount of stock on hand at the time of rendering the report, and its cost.’ ” Clark reports that “This Division had its origin in an attempt 
to trim and separate Treasury Notes by machinery” and that “The first paper issues of the Government, made necessary by the existing 
civil war, were manufactured by the New York Bank Note Companies, and sent to this Department in sheets of four notes each.” Clark 
discusses the problems inherent in having large quantities of notes signed by hand which led to the procurement of “presses, specially 
made” to incorporate printed signatures and the Treasury seal on notes. Clark deals at length with various problems encountered and 
solved during the growth of the division, including the “production of the Postal Currency, as it was then called.” At the time of publica¬ 
tion, Clark proudly announced that “The machinery now in use” totaled “three hundred and twenty-four engines, machines, &c.,” includ¬ 
ing “Ten steam engines, from four to thirty horse-power each,” and that “There are now employed in the Division, in connection with this 
machinery, 237 male and 288 [! ] female operatives...” Appended is an important 35 page “Inventory of Bed-pieces, Rolls, Lathe Cuttings, 
Plates and Stock on hand October 1,1864.” Included herein is an inventory of engraved plates, bed-pieces, and rolls of fractional currency, 
bonds, Treasury notes, and various Interest notes, along with an inventory of note and bond paper.

The first example we have ever encountered of this remarkable, apparently official or semi-official, report concerning the shenanigans 
reportedly engaged in by Spencer M. Clark, Superintendent of the National Currency Bureau, later summarized in Baker’s 1867 History of 
the United States Secret Service. After the Committee of the House of Representatives had filed reports on June 30,1864, the work at hand 
notes that “It now appears that Mr. Spencer M. Clark procured from the superintendent of the Congressional Printing such parts of the 
official document, of 416 pages, as suited him.. .and put them off upon the ‘public as the official document,’ and with the papers, detri¬ 
mental to him, suppressed. The object of the publication here is, to print the suppressed papers and documents, with such other papers as 
are necessary to explain them, and thereby to show what are the character and conduct of this man Clark, to whom is now entrusted the 
printing of millions and millions of the public money.. .We call special attention to that part of this document, which dwells upon the 
printing of the fractional currency.” Appended are negative reports from various Government officials, including Register of the Treasury 
Chittenden, Assistant Secretary and Comptroller of the Treasury Field and Taylor, and Senator Sprague, along with the House report, 
“affidavits of certain women employed by S. M. Clark,” and other testimony and responses. While the portions pertaining to paper money, 
particularly fractional currency, are perhaps the most important in numismatic terms, the “Official Report of Provost Marshal Baker” and 
others is certainly the most salacious, a tidbit of which follows: “These women seem to have been selected in the Printing Bureau, for their 
youth and personal attractions. Neither the laws of God nor of man, the institution of the Sabbath, nor common decencies of life, seem to 
have been respected by Clark, in his conduct with these women.”

Unfortunately, it doomed the Numismatic Society of Philadelphia’s 
planned magnum opus, even though, arranged alphabetically by merchant, it would have been far easier to use than the geographical 
method employed by Bushnell. Chadbourne’s copious additions, quadrupling the content of the original work, adopt the same method¬ 
ology A Boston native, Seth H. Chadbourne was born in 1836 and began collecting as a boy. Attinelli wrote in 1875 that, “Although he has 
at times disposed of portions of his collection, he still holds on to quite an extensive cabinet of his favorite ‘Politicals' and ‘Tradesmen’s 
Tokens.’ ” Chadbourne’s remarkable collection was sold in Woodward’s November 11-16, 1878 sale of the Henry W. Holland Medallic 
Collection. In the preface of the catalogue, Woodward wrote: “While giving to Mr. Holland due credit for learning, taste and liberality, as 
shown in the perfection of his collection, we must not neglect to accord to Mr. Seth H. Chadbourne due praise for the patience and skill 
shown by him in a more humble department of numismatic science. To him is due the great extent and comparative perfection of the 
collection of Store Cards here catalogued.

2 page typescript beginning, “On December 31,1942, George H. Blake in conversation with the writer recounted his introduction into the 
field of numismatics”; a great many transcriptions and correspondence recording bank note reporters held by institutions and other 
entities, sometimes recorded from contemporary periodicals, sometimes from the publications themselves, often considerably annotated; 
a 3 page typescript entitled Currency, Early Banks, and Bank Note Lists; the original Copyright Office certificate acknowledging Dillistin’s 
1943 Bibliography of bank note reporters; a typescript entitled National Banks — Year Chartered; a number of interesting 1940s letters on 
paper money topics from D. C. Wismer, and one from Eric P. Newman; a printed biography of Francis E. Spinner, including many 
facsimiles of“The Spinner Signatures From the Collection of Herman K. Crofoot”; letters from various institutions in response to Dillistin’s 
requests tor information; various biographies, pertinent quotations, etc. The research materials no doubt provided the basis for Dillistin’s 
1949 Bank Note Reporters and Counterfeit Detectors, 1826-1866, the only substantial work ever written on this fascinating topic.

Leggett Bramhall”; studio photographs of Doughty taken in 1880 
and 1900; an 1867 check made out to, and endorsed by, Lewis Feuchtwanger; an 1867 land lease signed by D. H. Gould; an i860 printed 
advertising letter from J. N. T. Levick, announcing that “I have opened a Store at No. 904 Broadway, where I offer to the public a choice 
assortment of Coins, Medals, and everything pertaining to Numismatics...”; a handwritten draft of a title to a supplement to a September 
12-24, i860 coin sale, “Compiled by Wm. Leggett Bramhall”; a fine studio photograph of J. N. T. Levick; George H. Lovett’s business card and 
a fine studio photograph of him; the text, on special large paper, of “Levick’s Catalogue Collection”; the official October 15,1870 bankruptcy 
notice of Lewis B. Loder and other Loder documents; a facsimile of the original manuscript of Declaration of Independence; a fine studio 
photograph of J. W. Scott; a February 29,1888 letter from Scott to Doughty, reading in part: “The N. J. “Non Vi” is in my opinion undoubt¬ 
edly genuine and original.

Further inscribed at the base of the same page: “Hillyer Ryder, June 1,1918, N a 292075.” Clain-Stefanelli 12281. The attractive flyer advertis¬ 
ing this book, featuring a tinted illustration of a 1793 cent, is the first we recall ever having encountered; copies of the book signed by the 
author are likewise rare. Dr. Sheldon notes that Doughty’s work was based on research conducted by David Proskey a decade earlier and 
published in a series of articles in the Coin Collector’s Journal. “Proskey was the first to try to bring descriptive order to the study of early 
cents as a whole.” For unknown reasons, Proskey appears to have passed the work and his unfinished notes on to Doughty who repub¬ 
lished the work in 1890 under his own name. Sheldon further observes that “The Proskey designations thus became Doughty designations, 
although it has been said that Doughty scarcely knew one date from another.” This assessment appears to be inaccurate, and Breen’s 
characterization of Doughty as “a hack writer of fiction for boys,” is untrue; both do an injustice to the man. An accomplished coin 
collector in a number of fields, his important holdings were sold in several auctions spanning a number of years. Thomas Elder clearly 
thought highly of Doughty and, in the introduction to his September 28-29,1916 sale, he notes that he “has been a collector all his life and 
the New York and Jackson (token) series offered here represent his efforts covering a long period of years research and study.” Doughty’s 
extensive collection of United States pattern coins, sold in 1891, was highly regarded, and his extensive compilations on tokens present in 
this sale further attest to his numismatic prowess.

four additional “Discourses,” apparently once bound together in 1790 with this work, written in 
Humphrey’s hand. Sigler 717. Clain-Stefanelli 13295. Sabin 20721. Goldsmiths 8625. This edition 
not in Kress nor the American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue. Probably the single 
most famous publication on American colonial monetary history, and a rich source of informa¬ 
tion, widely quoted in later works. It was highly eulogized by McCulloch in his “Literature of 
Political Economy.” Douglass discusses the circulating currencies and/or various emissions of 
Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Hampshire, Massachusetts-Bay, Connecticut, New-York, New 
Jersies, Pensylvania, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Providence, 
Bermudas, Barbadoes, the Caribee Leeward Islands, and Jamaica. The main work concludes on 
page 47, followed by a Postscript. His introduction is instructive: “The many Schemes at present 
upon the Anvil in Boston, for emitting enormous Quantities of Paper Currencies; are the Occa¬ 
sion of this Discourse. The Writer does not vainly pretend to dictate to Government, or prescribe 
to Trade; but with a sincere Regard to the publick Good, has taken some Pains, to collect, digest, 
and set in a proper Light, several Facts and Political Experiences especially relating to Paper 
Currencies; which tho’ plain in themselves, are not obvious to every Body. If any Expressions 
should sound harsh, they are not to be understood as a Reflection upon this Province in general: It was always my Opinion, That the 
Province of the Massachusetts-Bay, is by far the most vigorous and promising Plant (with proper Cultivation) of all the British Planta¬ 
tions; in the best of Countries at Times, bad Administrations, and private evil Men of Influence have prevailed. The Author is not a 
transient Person, who from Humour or Caprice, or other Views may expose the Province; but is by Inclination induced, and by Interest 
obliged to study the Good of the Country.” Douglass (1691-1752), was born in Scotland and, after a trip to the West Indies, he settled in 
Boston. A physician, he apparently received a liberal education and is known to have studied medicine at Edinburgh, Leiden, and Paris. He 
was conversant with Greek, Latin, Dutch, French, and English and also wrote on medical and historical topics. A highly esteemed member 
of the colony with a large medical practice, the Dictionary of American Biography concludes that “In his Discourse Douglass showed a 
sound grasp of the principles of exchange, a clear understanding of Gresham’s law, and he stated in no uncertain terms that the colony 
must adhere to the ‘universal commercial’ medium if it is to have dealings with foreign nations.” While copies of an 1897 reprint turn up 
from time to time, we cannot recall a single appearance in numismatic circles of a contemporary edition of this classic work on American 
colonial currency.

A masterful study, never published. The work was “Dedicated to Sylvester S. Crosby and Fred C. C. Boyd, Whose great collections of source 
material, documentary and metallic, respectively, provide impelling challenges and opportunities to students.” The manuscript at hand 
belonged to Fred Boyd who presumably made most or all of the manuscript additions and corrections. Another example, perhaps slightly 
less complete, resides in the American Numismatic Society Library, and was the source of three brief extracts appearing in The Colonial 
Newsletter in 1969. Subsequently, writes Michael Hodder, “Douglas’ MS was distributed to patrons of the CNL Foundation in the early 
1970s. Their comments were edited, footnoted, and collected as annotations to Douglas’ MS and the whole ‘published’ through authorized 
copies sent to different researchers/collectors.” Containing photocopies of the plates, perhaps ten to twenty copies of this later version of 
the manuscript were issued.

Not in the American 
Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue , the 1971 Fuld Library sales, nor Davis. Sigler 38 (recording only 132 pages). Dillistin page 146. To 
our knowledge, this is only the second example of this landmark work to come to market in at least four decades. Pages 93-94 were 
duplicated in the example sold in our March 22,2002 sale, while here pages 117-118, along with the last twelve pages, are repeated. In both 
cases, the book could not otherwise have been printed entirely in signatures, since the resulting single leaf would have had to be printed on 
a stub or tipped in. Why different leaves were duplicated and why the final twelve pages is repeated here is somewhat perplexing, though 
the variant title facsimile, indicating that the work was issued in parts, is suggestive. The work abounds in typographical errors; another 
anomaly noted is that page 167 is numbered on the inner margin, while all other page numbers are in the outer margins, the prevailing 
custom then and now. Its landmark status as the first work to provide detailed information on genuine bank notes is stated by Dye in the 
introductory text: “The Paper currency of the United States is so varied in design, that the Counterfeiters could sport on the ignorance of 
the people, for no Detector that was ever published described the genuine note, the force of all publications that are devoted to money, 
being directed towards the spurious, altered and counterfeit.” Dye points out the inadequacy of this approach by noting that “your drawer 
ma\ be found full of the new fraud before the publishers of the Detectors could see or hear of it.” He observes that by utilizing his new 
work, none “of the notes could be altered to a higher denomination without being detected, if a person has the Delineator, the means of 
detection thereby being so simple that a child could not be imposed on.” Additionally, he writes: “The most numerous class are spurious, 
notes that bear no resemblance to the genuine, these are killed at sight, as you have in your own hand the likeness or daguerreotype of the 
genuine, and the dress and design of the two notes may be as different as that of a lady and gentleman.” Dye does allow that his work is not 
useful in detecting Counterfeits — to do so would have undermined demand for his cash-cow, Dye’s Bank Mirror and Illustrated Counter¬ 
feit Detector— though he avers that counterfeits “are very seldom made” and “by close inspection can be readily detected." Dillistin 
observes that Dye s groundbreaking work “appears to have had a rather brief existence” but that soon thereafter “J. Tyler Hodges.. .undertook 
the publication of Hodges' New Bank Note Safe-Guard. The description of the notes and the style in which they are presented is identical 
with that of Dye’s Delineator.” Dillistin concludes “that one is lead to believe that the entire work of Hodges in 1857 was pirated from Dye’s 
work in 1855, with no credit given to the latter for the originality exhibited by him.” Dillistin records multiple editions of the Hodges work 
up until 1865, providing eloquent testimony to the efficacy of John Dye’s pioneering work. Dye went on over the succeeding two decades 
to publish many of his various counterfeit detectors, and works on kindred topics, but his silence on the Hodges work leads one to believe 
that publication rights were legally secured, especially as Hodges' work appears to have been printed from the 1855 Dye plates. Thus, the 
Dye work offered here is the first of this indispensable merchant’s vade mecum , subsequently kept in print by the Hodges family over a 
decade until rendered obsolete by United States Government legislation establishing a uniform national currency.

A most interesting monthly publication, providing detailed information on counterfeit United States paper money and coins. Each issue 
features a listing of “U. S. Fractional Currency Dangerously Counterfeited” and an “Official List of United States Coins, Historical, De¬ 
scriptive and Statistical.” A number of biographies of notorious counterfeiters are also included, sometimes accompanied by a woodcut 
portrait. Among articles purely of numismatic interest is one by T. M. W(ard) entitled “A Fact Worth Knowing. Concerning the American 
Dollar of 1804, and what became of the Dollars Coined During that Year. The Mystery Solved.” The author states that 1804 dollars “were 
paid out with the gold of the same year to the Government of Tripoli in the settlement of her claims against us arising out of our war with 
that State, in 1804.. .A memorandum of the circumstance was found among my father’s papers, W. H. Ward, Chaplain to the fleet under 
Commodore McDonough.” Newman and Bressett note that numerous versions of this story circulated at the time.

Calligraphically inscribed on front flyleaf by a student of “Eastmans College, Poughkeepsie, N. Y.” An unabashed laissez-faire capitalist, 
Harvey Gridley Eastman built his fortune, after a false start or two, by providing for “the proper (commercial) education of young men 
and women.” The above publication was published early in his career while he was still struggling, and copies are seldom encountered. The 
Eastman St. Louis and Oswego Commercial Colleges prominently mentioned in its pages both ceased to exist sometime in the year of 
publication. Moving to Poughkeepsie, New York, he preceded his arrival with a generous quantity of advertising and by the mid-i86os he 
was instructing up to 1,700 students at a time and spending $60,000 per year advertising the merits of his establishment. His personal 
motto, “This one thing I do,” was presumably based on mottoes quoted in the book. A rare publication of considerable historical merit and 
of special interest to collectors of business college currency (vide Fred Reed’s 1987 Coin World article “This one thing I do”).

At the time of publication, Eckfeldt and Du Bois were, respectively, 
Assayer and Assistant Assayer at the Philadelphia Mint. Written primarily as a cambist, the authors “aimed to do something more than to 
satisfy those who deal or take an interest in coins.” Various chapters dealt with bullion, counterfeiting, specific gravity, and machine 
engraving of coin illustrations. Though perhaps not intended as such, it became the only guide available to American coin collectors, 
retaining that position for nearly two decades. It was the first work to announce and depict pioneer gold coins and the first to illustrate an 
1804 dollar. According to Arthur H. Frazier in his 1975 Smithsonian Institution publication on Joseph Saxton, it is also one of the earliest 
works to combine daguerreotype photography, electrotyping and the medal ruling machine for illustrative purposes.’ ”

The extremely rare December 1849 supplement comprising pages 221-240 contains the 
attractive plate of California and Mormon gold coins (probably the earliest metallic embossed coin illustrations produced in this coun¬ 
try), the tipped-in Mormon plate, and the first appearance of the unusual and sought-after packet of actual gold samples. The text 
preceding the samples explains their inclusion: “The alloy of the gold ordinarily, is wholly silver, with a little iron. It is the coating of the 
oxide of iron which gives the gold its rich hue, almost resembling that of fine gold. As that is removed in melting, the metal comes out so 
much paler than before, that persons unacquainted with the matter might suspect a willful admixture of silver. The people of California 
understand this, from the comparison of bars and coins made there, with the native grains. We need not send coals to Newcastle; but on 
our side of the Union, small samples will be interesting.” The sample on the left contains native grains of gold held in place under mica, 
and the other sample is a thin sheet of processed ore. As the authors aver, the difference in hue is striking.

Gilbert’s extensive 
Jackson tokens.” An original plated Gilbert sale is one of the great rarities of the labyrinthine Elder series. The plates pressed into service 
for this special edition were the same ones present in the work on 1794 cents published by Elder that same year. Like many plated Elder 
sales, however, the text is printed on superior paper (watermarked Alexandra here), making it relatively easy to detect ‘made-up’ copies. 
Only three other examples have come to sale in the modern era: one originally appearing as lot 93 in our December 2,1984 New York sale, 
from “A Great American Library” (Western Publishing Company, i.e. Whitman), apparently subsequently sold in the March 23,1995 
Bowers and Merena sale married to another copy of the text and “Gracecized” in half leather; another, from the library of Reed Hawn, in 
our June 13,1998 sale; and the third in the June to, 2000 sale of the Bass Library. Unfortunately, the Gilbert plates were issued in quarto 
format while the catalogue is an octavo, resulting in cropped plate margins in the first two of these copies. Until now, the Bass sale copy was 
the finest known to us, with the printed legend at the base of one plate being just barely trimmed. In the example at hand, the binder took 
great care, and the printed top and bottom plate legends are fully intact; indeed there is a bit of blank margin present on the tops and 
bottoms throughout. The American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue does not record a plated copy, and we know of no survivors 
other than these four, though a few perhaps remain to be found. Elder’s September 23,1910 introductory text in the catalogue, entitled 
“Explanation of the Plates” includes a possible clue to the rarity of plated catalogues: “In the plate catalogue of the Gilbert sale will be 
shown all of the Hays numbers in Mr. Gilbert’s collection, excepting five numbers belonging to Mr. Henry C. Miller, of this city, and the 
Steigerwalt variety, kindly loaned by Mr. Howard Newcomb. Mr. Miller’s coins, as shown, are Nos. 6,8,22,29 and 46. To all three of these 
gentlemen the cataloguer is greatly indebted. As the coins were only recently photographed, the plates will come out a little late for the sale, 
but it is confidently expected that these plates will be considerably clearer than those in the Mougey catalogue; it is even expected that they 
will improve on the Hays plates.” Given the date of the sale and the date of Elder’s introduction, the catalogues could scarcely have arrived 
in bidders’ hands more than two weeks in advance of the sale, and if “a little late for the sale” became much more than that, distribution of 
illustrated catalogues would have become a pointless exercise. The prices realized list present here is the first we have seen. Measuring 13 x 
8.5 inches, it appears to be an original mimeograph printed in purple ink. A small note written in pencil concerning two of the 1794 cents 
in the sale is stapled to it. Also present is a modern photocopy of two large ruled sheets, apparently compiled by Homer Downing, 
comprising a “Record of the Gilbert Col.” From 1910 to circa 1950.

Bowers and Merena sales (@ $3,190). Priced at $7.50, Elder notes that the complete set of“some 20 photographic plates will be devoted almost 
entirely to.. .a most notable collection of the early Presidential, early political and hard times, or Jackson tokens.” Although Elder correctly 
considered these tokens and medals to be “one of the most important subjects in American numismatics which has been very much ne¬ 
glected in the past," his clientele apparently were content to continue their benign neglect; certainly they were loathe to pony up the rather 
stiff tariff. The first eight plates mostly depict J. E. Lynch’s collection of the tokens and medals of Andrew Jackson, Martin Van Buren and 
William H. Harrison, including his Log Cabin series. A few medals and tokens of Henry Clay are depicted on plates 7 and 8, and all of plate 
9 and part of plate to are devoted to them, including Clay shells and trials. Polk, Taylor and Lincoln medals are also shown on plate 10. 
Illustrations of “By far The Best Collection Ever Offered At Public Sale” of the medals and tokens of Abraham Lincoln comprise all of plates 
11 to 13 and part of plate 14. Starting on plate 14 and continuing through plate 16, rarities from A. Smith’s “Splendid Collection of Hard Times 
Tokens” are depicted. Outstanding examples from Elder’s personal collection of Harrison medals and tokens (marked “ Not for Sale” on two 
of the plates) are shown on plates 17 to 20. The penultimate plate is largely devoted to G. L. Tilden’s collection of U. S. half dimes, termed by 
Fldcr “The Finest Collection in Existence.” Also shown are Tilden’s 1796 and 1797 U. S. half dollars. The final plate, not numbered, is devoted 
to E. Smith s collection of Harrison badges.

Often copies come with only one or two specialized sections of the plates; there are also at least three 
different varieties of the text; and even the prices realized list comes on regular and thick paper. Four of the superb plates depict Greek and 
Roman coins; nine illustrate English and European coins; one depicts American colonial coins; and the remaining eight plates illustrate 
American pioneer gold coins. A well known neurologist, Lawrence wrote a number of books on the topic. His coin collection was remarkably 
varied but is best known for its outstanding collection of California and other pioneer gold coins. Elder explains the reason for this predilec¬ 
tion in his introduction: “The late Dr. George Alfred Lawrence was born at Lawrence, California, a settlement named for his ancestors, on 
June 6th, 1869. As California was the principal seat of the coinage of private gold issued between 1849 and 1855, it was natural that the Doctor 
should specialize in the American Private Gold Coinages.” Plated Lawrence catalogues have long been desirable and are seldom obtainable.

A most remarkable series of original photographs, presumably taken by Edgar H. Adams, and displaying the same characteristics as the 
superb plates issued to accompany a number of late teen and early twenties Elder auction sale catalogues. Whether these plates were 
originally prepared for inclusion with Elder auction catalogues, whether they record a major private acquisition by Elder, or whether they 
were prepared for another use remains unknown at present. Thanks are due to Bob Schuman for reviewing these photographs. Dr. 
Schuman did observe that some of the illustrations present here are identical to halftones found in the relevant sections of the 1940 and 
1941 editions of Wayte Raymond’s Standard Catalogue of United States Coins. All are contained in a file folder inscribed in ink by John J. 
Ford, Jr.: “Thomas L. Elder Photographic Plates.” It also included, and they are also present here, three additional modern 10 x 8 inch 
prints, perhaps copies of original Elder photographs, or possibly later productions, all depicting rare Benjamin Franklin medals and 
tokens.

A scarce work, often overlooked in numismatic circles. In his preface Elmer states: “The chapter giving a history of the money of account 
and of circulation, in this and the adjoining colonies, from their beginnings to a recent date, it is believed embraces facts not to be found 
in any of our histories, which were fast passing into oblivion, but which are too curious and instructive to be entirely lost.” Its fascinating 
comments on the circulating money of the late eighteenth and early nineteenth century would surely have interested Schilke and Solomon 
but the work is not cited in America’s Foreign Coins.

Based on two lectures before the Massachusetts Historical Society, this enduring history of 
Massachusetts coins and currency is one of the first major works, and certainly the most important early effort, to comprehensively cover 
an American numismatic topic. Present in this copy are the scarce index and three attractive lithographic plates found only in a small 
number of examples. An unusually well-preserved example of the best version of this classic, the finest we recall ever having encountered. 
The recipient, Lemuel Shattuck (1793-1859), was a well known statistician, genealogist, and merchant. About 1836, Shattuck moved to 
Boston where he became a publisher and bookseller. At the age of forty-six (around the time the work at hand was published), he retired 
to devote the remainder of his life to public service. Joseph Barlow Felt (1789-1869), was a noted historian and early in life studied for the 
ministry, serving in that capacity in the 1820s. On September 18,1816, Felt married Abigail Adams Shaw, a niece of Mrs. John Adams. Being 
contemporaries and sharing a deep interest in history, both Shattuck and Felt were fellow members of the New-England Historic Genea¬ 
logical Society by the time of publication, and otherwise doubtless traveled in the same circles.

Firestone’s carefully compiled List includes columns for No. and Shape, Description, and Remarks. It was presumably written some time 
after the 1924 Nygren sale but before Ed. Lee’s 1932 work, as the former is cited but the latter is not mentioned. Over fifty pieces are 
described from experience in the text, along with eleven pieces in a “Reported List.” Several additional pieces are recorded in pencil, 
apparently by F. C. C. Boyd, and one in ink in a different hand, possibly Firestone’s. The “Remarks” column comprises the source of the 
piece described. “Author's Collection” refers to Firestone’s holdings; other provenances include auction appearances, current collections, 
etc., including “Private Collection,” Stickney, Parmelee, Elliot Smith Coll., Fonrobert, “In the trade,” Nygren, Amer. Num. Soc. Collection, 
Gregory, and Gehring. A number of the “Reported” listings cite “Heaton in Numis. 1907,” though also mentioned are December 1922 & 
February 1923 Elder sales, Gehring, Stickney, and the Nygren sale Kroll Hoard, the last deemed “Not contemporaneous.” Samuel W. 
Comstock’s inventory includes 389 pieces, 75 dollars, 165 halves, and 149 quarters. His interesting letter reads in part: “I am pleased to send 
you a check list of the small gold pieces as compiled by me this year. Of course there are others.. .You may have the inclosed list as I have 
a copy of it.” Other items present here include: five typewritten pages comprising “Small ‘Cal’ Gold—Types” apparently compiled by 
Walter Breen and annotated by him in pencil; an original, carefully compiled, four page manuscript in ink listing various addresses circa 
1852-1875 for issuers M. Deriberpe, Eugene Deviercy, Alexandre Dubois, Frontier & Deviercy, Gaime, Guillemot & Co., C. J. Guillemot, 
Antoine L. Nouzillet, and Rouithier; and ten 8.5 x 5.5 inch sheets of handwritten notes, apparently by F. C. C. Boyd, recording issuers and 
other relevant data.

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This edition not in the Fuld Library sales, nor, to our knowledge, offered since. One of the earliest works of the genre. Many of Foote’s 
innovations were widely imitated in later publications. By 1851, it had grown to nearly double the size of the 1849 first edition. At least four 
editions, comprising several thousand copies if the title declarations are to be believed, suggest that Foote’s work, if not common, would 
be available on the market with some frequency. This is not the case. A few fourth editions have appeared in recent years but all editions 
appear to be quite rare, this issue being particularly so. The design elements of the facsimile bank note, finely printed by J. Clark of New 
York, are keyed to the author’s seven rules and “contain standard specimens of all the different styles of engraving of the notes of all the 
Banks in the United States.” The actual patterns or dies used to print the note “were sold at auction some years since, and duplicate dies 
have been made from them and scattered over the country,.. .and some of them have got into counterfeiters’ hands.. .Therefore no pattern 
like any of these will ever be seen in a genuine note.. .The plate therefore serves two purposes—1st, illustrating genuine and perfect work; 
2d, to guard against genuine auction dies used in counterfeits.” 


John J. Ford, Jr.’s First Numismatic Work?

The original manuscript/typescript present here, entitled Price Catalogue of United States Pattern Coins, is the basis for a 1940 work which 
was written by an unknown 16 year old kid employed part-time by an upstart coin outfit that had conducted its first coin auction but five 
years earlier. Sure, the kid was no tyro; already he had virtually memorized the 200 page Adams-Woodin book on patterns. And the coin 
firm was making its mark. But who could have guessed then what the ensuing six decades would bring: one of the greatest collector/ 
scholar/ dealers of our time, and a firm still at the forefront of commercial American numismatics, both still closely associated. Apparently 
begun in 1939, the first three pages of the price catalogue are written in pencil in Ford’s hand, including his niffy rendition of the firm’s 
logo; the succeeding 29 pages are in original typescript, featuring numerous pencil and ink additions, mostly prices. All are on 8.5 x 11 inch 
sheets, holed for a three-ring binder. Arranged in columns, the catalogue provides Adams-Woodin numbers and Adams-Woodin rarity 
ratings, followed by several columns providing highest and lowest auction prices for two different time frames, along with Dealers Retail 
Price “taken from actual retail prices.” Also included are seven fixed price lists featuring patterns, as follows: 1) Edgar H. Adams’ No. 1, 
December, 1913 Catalogue With Fixed Prices. ..; 2) Edgar H. Adams’ undated United States Pattern, Trial and Experimental Pieces For Sale...;

John J. Ford, Jr.’s own set of his early numismatic publications, featuring the five separately-issued auction sales cited by < iengerke and a 
fixed price only list. Virtually never encountered, and undoubtedly unique in this condition. Never one to hide his light under a bushel 
basket, Ford prefaces his first two price list/auctions: “My prices are the lowest in the U. S. They cannot be beaten anywhere. All coins are 
as classified, many are better.” In truth, there is little beyond bravado and his proclivity towards conservative grading in these early lists to 
presage the remarkable impact that John J. Ford, Jr. would have on American numismatics following his service in World War II and a brief 
interregnum. Salesmanship clearly trumps scholarship, though it must be remembered that the cataloguer was still in his teens. It is 
interesting to note that his chance meeting with Homer K. Downing the previous year bore early fruit; the May 19,1942 sale features fifty 
lots of “H.K.D. Large Cents.” The two 1950 lists mark Ford’s re-entry into commercial numismatics. The quality of the material is improv¬ 
ing and his interests are more cosmopolitan. The fixed price list offers several pioneer gold trial pieces, struck on copper, pewter, and brass 
planchets, and a wide variety of other items. He expresses interest in acquiring rare 1800-1860 large cent size store cards. Hard Times 
tokens, rare and fine colonials, auction catalogs before 1935, nice condition or beautifully bound books on U. S. coins, counterstamped or 
foreign coins counterstamped for the U. S., patterns and odd items. Though a rather ordinary specimen, his first real rarity is offered in the 
final mail bid sale, a 1794 silver dollar with a reserve of $125.00 and a stated value of $375.00.

A wonderful collection of early, remarkably chatty and optimistic letters, recounting Ford’s early efforts to become a coin dealer. Saluta¬ 
tions begin as “Dear Mr. Raymond,” while “Dear W.R.’-” becomes the norm as the months progress. In the first letter, Ford discusses 
particulars of a proposed partnership between Dick Kenney and himself, a few days after both had visited Raymond in Montauk. Loca¬ 
tions for a 300 to 350 square foot office in midtown are discussed, and Ford notes that he and Kenney “need limited capital to get the ball 
rolling, but hesitate being 'Front Boys’ for ex factors or other undesirable characters.” Ford thanks Raymond for offering “material to sell,” 
and talks about articles both he and Kenney are writing, possibly for inclusion in The Coin Collector’s Journal. He has “given the Standard 
Catalogue a lot of thought.. .Your biggest and only real competitor, is the Whitman thing which is the bible for the beginner.. .Of course, 
many parts of it are a hodge podge... If I were in the saddle re the Standard Catalogue, I would break it down into two volumes... All of this 
may be presumptuous on my part, but I do like to be frank.” On September 2, Ford writes: “I have heard from Uncle Sam.. .that I have a 50- 
50 chance of being called to active duty...Of course, if the war situation gets worse, I’ll go in anyhow...I’m afraid that I cannot enter 
business until this blows over... ” In a postscript, he observes: “Walter Breen, the brilliant scholar, has just been discharged from the Vet’s 
hospital at Framingham, Mass., and writes me concerning a possible numismatic job. He knows more than the entire mob at the A.N.S. 
put together, and should get in there...” In a September 20 letter, Ford writes about bids that Raymond has given him for a September 22 
Stack’s sale, noting that “I’ll make sure that the Proof market is upheld.” Ford’s invoice to Raymond is also present here, totaling $48.00, or 
“54-7% of catalog.” Noting that they need to specifically discuss the Standard Catalogue, Ford writes that “You are so damn interesting to 
talk to that I find myself wandering all around the numismatic field.” In his October 2,1950 letter, Ford covers many interesting topics, 
including half cent proofs, and the availability of copies of the Browning text for his proposed re-issue. He appreciates "the opportunity to 
purchase your hoards of Hard Times Tokens” and thanks Raymond for sending payment for the Stack’s sale lots, noting that “your 10% 
commission was very fair.” Concerning articles that Ford was writing for The Coin Collector’s Journal, he asks Raymond to remember that 
“my small articles will appear under “NUMISMATICA AMERICANA.” In closing, Ford assures Raymond that he is “keeping after Breen 
and want to show you the balance of his notes next time I see you.” In Ford’s October 10 letter he writes: “I know that I sound eager on the 
Browning reprint deal, but my reasons are many. To begin with, it would be a definite contribution to numismatics, and secondly, I can use 
the money at this time. I can also use whatever publicity I can drum up in distributing the books as a boost towards my contemplated 
entrance into the coin business. My present asinine situation continues due to the ever present stupidity of the administration and its 
Defense establishment. My only hope is that Harry does something definite after election...I’m praying that I can compete against the 
wizards of 46th Street...” Discussing Jim Kelly’s purchase of “the 1873 CC, without arrows, Dime from Brother Abe,” Ford notes that “Kelly 
declares the coin that you sold for Granberg, to be unique. He further states that this dime was first known in 1909 when poor old Capt. 
Haseltine was bled white by Willie Woodin on the 1877 Fifty Dollar Pattern deal. This is interesting, as A. G. Heaton disclosed the existence 
of the coin in 1893. Ford’s October 11 letter again covers a wide range of interesting topics, only a few of which are touched upon here: 
“Today I took the final plunge with the Browning book. I ordered too sets of prints including the rare eighth plate.. .1 have also compiled 
Haseltine-Browning comparisons and notes relative to the early quarters which I believe should be published in leaflet form and inserted 
in the book...Breen has sent me another twenty pages of notes and he claims to have found more errors in your list. While I have my 
doubts, I feel that Breen’s material must be gone over carefully as he has already unearthed enough dope to brand either Adams or Woodin 
a liar so far as rarity ratings go.” The next three letters concern Ford’s heavy participation in preparing a new edition of the Standard 
Catalogue, and the last two letters involve several matters, including numismatic literature. Of the 1884 Levick, 1898 Low, and Wilson sale 
catalogues featuring tokens, he observes that they “are worth their weight in gold.” Ford’s canceled $84.80 check is signed by Wayte 
Raymond and the reconciliation slip records it and two other payments, as well as funds received from Lathrop, Hughes, and Werner. In 
sum, these letters confirm Ford’s intense interest in and comprehensive knowledge of Numismatica Americana while still in his 20s, before 
his full-fledged entry into the coin business.

Carr was Chairman of the “P. N. G. Panel for the GARLAND-RYAN MATTER.” In his first letter, Carr writes: “Our panel would like three 
(3) sets of photographs of the three U. S. Assay Office $20 pieces (two in gold and one in silver) that you mentioned in the hearing at 
Chicago.. .Also please send three (3) sets of photographs of the Schultz & Co. and Confederate half dollar electro specimens that Paul 
Franklin made for you.” In his December 12th reply, Ford writes that he “had planned to use these three photographs in my final presen¬ 
tation to your Committee” but that, in the meantime, he is “sending a complete set of eighteen enlargements...” He notes that “I do not 
know when I will be able to give you my final report but when I do, I would like to furnish at the commencement of the meeting a copy of 
the report with photographs to you and the other two members of the panel, so that you can readily follow my presentation as I give it. I 
have not had photographed the Schultz & Company overstruck sandwich electro or the 1861 CSA half dollar sandwich electro. These 
pieces, in my opinion, have nothing to do with the investigation in which we are involved. However, I wish to cooperate with you in every 
way, and since I do not have any photographs, I am sending you the two pieces herewith... ” Detailed descriptions of both pieces follow, 
including details of their fabrication in 1956 and 1957 by a New York jeweler upon request of Paul Franklin. Carr’s February 17,1967 letter 
writes that “I appreciate your invitation to visit your home while I am in New York this coming April to view the complete photographic 
records of all the USAOG material unearthed through the efforts of Paul Franklin.. .it would be quite easy for Lester Merkin and myself to 
set up a day devoted to familiarizing ourselves with the material you have at hand. I do not know at this moment if Herb Bergen will be in 
New York...” 


The Numismatic Cause Celebre of the 1960s

The author’s copy, with Ford’s typed name label affixed to the upper cover, also including 
a few ink corrections/additions in his hand. Long ago, in a conversation with the cata¬ 
loguer, John Ford stated that twelve examples were originally compiled, and he named 
eleven recipients, as follows: Ford, Henry Clifford, Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, Harvey Stack, 
Art Kagin, Ted Craige, Charles Wormser, the Library of Congress, Ronnie Carr, Lester 
Merkin, and Herbert Bergen. The story begins in the late 1950s, when a hoard of 1853 
United States Assay Office of Gold $20 pieces was brought to light by Paul Franklin in 
Arizona. Many of these coins were subsequently marketed by New Netherlands Coin 
Company. One of the coins, a “proof” $20.00, later was purchased from Tom Ryan by Paul Garland who became convinced that it was not 
genuine and was not a proof. Garland brought the matter before the Professional Numismatists Guild arbitration committee at the 1966 
American Numismatic Association Convention, asserting that the USAOG hoard coins were modern counterfeits. In August 1967, the 
PNG arbitration committee again met at the A. N. A. Convention and it was here that John Ford presented this well known “Answer.” Even 
those who may disagree with its conclusions must admit that it is a numismatic tour de force, comprehensively written with great skill and 
brilliant insight. Arbitration panel members Carr, Merkin, and Bergen reached a decision early the following year, concluding, as diplo¬ 
matically expressed in Professional Numismatists Guild President Leo Young’s “final report,” that “the panel had no concrete evidence that 
the coin was genuine and on the other hand, they had no concrete evidence that the coin was false.. .The panel, of course, was unanimous 
that the Garland/Ryan coin is not a Proof coin.” This famous controversy has since metastasized into the field of western American assay 
bars, and Ford’s 1967 PNG testimony provides indispensable background to those interested in the original personalities and issues in¬ 
volved.

Numismatist, observing that “The entire numismatic community...were shocked and concerned when we heard the news of your serious 
heart attack...” in San Diego and that he had intended to discuss the article at the A. N. A. convention; a photocopy of an October 25,1983 letter 
from Q. David Bowers to Harris inquiring “Do you have a publication date?”; a November 16,1983 letter from Bowers to Ford noting that “this 
matter seems to be settled,” with a photocopy of a November 8,1983 letter to Bowers from Ed Rochette, where he expresses his opinion that 
“there is little concern to worry about a potential lawsuit, in view of the fact that no names are mentioned whatsoever.”; a November 16,1983 
letter from Harris to Ford noting that “we have scheduled the publication of your article...”; a photocopy of Ford’s November 23 reply, 
expressing pleasure that the article is scheduled for publication but wanting “to insure that it gets on paper without getting fouled-up in any 
way.. .

Under 
the Ford listings, Gengerke notes that “Ford was also the primary cataloger of the early Clarence Edgar sales.” Indeed, the last five Edgar sales 
present here are virtually identical in format and style to the first four Ford sales listed in the preceding lot. Although not commented upon 
by Gengerke, it is clear that, setting aside the 1940 sale, the first four Ford sales also serve as the first four Edgar sales. Edgar comments on the 
Ford/Edgar nexus in the October 16,1942 catalogue: “This list was formerly published by Mr. J. J. Ford, Jr., however, he is now associated with 
a large N. Y. Coin firm, and has passed this highly successful list on to me.” Two interesting handwritten letters from Edgar to Ford shedding 
further light on their relationship are also present here. In the first, dated Feb. 23,1943, Edgar writes concerning the March 6,1943 sale: “Dear 
JJ, Well I have 51 bids in so far which isn’t too bad. Thirty of your lots have no bids so far and 14 of mine. Lots 142 & 145 [1909-S VDB & 1914- 
D cents], have seventeen bids on each. Most of your half dimes, H. T. Tokens & 3C silver have no bids yet...Ruby sent in a page of bids...” 
Much more on bids, dealer gossip, etc. follows, closing with: “It looks to me as if you have a racket where you are. You have been taking things 
easy since you have been in. How are the nurses?” On March 4,1944, with a March 6 continuation, Edgar writes on a number of topics, 
including bids received and the dispersal of a group of “1921, Morgan Silver Dollar [s], choice and desirable PROOF, not identical to proofs 
previous to 1916 but nevertheless a definite proof, issued on order at the mint in 1921, listed at $50.00 in the Standard Catalog, from the stock 
of the former Phila. Dealer, Henry Chapman, ex. Rare.” Offered as lot 164 in the March 17,1944 sale, Edgar notes that three have already been 
sold via a Numismatic Scrapbook ad, but laments in his March 6th addition that two are being returned.

An important and most interesting assemblage, including: an body of 1949 correspondence between John J. Ford, Jr. and James Kelly, pertain¬ 
ing to Ford’s July 21,1949 purchase for $175.00 of a 1785 Confederatio Cent from the June 1949 issue of Kelly’s Coins and Chatter, an acquisition 
which greatly spurred Ford’s interest in the series; an original typewritten sheet and a carbon copy of it (annotated in an unknown hand) on 
Confederatio Cents, signed “ JJF July 31st 1949” in type at the end, meticulously describing all of the varieties known to him at the time; a series 
of five most interesting letters from Eric P. Newman written from September 1949 to April 1950, addressed to “Dear Mr. Ford,” responding to 
Ford letters addressed to “Dear Mr. Newman” (present here in carbon copy), concerning Ford’s penetrating research into Confederatio 
coppers, of which a cursory review follows in chronological sequence: Ford-“Recently, I wrote to Mr. Wayte Raymond, Montauk, i J.Y., 
concerning the series of 1785 Inimica Tyrannis America - Americana - Confederatio cents. Mr. Raymond referred me to you as a collector 
possessing one or more varieties... I am trying to obtain the history of and the whereabouts of all the known specimens.. .This material.. .will 
be the basis for a detailed article in the ‘Numismatist’ ”/Newman-“I encourage you to investigate the Confederatio matter... ”/Ford-“Thank 
you very much for your detailed reply.. .The AMERICA-Large Circle of Stars piece that I have was purchased from Jim Kelly... To date I have 
contacted Stacks, Raymond, Prann, Kosoff, Boyd, and the ANS collection. By carefully going through several hundred Auction Sale catalogs, 
I have compiled lists of the known varieties with the number known of each... I am a collector of sorts.. .My particular interests are the coins 
that have a historical background.. .While collecting, I also deal in coins.. .Eventually, I hope to become a full time dealer.. .In my mind, there 
is room for a dealer who is a student and a cataloger, and not just a hoarder of rolls.. .One of my greatest interests is in my Numismatic 
Library”/Newman-“I would appreciate very much a breakdown of the information you have collected up to now”/Ford-“Your reasoning 
concerning the origin of the Confederatios is fairly accurate, and you may be entirely right.. .You asked for a breakdown of the information 
that I have obtained to date. Here it is...”/Newman-‘T am enclosing herewith a memorandum from the book which Virgil Brand used to 
make entries of the coins he acquired”/Ford-“Would it be at all possible to obtain, at any figure within reason, your specimen of the ‘America’ 
dies. ..I am crazy about the piece. If I have ever wanted a coin, I want this one”/Newman-“So far as making an exchange with me, I of course 
am not very much enthused”/Ford-“...the interest in the Confederatio cents has died a slow death...when I couldn’t go any further, I 
stopped.. .no one answered my plea for information published in the Numismatist, so I decided.. .to try again later on. If every collector and 
dealer were as cooperative as you, I would have the final copy in Stuart Mosher’s hands now... ”/Newman-“Your dismal letter of December 5 
is at hand...do not stop working on the Confederatios...”/Ford-“Many, many things...kept me away from my numismatic research...If I 
could find a decent lot of coins, I would be tempted to go into the business actively and then I could really spend some time on Confederatios 
and everything else”; a series of three 1949-1950 handwritten letters to Ford from F. C.C. Boyd responding to Ford’s very interesting corre¬ 
spondence, present in carbon copy, all formally addressed, concerning Confederatios; additional 1949 correspondence on the topic, includ¬ 
ing carbon copies, between Ford and Wayte Raymond, Thomas L. Gaskill, J. J. Pittman, Robert Prann, and Damon Douglas, also Ford’s copies 
of letters to Morton Stack, Stuart Mosher, Michael Kolman, Jr. and T. James Clarke, etc.; a January 7,1955 letter to John J. Ford, Jr. from Eric 
P. Newman, now on a first name basis, enclosing “a duplicate pair of prints [present here] of the Confederatio small stars which I acquired... It 
is entirely possible that this is the nicest specimen... I would very much appreciate it if you would review the pedigree... The coin is absolutely 
genuine..and a February 24,1955 letter from Newman to Ford beginning: “It will interest you to know that Mr. Mehl refunded the money 
I paid for the Confederatio...” and touching on a number of other interesting topics, with a handwritten note attached from Newman to 
Chas. [Wormser] reading: A Mr Sturges who knew your father may soon ask about the price of coins I wish to buy from him. Handle the 
matter in your unusually tactful manner, but don’t spoil my fun”; an undated typewritten sheet, heavily annotated in pencil by Walter Breen, 
entitled Confederatios, History & Provenances; and a detailed typewritten description by Breen on a large pink mailing envelope of The 
Discovery Specimen and Finest Known Confederatio With Small Stars. A note from Michael Hodder included here is the source of the title cited 
above and, in it, Hodder aptly summarizes Ford’s early, and abiding, approach to numismatics: “Striking is JJF’s voracious appetite for data 
and his untiring efforts to obtain it.”

The remarkable numismatic odyssey described in the previous lot ends in perfidy. In his November 18,1952 letter to James Kelly, Ford 
writes: “Dear Jim, In July, or early August of 1949 ,1 purchased from you a Confederatio - America cent. The coin was advertised in your 
publication as Very Fine, and cost me $175.00. Several months after purchasing the coin from you, I exchanged the piece with a fellow 
collector, and eventually it appeared in the 1952 Convention sale. It was not until a week or two prior to the sale that I discovered the piece 
to have been expertly plugged and cleverly tooled. Frankly, Jim, I had made a long and careful study of this particular coin and consider my 
overlooking its repair as one of my few numismatic errors. However, it was announced on the floor of the sale, after all mail bids had been 
cancelled, that the coin was not as cataloged. As a result of this the piece was bought in, and following the chain of purchasers, I have been 
requested to make redress for the piece. In further exploring this unsavory situation, I have obtained photostatic copies [ the originals are 
present here] of your correspondence with Mr. Kirk Adams of Holly Hill, Florida, in which you plainly state that if you had it repaired you 
could obtain a better price for it. I think the case is rather open and shut Jim, and I will forward the item to you upon receipt of your check 
for $175.00.” Addressed to “Dear Mr. Ford,” Kelly replies in his November 25,1952 letter: “In answer to your letter of November 18th relative 
to the Confederatio - America Cent, I will refund the full purchase price when the coin is returned, provided it is the same coin and is in 
the same condition as when purchased.” Ford’s 1950 letter to Horowitz describes the “1785 Confederatio cent that I sold you” and provides 
its pedigree. Kirk Adams’ original letter of October 27,1952 is most revealing and notes that “I am glad to send you the letter regarding the 
Confederatio cent. ..Iam also sending the bill received with the coin the first time.” Adams also includes the original damning April 17, 
1946 letter from Kelly, acknowledging his return of the “Fine, but holed” coin, invoiced at $125: “The Confederatio Cent would be a $1,000 
coin if it were not for the hole in it. I had considered having it repaired thinking it might bring considerably more.” Adams writes that he 
contacted B. Max Mehl at the time, who replied that the coin was not in the Newcomer holdings “at the time he sold the collection to Col. 
Green.” In 1947, Adams again considered buying the coin and sent it to Mehl without providing any details. Mehl’s most interesting reply 
features several rubbings, and Adams sent it to Ford “so you can check from his description of the coin, if any other tooling may have been 
done on it.” As if any additional proof were needed, Adams’ rubbings at the bottom of the Mehl letter clearly show that the coin was holed 
at the time.

The remainder of the issue is comprised of accounts of storms, waterspouts, and other weather- 
related phenomena written by Franklin and others, along with articles on the origin of tobacco and “The way to make money plenty in 
every man’s pocket,” both written by Franklin, “On the virtues of a billiard-table,” and other curiosa. Prefatory text at the beginning of the 
issue explains its raison d’etre: “The printer of the American Museum hopes he will be regarded as rendering an acceptable service to his 
fellow-citizens, by publishing in the present number, some of the most valuable of the essays which have appeared on the subject of paper- 
money, pour et contre. —Every man, whether an advocate or opposer of paper-emissions, must readily and without hesitation allow, that 
the subject is as interesting to this country as almost any other whatsoever. The difference in sentiment relative to paper-money, has given 
rife to a spirit of party, in several of the states. In Maryland, particularly, it lately occasioned a very disagreeable contest and altercation 
between the two branches of the legislature. A publication, therefore, which unites together the most powerful reasoning on both sides, 
and thus affords every man of candor and discernment, a full opportunity to form a just and decided opinion of the propriety or impro¬ 
priety of paper-emissions, can scarcely meet with disapprobation or censure from any but the interested and prejudiced.”

The finest example we have ever encountered. Less than a dozen complete sets of Numisma are currently known to be extant, and nearly all 
of them appear to have been assembled at a later date. Printed on paper of inferior quality, discoloration and brittleness are endemic. 
Although the set at hand has been rebound in a pleasing if somewhat pedestrian modern binding, the original book block appears to be 
intact from the time when it was first bound, and the freshness, relative suppleness, and uniformity of the contents strongly indicates that 
this set was originally bound at or shortly after the cessation of publication. The first nine volumes of Numisma were published bi-monthly 
but the final volume was issued over a five year period, which, beyond its fragile nature, helps to explain the rarity of complete sets. In 
United States Numismatic Literature, Volume I, John W. Adams wrote: “Frossard opened his own business in 1877 and initiated his own 
periodical, Numisma. This latter, undoubtedly the most lively publication of its kind, provides us with an intimate glimpse into the hobby 
as it and its personalities then existed. The editor deals out praise to his friends but doesn’t hesitate to flog offending competitors, a list 
which includes Scott, Proskey (he of the India Rubber conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and the Chapmans, among others.” Over 
a century after publication Numisma still makes for delightful and instructive reading. Also included here is a printed flyer soliciting 
subscriptions for 1883 (50$), and advertisements ($1.50 will pay for a three line advertisement during the year, and the paper).

Regarding the former, there are seventeen catalogs containing from one to nine heliotype plates and at least one hundred nineteen with 
special editions printed on thick paper...That the extensive Fuld library contained only eight plated editions and thirty-one printed on 
thick paper is eloquent testimony to the difficulty of collecting the special features in modern times. Indeed, features aside, we know of 
only one complete set of Frossard catalogs —Frossard’s own [referring to the set at hand] — that exists today.” All of the auction cata¬ 
logues present here are handpriced, except for sales 32,36, & 68B (the prices realized list for sale 36 is bound in). The great majority, though 
not all, of the catalogues designated by Adams as “SE” (i.e., Special Edition, generally indicating copies printed on thick or special paper), 
are present here and, in addition, the following catalogues not so designated by Adams clearly appear to be Thick Paper copies: Numbers 
14,52,54,59,68,93,103,128, & 137.

In the preface, Frossard notes that “It is but just to my collaborator, 
Mr. Hays, the man through whose patience and perseverance a complete set of the 1794 Cents was collected, that the varieties in this new 
classification should bear his name. For this reason, it is desired that when referring to this work the varieties should be announced and 
known as Hays. No. 1,2,3, etc.” Proskey’s most interesting annotations mainly feature his observations on the general characteristics and 
anomalies of many of the varieties listed.

“Plate 2” is a centered, vertical impression of the same four Rosa Americana coins, this time signed “Engraved & Printed by J. E. Gavit.” 
According to David Simeon Edelstein, in Joel Munsell: Printer and Antiquarian , “For his engravings, Munsell frequently resorted to the 
firm of Joseph Gavit and Company.” In O’Callaghan’s The Documentary History of the State of New-York, published in Albany, 1849-1851, 
three superbly engraved plates of early American coins and medals engraved by Gavit are included. With some adaptation, these engrav¬ 
ings, and those present here, appear to have been incorporated into the 1859 Hickcox work. Gavit, Hickcox, and Munsell (who published 
Hickcox’s numismatic works and a number of W. Elliot Woodward’s historical publications) all resided in Albany, were numismatically- 
inclined, and were involved in the affairs of the New York State Library located there. A study of this early numismatic nexus would 
certainly be a worthy endeavor.

Originally published circa i860, the only other example to come to 
market in recent years, an 1868 edition in plain paper covers, was sold in the June 9,1984 Kolbe sale @ $176; rebound in the interim, it 
brought $440 in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale. Gear’s treatise was a predecessor of Laban Heath’s ubiquitous publica¬ 
tions on the topic, from which, as Eric Newman notes. Heath “adopted many of his concepts and expressions.” The illustrations are not 
finely produced for the reason stated in the introduction: “These engravings are executed in a coarse manner, that the difference between 
the counterfeit and genuine may be more easily distinguished.” A June 23,1866 testimonial letter from C. E. Twombley, Paying Teller, U. S. 
Treasury, is reproduced on page 81, recommending it “to the public as an invaluable book for every business man.” Priced at $1.00 versus 
$1.50 for the Heath work, its major competitor, Gear downplays the main difference between the two works: “We might fill the book with 
specimens of genuine work, which would increase the cost of the same only, without being of any aid to the learner. Genuine bank notes 
are always at hand, and can be examined by all at any time.”

Inscribed in ink on the front flyleaf: “No. 4, (signed) Ebenezer Gilbert.” Ex libris Wayte Raymond. This is only the third numbered and 
signed copy that we have ever encountered of the rare first issue. Thomas Lindsay Elder was the father of more bibliographical puzzles 
than perhaps any other American numismatic publisher. Few if any of his conundrums are more Byzantine than the issuing sequence of 
the Gilbert work. While the text remains constant, the appearance of the plates varies widely. The original glass negatives are still extant, 
and Elder had prints of the plates made in small batches over the years as needed. In P. Scott Rubin’s Spring, 1992 article in The Asylum 
entitled “The Printing History of the Gilbert Half Cent Book,” the mystery of the various combinations of plates and text issued over the 
years is largely unraveled. He cites Elder’s statement in his March 19-22,1924 sale that “The last of the first fifty copies and all present sets 
of plates used up.” Since some of the “first fifty copies” were issued in card covers, perhaps as few at 25 or 30 copies were issued hardbound. 
This establishes the first edition-first issue Gilbert as one of the premiere rarities among twentieth century American numismatic books, 
a designation long obscured because of the availability of a myriad of emissions, all bearing the 1916 date. The first comprehensive refer¬ 
ence on the topic, Gilbert’s magnum opus remained the standard work for over half a century. When compared to the cult status accorded 
large cents—and the large number of books written in the twentieth century about them—it is easy to understand why Walter Breen’s 
“Ugly Ducklings” and Roger Cohen’s “Little Half Sisters” were considered apt sobriquets by their authors.

In the Fall-Winter 1980 issue of The Asylum, John Ford reminiscenced: “The other day I was working in my 
library, and I came across one of the first numismatic books I ever obtained, a copy of Gilbert’s work on half cents. 1 mention it because it’s 
rather interesting. In looking at the book, a thought went through my mind about the circumstances under which it was obtained. In 
October of 1941, I visited Thomas Elder in Pleasantville, New York. At that time, Elder must have been in his late sixties. Homer K. 
Downing and I had heard about the legendary Tom Elder, and we went up to see him together. Though he was semi-retired, he still ran ads 
in Hobbies Magazine. We went up to find out if he had any coins left. Elder, who originally published the Gilbert half cent book in 1916, still 
had a quantity of unbound copies available. He asked us, ‘Would you like one of these at three dollars?’ meaning the unbound text and the 
set of eight (sic) photographic plates. We both gave him the three dollars and we each got a set. I went to a bookbinder in the Bronx named 
Levine, who was also frequented by Homer Downing and the American Numismatic Society. I think he charged me another three dollars 
to bind the book. To give you an idea of what kind of an amateur I was, I had the title of the book put on the front cover: United States Half 
Cents / E. Gilbert, and underneath 1916. Then, at the bottom of the cover, I put ‘John J. Ford, 1941,’ which was the way a real seventeen-year- 
old would do it. If I was going to see Tom Elder today, I would certainly handle the situation differently. The first thing I would do after 
finding out that he wanted three dollars for one copy, would be to ask him what he wanted for the whole pile. The second thing I would do 
would be to get him to autograph as many copies as I could. Then, instead of having the book bound in plain library buckram with my 
name on the cover (which is rather crass), I would have them nicely bound with the title and author stamped on the spine. Obviously, 
having the title stamped on the front cover instead of the spine is not very practical if you’re looking for a book on the shelf. In the past 
thirty-nine years. I’ve gotten heavily involved with numismatic literature. The reason is very simple. I was very much interested in collect¬ 
ing coins, and subsequently began dealing in coins to pay for my collecting interests. Then I became a frill-time professional so that I could 
spend 24 hours a day on numismatics, a subject which meant everything to me! Early on, when I was approaching being a full-time dealer 
(in fact, I was practically a full-time dealer, as I was out of work and was schlepping coins to eat), I went out to Montauk to visit with Wayte 
Raymond. During one of our early conversations I asked him what was the secret of the coin business. I said, ‘Do you have to have a lot of 
money? Do you have to have a big stock of coins? Do you have to have real good customers? What’s the secret?’ Wayte Raymond replied, 
‘John, it’s very simple: You just have to know more than the man you’re doing business with.’ ”

French was not a student and made many mistakes in his attributions and Mehl evidently did not make any attempt 
to check them but just took them ‘on faith’. Anyone using the French catalogue as a ‘guide’ must do so with extreme caution ... ”

Guttag pur¬ 
chased several important American pieces and was otherwise busy throughout the entire sale. Low appears to have largely been shut out. 
Spink purchased the superb Humbert slug and, along with countrymen Baldwin, Seaby, and colleague Schulman from nearby Amsterdam, 
were dominant throughout the sale.

Of the highest importance. The son of financier Hetty Green, popularly known as the “Witch of Wall Street,” Colonel E. H. R. Green spent 
untold sums in the 1920s and 1930s on his hobbies. He vies with King Farouk as perhaps the most eccentric coin collector of the twentieth 
century. Both men shared an intense interest in shady ladies and pornography; Green reportedly displayed a stuffed and mounted (if that 
be the proper term) whale penis inside the entry of one of his residences. An excellent biographical sketch of Green is featured in Special 
Supplement III of the Bowers and Merena August 30,1999 catalogue of the Walter H. Childs collection. Arthur H. Lewis’s appropriately 
named full-length biography, The Day They Shook the Plum Tree, perhaps best tells the remarkable story of Hetty Green and her unusual 
son, who, upon Hetty’s death, spent some $3,000,000 a year on yachts, coins, stamps, jewels, orchid culture, and other less respectable 
endeavors. His numismatic holdings were amassed on a scale exceeded by few, and the truly remarkable inventory present here confirms it. 
The first sheet comprises a “Recapitulation of Coins, Medals & Tokens” with a face value of $126,409.13 for 51,018 pieces, valued at $376,799.64. 
The second sheet features a “Recapitulation Paper Money” with a face value of $839,688.92 for 62,434 pieces, valued at $858,122.18. There¬ 
after, the inventory sheets feature columns for Trunk/Book/Page/Date/M M/Denomination/Remarks/Face Value/Good/Very Good/Fine/ 
Very Fine/Ex. Fine/Unc/Proof/Total Pieces/Value. Since the items are listed by the trunk in which they were stored, the arrangement is not 
always orderly. The result is similar to Virgil Brand’s ledgers, which are arranged by date of acquisition. All the good things are there, but 
serendipity may be required to find them quickly. Green’s American holdings are comprehensive and laden with rarities, from colonials to 
pioneer and federal gold issues, half cents to silver dollars, from Hard Times tokens to patterns to encased postage stamps. The foreign 
portion is hardly less impressive: extensive foreign gold, especially rich in Mexican, Central and South American pieces, but running the 
gamut, including platinum and other Russian coins. While the face value of the paper money predominates, nearly ninety percent of the 442 
pages are devoted to listing coins, tokens, and medals. Indeed, $198,256.00 of the various “bank notes extracted from various trunks,” were 
“delivered to the Redemption Department of United States Treasury, Washington, D. C. and destroyed.” Green’s obituary in the July 1936 
issue of The Numismatist summarizes his collection well: “Although he kept his personality well in the background in numismatics, he had 
been for a number of years one of the largest and most active collectors in the United States, and when his collection is disposed of—if it is, 
publicly—even those who knew him well will probably be surprised at its size. He had several agents among the dealers who were always on 
the lookout for rarities for him, and for whom he was always a desirable customer.” In American Numismatic Biographies, Pete Smith sheds 
light on this amazing inventory: “On October 25,1936 [Colonel Green’s] collection was transferred from South Dartmouth to the First 
National Bank of Boston. The move required eight armored cars, sixteen private guards and seven state policemen. At the time the value of 
his coin collection was estimated at $5 million. ..In 1937 F. C. C. Boyd was asked to make an appraisal of the collection. The courts deter¬ 
mined that the value for tax purposes was $1,240,299. His total estate was valued at more than $40 million.”

It is a rather prosaic accumulation, practically the only interesting items being 
two “Assay Bar[s]” valued at $367.30 and $368.75. The expense sheets are perhaps more interesting, apparently recording the costs involved in 
an appraisal of the main collection. Headed £. H. R. Green Estate!Contents of Vault 1st Nat Bank Boston Mass.IRe Coins, medals and paper 
money, they total approximately $1,800. The lion’s share went to J. Barnett and J. Wade, who each received $300 “salary” payments on January 
24th and on January 30th. The remainder of the charges appear to be travel expenses incurred by Boyd over a nine month period.

A unique and most interesting original manuscript, comprising the basis of Dr. Hall’s pioneering Descriptive List , but also covering the 
earlier and later issues. The Hall manuscript presently in the Connecticut State Library may have been copied from the volume at hand or, 
more likely, vice versa. Both were clearly written around the same time and are very similar, including the layout and the contents. A 
comparison of the tabular listing comprising pages 1-45 in this volume to that of the CSL photocopy distributed in a small number of 
copies in 1984 by Robert Martin appears to confirm that portions are mainly in the same hand, which is probably that of Dr. Hall. One 
column heading in this section does differ: here it reads “No. of Specimans Ex. By Dr. Hall” but in the CSL volume it reads “Number of 
Specimens Examined.” Thereafter, the manuscript appears to be in another hand, though the arrangement is nearly identical and the page 
numbering is coordinated. Some time in the 1890s the manuscript present here apparently passed into the hands of William Wallace Hays, 
who employed it as a record of his acquisitions and, through contact with Dr. Hall, attempted to keep it up to date and also entered his own 
observations. Many pencil additions, and some in ink, are present here but not in the CSL manuscript (many annotations present there 
are likewise not included here). Thanks are due Michael Hodder for establishing via internal notes in both manuscripts that the volume at 
hand once belonged to W. W. Hays, and for providing other valuable observations utilized herein. Of the manuscripts and a Hall-Hays 
nexus, Hodder notes: “Hays’ is a copy of Hall’s, maybe in Hays’s hand, but certainly done with Hall’s in front of him, no other way it could 
have been executed. This means, of cource, that either Hall loaned it to Hays or that the two got together and spent a week or more 
transcribing. 1 prefer the latter. It conjures up visions of old time coin talk over a drink or three. Think of what we could learn from those 
two as they were working.” Hodder further observes that “Hays’ Hall is not as au courant as the CSL Hall,” citing differences in certain 
updating. The latest date noted in the volume at hand is 1896, while Hall’s updating continued after that date, including a reference to 
Low s May 1898 Nutting Collection sale not found in the Hays volume. Michael Hodder also noticed a pencil note correcting Hays on page 
46 of this manuscript signed HR, perhaps indicating that this volume (and Hays’ collection?) passed into the hands of Hillyer Ryder at the 
time of Hays’ death in 1899 or at some point thereafter. A detailed description of the volume at hand follows, succeeded by a review of 
some of the annotations unique to it. The first page is comprised of “Mr. Crosby’s Comparative Rarity Table” and “Descriptive terms used 
by Mr. Crosby.” Pages 2-45 contain fourteen red-ruled columns spanning facing pages, recording the dates (1785,1786, & 1787); obverse; 
variety; details; reverse; variety; details; cost; “No. of specimens ex. By Dr Hall”; Special Notes, Obv.; Special Notes, Rev.; details; descrip¬ 
tion, Obv.; Description, Rev. The “details” columns often feature pencil notes on condition, provenances, notable specimens, references to 
Crosby, etc. The “No. of specimens examined] By Dr Hall” ranges from one to a few dozen. Detailed descriptions of 1785 obverses occupy 
pages 46-51, and the 1786 obverses are described on pages 52-61. Pages 62-186 comprise the descriptions of 1787 obverses provided in Hall’s 
trial list, “Privately printed, for additions and corrections” in 1892. The handwritten descriptions present here are perhaps not quite as 
carefully written as are the printed descriptions, and details vary slightly. It appears that the manuscript continued to be updated as it 
contains an additional variety, obverse 55. “an old piece added 8c made 55, June/95.” 1788 obverses are detailed on pages 101-107, and pages 
108-111 are blank. 1785 and 1786 reverses are covered on pages 112-126. Descriptions of the 1787 reverses begin on page 131 and conclude on 
page 186. Again, descriptions differ slightly from those published (sometimes diagnostic points in the published text are not present here), 
and the later listings are sometimes recorded here out of order. Pages 198-202 comprise descriptions of the 1788 reverses. Subsequent pages 
are largely blank, though some contain expanded descriptions of earlier varieties and “Special Notes.” The two columns provided for 
commentary in the first section, pages 2-45, differ widely in content. Many of the CSL comments are not present here but the volume at 
hand records many acquisitions from 1890 up. The first four items on page 2, for example, contain the pencil note “D r Hall/90” with notes 
on condition and costs in code. On page 10, a note after 5-8-F states: “Mr Phelps has one, Is it the 3,” and a note after 5-10-P states: 
“Presented by D' Hall Mar 28/95” A note after 16-1-M' reads: Call Dr Hall atten to 1 fillets .”

The first plate depicts rare American silver 
coins; the second comprises illustrations of coins of the Far East; the third features large cents 1793-1832; the fourth depicts European and 
Latin American medals and two ancient coins; and the fifth illustrates three large European medals and a silver Libertas Americana medal. 
The only sale in the entire Haseltine series issued with plates, though two were prepared for the 1883 Harold R Newlin sale that subse¬ 
quently were employed in the Newlin monograph on half dimes, published later in the same year. It is regrettable that Haseltine did not 
issue plates for his famous 1881 “Type Table” sale though one can understand the economic logic of not doing so.

The obverse of this 1804 silver dollar (later to become generally 
known as the Lorin G. Parmelee-Byron Reed specimen) is illustrated at the upper right 
corner of one of the plates, secured in place with three pins as was the custom at the 
time.

A remarkable letter pertaining to “the most desirable coins ever issued at the United States 
Mint”. It establishes the date acquired and the price paid by William H. Woodin for the unique 
set of controversial United States $50 gold pattern coins (which now reside in the national 
collection. Though signed by Haseltine, the letter itself may be written in another hand. It 
reads as follows: “I, the undersigned, do hereby certify that the two United States fifty-dollar 
goldpieces, dated 1877, struck in gold, which I have this day sold to William H. Woodin, are as 
represented in every particular - that is, genuine productions of the United States Mint at 
Philadelphia, and are the only pieces of the same denomination and the same metal (gold) 
that ever have been made at the latter establishment. The titles of the coins and the above 
statement are absolutely guaranteed. In the event of any claim being made to the title of these 
coins the amount paid, viz., $20,000 (twenty thousand dollars), is to be refunded upon the 
return of the coins, (signed) John W. Haseltine, (further inscribed) Witnessed by Edgar H. 
Adams.”

A wonderful document pertaining to United States pattern coins. The resolution of this lawsuit reaffirmed the 
right of individuals to own patterns without fear of government confiscation, and it appears to have settled 
the matter for all time. In the July 1910 issue of The Numismatist , Farran Zerbe described the litigation as 
follows: “Surrender Patterns! Not until the highest court says so. For the second time within twenty-three 
years officers of the United States Government have menaced the peaceful and satisfactory possession by 
collectors of certain coin die products of the mint other than those made specifically for circulation and 
commemorative purposes. In 1887 agents of the government first raised the question and attempted to seize 
certain specimens which come under the general term patterns-, for reasons which are not now in evidence, the 
government receded from its position and, thereby, it was supposed the right of individuals to own and deal in 
such specimens without question was acknowledged and secure for all time; but not so, for in the early part of 
this year an actual seizure of pattern coins was made.” Zerbe then relates the details surrounding the confisca¬ 
tion of twenty-four patterns originally sent by Haseltine “to Mr. [James H.] Manning, containing no great 
rarities, and all dated before 1887, the entire lot being valued at less than $150.” When Manning returned the 
consignment, “as soon as the package was received and receipted for it was seized by agents of the government, who had followed the 
expressman to Captain Haseltine’s place of business.” Haseltine’s affidavit rebuts various claims made by the plaintiff in great detail, 
appends the Mint’s July 1, 1866 “Circular Letter in relation to American Medals and Cabinet Coins” issued by Henry R. Linderman, and 
also cites other official documents. An extensive listing of patterns follows, including a record of numerous pieces sold at auction over 
time. Zerbe’s article contains a good deal of interesting additional information on the seizure, and he notes that “the government seems in 
no hurry to have the matter brought to a decision and it will not now be heard before fall.” At the September 5-10,1910 American Numis¬ 
matic Association Convention, a “Resolution and Address by Edgar H. Adams” was presented, deploring “the recent action of the United 
States authorities in seizing and holding a number of pattern and experimental pieces belonging to Mr. J. W. Haseltine,” and requesting 
“the government authorities to return the seized coins to their owner and establish title to all such similar coins, dated before 1908, now 
held in possession of numismatists in all parts of the United States.” Adams’ resolution continues at length and, like Zerbe’s article, 
provides much interesting and important information on the topic. In the October-November 1910 issue of The Numismatist, Adams 
proudly proclaimed: “Status of Pattern Coins Seems Established. Government Case Dismissed. Seized Coins Returned.” After citing the 
United States Attorney’s letter discontinuing the case, Adams observes: “Captain Haseltine is to be congratulated on the successful out¬ 
come of the case...Now that the department is familiar with the history of pattern coins and that the dismissal of the case indicates no 
cause for action, we are hopeful that it will place on record that which for all time will insure the peaceful possession of all pattern coins 
issued up to 1909 inclusive.”

In it, Newman writes: “A highlight in American numismatic literature is the myriad of editions of 
Laban Heath’s counterfeit detectors. These books gained great popularity by the simple technique of complimenting the intelligence and 
ability of members of the public to recognize counterfeit paper money and by the appeal of spectacular illustrations. The series of editions 
from 1864 through 1889 carried a transition of text and a development of pictorial content by a masterful huckster and a skilled political 
maneuverer. He was the first person to promote a numismatic book into a best seller.”

The author writes in the preface: “The 
design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States of America during the periods of their 
colonial history and their existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been attempted, nor is there any 
separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting early periodicals, 
congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an extensive correspondence with gentlemen in other states. In the 
concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two exceptions, be 
considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coinage for the 
newly formed republic.. .The modern coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. 
Eckfeldt and Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for Hickcox, his 
pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manual. First issued 
in 1859 by a major publisher, it went through three editions in six years. Dickeson’s work was the first attempt to cover the entire range of 
American numismatics, a goal which he largely if imperfectly accomplished. Though smaller in size and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in 
historical detail and more elegant in style. It will always remain a landmark in American numismatic literature.

The Hodges family were 
publishers of a prominent New York bank note reporter, along with several similar publications, issued from the mid-i8sos to the mid- 
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1860s. This important work was first published in 1856 by J. Tyler Hodges under the title of Hodges’ New Bank Note Delineator, having been 
pirated from John Dye’s 1855 Bank Note Plate Delineator. While no credit is given to Dye for his major innovation, publication rights may 
well have been legally secured since the first edition appears to have been printed from the identical plates used for Dye’s 1855 work. 
Subsequent editions were enlarged and revised by brothers John Tyler and Daniel Milton Hodges and, in 1862, the work was taken over by 
Daniel’s son Edward. It remained in his hands until the final edition of 1865. All of the various editions appear to be rare, some extremely 
so. The Hodges flyer present here, the first we have ever encountered, is most interesting. Cole writes in part that it was discovered in “a 
batch of miscellaneous items” by a Baker Library associate, who “thought you would be glad to have this advertisement of Hodges Journal 
of Finance and Hodges American Bank Note Safeguard, of which we have a duplicate copy.” Pencil notes on Cole’s letter and Dillistin’s 
reply posit a likely issue date of “September 1861.”

The writer expresses concern about his brother’s health: “I think you done very wrong in starting away 
from home while in poor health and more especially at the time, when the cholera is prevailing to such an extent.. .a little over exercise at 
such times might bring on a dysentery that could not be stopped so easy.” He discusses progress in collecting debts, including $200 “given 
up for lost.” Once again, the numismatic content is fascinating: “There is one speculation which I have thought of which is sure and the 
wonder is why I have not thought of it before and that is to have you get all the i6<t pieces and the French one frank (sic) pieces and all silver 
pieces of coin that you can get for i6<t to 18 V ,C and send them out here and I can get 25C for all, almost every piece of silver that is above a 
shilling up to the American quarter passes for 25$ so you see there is no risk to run in that speculation.. .as soon as I get them, they are as 
good as 25<t in gold to me.” He notes that “Nancy’s health has not been very good for the last two or three days, but 1 think she will come 
out all right.. .There is no prevailing disease in this city.” In a September 29th addition to the main letter, he writes that “My head is so full” 
of business concerns such as “the agency of a large property, and trying to collect an old debt, and my present grocery business,” but avers 
that his “health was never better than it is now.”

The only example we have 
ever encountered. Following the title are two pages of interesting remarks, undoubtedly by 
Barra though written in the third person. The first hundred lots are comprised of English, 
British colonial, French, Spanish, and various foreign other silver coins. Lots 101-272 are Ameri¬ 
can silver coins ranging from a 1795 “Dollar, in splendid condition,” to an 1865 “Three-cent 
piece, new style, proof,” and including several specimens from the New Orleans Mint. Lot 236, 
a “pierced” 1794 half dime, features commentary conflating it with the story about Washington’s 
silver plate being used to strike the 1792 half disme. Ten lots of Roman silver and brass coins 
follow, after which lots 283-369 are devoted to foreign copper coins, arranged by locale. Ameri¬ 
can silver and copper colonial issues follow, including a variety of issues. Lot 392 features “A 
complete series of American Cents from the year of the first coinage to the present date.. .These 
will be sold in an unbroken lot.” Lots 393-507 feature individual cents and half cents, and the 
sale closes with Jackson and other tokens, and several items omitted from previous categories. 
Barra’s Something About Coins , offered earlier in this sale, includes an inventory of his coin 
collection, which, compared to the catalogue at hand, was substantially augmented in the 
intervening years. Interestingly, this historic coin auction took place at Barra’s Hall, where 
perhaps the proprietor dispensed his stock of Pure New England Rum, so glowingly described in the Bowers book previously cited.

Special Collected Hardbound Edition. A hybrid set, though certainly well cross-pollinated. The three octavo volumes are ex F. C. C. Boyd, with 
his name stamped in gilt at the base of the upper covers; the Higgy sale is ex Wayte Raymond, with his name likewise stamped in gilt. All but 
the first octavo volume is inscribed by Kosoff. Only a few of these sets, bound in groups by Kosoff at the time, were issued. Though lacking the 
panache of his later emissions, these early catalogues reveal two factors contributing to Kosoff’s success: hard work and great ambition. A 
third, his fabled interpersonal skills, is perhaps best understood in a Kosoff response often related by John Ford. It goes something like this: 
John, you don’t necessarily need to know everything about a coin, you just need to know the person to whom you are selling it. Notably present 
here are the long series of Julius Guttag sales and the Higgy sale, considered by Kosoff to be the beginning of the modern coin market. Also 
included are: 1) A long handwritten 4 page letter from Homer K. Downing to “Pvt. J. J. Ford, Jr., stationed at Fort Monmouth, in the original 
mailing envelope, postmarked February 21,1943, concerning Kosoff’s February 27,1943 sale, noting that Downing “Went down to 50 th St. today 
and checked up on all the lots we are interested in...” After discussing the merits of several large cents, Downing goes on to provide his 
appraisal of a number of numismatic books of interest to Ford, including a near complete set of the American Journal of Numismatics, and a 
number of plated catalogues. These were the days when plated copies of Elder’s Woodin and Gschwend sales were sold as a single lot, bringing 
all of $2.75 according to the prices realized list. Downing seeks Ford’s advice on a number of lots in the sale and also notes that he “Can buy a 
brand new copy of Maris Jersey Cents from H. C. H [ ines]. What is it worth. Let me know soon while he is in the mood. He also has a Gem Silver 
Proof Set of 1864.. .What should I give him for it”; and 2) an August 27,1943 postcard from Abe Kosoff to “Dear Pvt. Ford,” advising him that 
his “copies of the Higgy catalog were mailed out on August 19 111 and should have reached Rockville Centre by this time.”

The 
photograph was prepared, with printed text added at the top and bottom of its backing, to accompany the first substantial monograph 
ever written on United States large cents, Sylvester S. Crosby’s The United States Cents of 1793, appearing in the April 1869 issue of the 
American Journal of Numismatics. In the Spring, 1994 issue of The Asylum, Frank Van Zandt wrote an article, unfortunately edited substan¬ 
tially without his approval, on the discovery by your cataloguer of two varieties of Levick’s landmark plate. The first variety features “J. N. 
T- Levick,/1868” in hand-printed reproduction at the bottom right corner. The second variety, present here, features the following imprint: 
“COMPILED BY/JOSEPH N. T. LEVICK” in typeset reproduction, followed below by a deeply blindstamped impression: “ROCKWOOD 
(slightly convex)/PHOTOGRAPHER(horizontal)/839 B’WAY NY” (slightly concave). According to Van Zandt’s article, the early prints 
were sent to corresponding members, and the variety of the plate present here was subsequently distributed to resident New York mem¬ 
bers. Neiswinter notes differences between the two plates and comments upon the superiority of this second variety: “The change in the 
lighting of the second version provided a sharper contrast between the coins and the background of the board.” The photographer utilized 
by Levick, George Gardner Rockwood (1832-1911), was famous in his own right. He became interested in photography in the mid-i850S, 
and in i860 opened a photographic gallery in New York City at 839 Broadway, corner of 13th Street. A noted innovator, Rockwood was the 
first to produce carte-de-visite photographs in the United States and the first to introduce instantaneous photography, photo-sculpture, 
and photo-engraving.

While the contents are usually pristine, the bindings of this American numismatic 
leviathan are almost always found soiled and worn. This is likely the best preserved set that we have ever encountered in the publisher’s 
cloth, of perhaps the most lavish work on American numismatics ever published. The author relates in the introductory text “that Mr. 
Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it remained for 
Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the 
Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” A resident of New York City, Loubat 
inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from The New-York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or 
profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” 
Loubat was also an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was a inveterate “joiner.” 
Cleveland Amory’s i960 Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club 
of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with 
a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have 
me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat 

allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to_her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the 

Duke was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one point in the 
controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed 
through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

Lyman Haynes Low’s Bid Book. Unique. Perhaps Low’s most important sale of American coins. Low bid books are virtually never encoun¬ 
tered, and the appearance here of one of his most important sales is indeed a special occasion. It is also a “Large Paper” example, the 
bottom margins never having been trimmed (copies in the original blue card covers are routinely 25 centimeters in height). At the front of 
the volume, and repeated at the back, are several ruled leaves comprising a numbered key with pseudonyms of the 86 absentee bidders. A 
separate listing records orders for an astonishing 103 “Priced Catalogues,” including names, addresses, order date and date paid. It, de facto, 
comprises a reliable index to the most active American coin collectors of the day. Also, tipped-in is an October 12,1904 telegram to Low 
from H. G. Brown written in ink and reading: “Am well pleased with results thanks to your hard work.” Loosely laid in is a 2/6/6 typewrit¬ 
ten letter, signed in ink, on official pictorial “Lewis & Clark Centennial Exposition Souvenir Gold Dollars” stationery to Low from “Sales 
Manager” Farran Zerbe, reading in part: “In cataloguing the Brown-Dexter 1804 Dollar I believe you referred to one in the ‘Spiers’ collec¬ 
tion as one of the recognized pieces. I beg to inquire if you know if the ‘Spiers’ mentioned was a California pioneer, who presented his 
collection to the Society of California Pioneers and which is now exhibited in the San Francisco mint.. .Neither the mint officials or those 
with a knowledge of coins take the ‘1804’ in the mint exhibit seriously...”

The first separately published work on United States cents and half cents. Given its ephemeral appearance, relatively few of the too copies 
printed appear to have survived. Rendered obsolete by later research, it is remembered beyond its landmark status mostly for the colorful 
appellations given by Dr. Maris to the thirty-nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include The Coquette, 
Scarred Head, Venus Marina, Roman Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated from medical school in 1855. 
According to W. T. R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as many others have done, by the effort to complete 
a set of the U. S. Cents, and then of the national coinage.. .His first contribution to the literature of the science was his well-known work 
on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high authority.”

The classic, still standard reference work on the topic, and one of the great rarities in the literature of 
colonial American numismatics. Clearly, the impressive format of the original work was dictated by the plate, designed to allow, when 
opened, a view at a single glance of all of the die pairings known at the time. Maris seemed to enjoy employing different formats in his 
various publications but his choices appear to be appropriately linked to the requirements of each work. His 1869 and 1870 works on 1794 
cents and half cents were issued in small octavo format, making them a handy, almost pocket-size guide to the series. And, after his 
monumental Coins of New Jersey, he employed a generous quarto format in the 1886 sale catalogue of his collection, probably chosen to 
accentuate the importance of the collection, a practice initiated by Woodward and advantageously adopted by the Chapman brothers in 
their 1882 Bushnell sale catalogue. With the 1893 Devlin auction sale, catalogued by Maris, he reverted to the standard octavo format 
common to routine sales of the period.

Though 160 copies were printed, this notable work rarely appears on the 
market, perhaps because most copies appear to have initially been distributed in Masonic channels. Lyman Low claimed that “twenty 
copies perished by fire” and a postcard in the library of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts confirms that many copies were destroyed in a 
fire in Marvin’s office. The Medals of the Masonic Fraternity has never been reprinted and remains an important reference work. Marvin 
lived to be eighty and was intimately involved in numismatic research, publishing, and printing for much of that lengthy span. The work 
offered here is certainly his magnum opus. According to his biography by Elizabeth Eliot Marvin Wood, Marvin was also deeply involved 
in the posthumously published Betts work: “Although appearing as one of the editors of Betts’s American Colonial History, Illustrated by 
Contemporary Medals, he was really responsible for much of the actual subject matter.” Marvin also “published and edited the American 
Journal of Numismatics for nearly forty years.” His printing firm, originally established by his father in 1823, printed the AJN for many 
years, as well as a number of notable numismatic books of the era. He became a Mason in 1857, serving his local lodge and the Grand Lodge 
of Massachusetts in various capacities, and as local secretary from 1883 until his death.

Clain-Stefanelli 14217. Sigler 1695. Marvin’s Supplement is extremely rare in any form. The example at hand is the most complete we have 
ever encountered. The four others we have handled over the years ended at page 252, and two were missing some of the intervening text. 
The Supplement was lacking from both the Champa and Bass library sales, and the example in the American Numismatic Society Library 
ends at page 254. The original copy sold in Katen’s August 15,1974 George Fuld library sale, lot 508, ended at page 252 but lacked pages 37- 
38 & 43-44 [not noted in the catalogue]. The following lot in the Fuld sale was a facsimile featuring 257 pages, “xerox’d and slightly 
reduced,” perhaps derived from the example at hand. An interesting and lengthy typewritten account of this work, on a sheet of printed 
John J. Ford, Jr. stationery, is also present here, reading: “This supplement (to the author’s ‘The Medals of the Masonic Fraternity,’ 1880) is 
a reprint of material that appeared in the American Journal of Numismatics, Vols. 42-44 (1908-1910). It is obvious that the Supplement was 
reset, and that various corrections or changes were made. The copy in the library of the A. N. S. has a typewritten index, and is 'various 
paged (A.N.S. Library Index card, 'Masonic,’ pg. 3196, A.N.S. Library Dictionary Catalogue, Vol. 4). This supplement ends on page 257. 
The page ends with the fifth line of the description of the obverse of medal MCCLXXVII. The full description of this medal is on pg. 78, 
Vol. XLI (1906-07) of the A. J. N. The full description consists of 19 lines and an extensive footnote. Medal MCCLXXVIII (given in error as 
MDCCLXXVIII) is listed on pg. 139, Vol. XLI V (1910) of the A. J. N. The description consists of 13 lines. It is apparent that this (copy of the) 
Supplement lacks the final page of composition, which, due to the arrangement of the last signature, may not have been printed. If 
printed, it would have consisted of 27 plus lines. One plate is included with this Supplement. It illustrates medals MCCLXVIII and MCCLXIX.” 
It seems certain that, due to the arrangement of the last signature, the final page was not printed (and probably was never composed) since 
the other relevant pages on the side of the signature in question ARE printed.

Rarely offered. The famous photograph entitled Mason’s Photographic Gallery of the Coin Collectors of the United States No. 1, issued to 
accompany the March, 1869 issue, is a remarkably sharp, well-exposed specimen. One of only a handful to survive without an often 
unsightly vertical mailing fold-mark, it is among the finest we have ever seen. Bound in at the front of this set is the 4 page Mason’s Priced 
Com Catalogue for 1867. Mason’s Magazine provides a rare glimpse of coin collecting in nineteenth century America. In the early issues, 
Mason’s essay on The Coin Trade and his Reminiscences of A Coin Collector series are important sources of information on American coin 
collecting and collectors in the 1850s and 1860s. Mason also provides much interesting background on Joseph Mickley and the sale of his 
collection in 1867. Beginning with the second volume, Dr. Montroville Wilson Dickeson initiated an illustrated series on “the aboriginal 
coins of this country,” under the general title “Antiquarian Researches in North America,” and Mason’s series on the “History of the Pattern 
and Experimental Coins of the United States. With Their Fictitious Value,” also began about this time. The final volume features a colorful 
recounting of the French numismatist Jean Foy-Vaillant’s 1674 adventure with pirates, causing him to swallow twenty gold coins, weighing 
four to five ounces, later recovering them “at the rate nature herself permitted.” Reports of important coin auctions are also regularly 
included, and a number of other long-running series of articles are featured.

The author was “Professor of Natural Philosophy in the College of New Jersey, Princeton; and Late Melter and Refiner at the United States 
Mint, Philadelphia.” McCulloh’s memorial states “That he has discovered a new, quick and economical method of separating silver and 
other impurities from gold,” for which he has applied for patents. And “That, by this new method, parcels of gold bullion worth from one 
to two millions of dollars each can be as quickly refined as parcels worth but one or two hundred thousand dollars now are.” Also that the 
refining capacity of “about $100,000 per month...was extended to $1,500,000 by this apparatus.” He proposes, “for a valuable 
consideration.. .to grant, for such consideration, the right to use his aforesaid discovery in the mint of the United states and its branches.” 
Taxay’s The U. S. Mint and Coinage features a recap of subsequent events: “McCulloh was succeeded as melter and refiner by Professor 
James C. Booth, the most renowned chemist of his day.. .After leaving the Mint, McCulloh invented a method of parting gold by the use 
of zinc instead of silver. Booth then announced an invention of his own, which he threatened to run in competition with the zinc process 
unless McCulloh agreed to a merger.. .Booth tried out both methods early in 1851, and on February 6, wrote to Director Patterson.. .In 
conclusion, therefore, I would recommend the adoption of Mr. McCulloh’s process at the U. S. Mint.. .Unfortunately, Patterson was much 
too ill-disposed toward McCulloh to consider the merits of his invention. McCulloh pressed for news, and Booth hemmed and hawed, 
finally admitting that his own process had failed. This was all McCulloh had to hear. Realizing he had been duped, he forced Booth to 
relinquish his partnership in the zinc process.” This sad series of events, combined with abuses witnessed by McCulloh during his mint 
service, led to the controversies described in the following lot.

The first example we have ever encountered. Booth succeeded McCulloh as Melter and Refiner at the Philadelphia Mint, and, on August 1, 
1851, McCulloh wrote a letter to President Fillmore preferring several charges of misconduct against both Booth and Chief Coiner Franklin 
Peak. Malfeasance on the part of both Mint Officers, along with the testing at the Mint of McCulloh’s new process for refining gold (vide 
preceding lot) are recounted in the present tract. This fascinating affair is covered in considerable detail in Taxay’s The U. S. Mint and 
Coinage, pages 181 et seq. The pamphlet at hand, apparently unavailable to Taxay, provides a great deal of valuable information on the 
controversy which, though McCulloh appears to have been in the right, was never properly resolved. Taxay writes that “McCulloh was one 
of the most ingenious men ever employed by the Mint, and in 1849 he greatly increased the output of the refinery by introducing the use 
of steam to heat the stone and porcelain vessels. His improvements, however, were at first ignored, then suppressed. Today they have been 
completely forgotten. McCulloh fought a losing battle, first from within the Mint, then outside it.” Abraham Maus Schermerhorn, to 
whom this volume is inscribed, represented New York as a Whig in the House of Representatives from 1849 to 1853.

Following James Booth’s 1851 tests on both his own and McCulloh’s refining methods, Taxay notes that “Booth now enjoyed his revenge. 
He tried the process without McCulloh’s supervision, and reported that a large quantity of gold had been volatized and escaped up the 
chimney.” McCulloh protested to President Fillmore and Mint Director Eckert was instructed, writes Taxay, “to give McCulloh’s process a 
fair trial.. .Everyone who witnesses McCulloh’s trial pronounced it a complete success.. .On August 3,1852 McCulloh submitted a lengthy 
record of the trial (and his tribulations!), together with all the testimonials, to Secretary Corwin” [i.e., the report at hand].

An underrated source of information, Mehl's Numismatic Monthly is especially rich with biographical sketches of turn of the century 
American numismatists, often accompanied by individual or group photographs. Also featured are short monographs on many unusual 
numismatic topics, including a wealth of data on Canadian numismatics. Of Mehl and his Monthly, John Adams wrote: “The career of B. 
Max Mehl was an impossibility. He had at least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile hobby; 2) he was 
located in Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) Lilliputian in stature and 
colorless in terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obviously, Mehl did not realize 
that he was licked before he started. He just knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. From there, he took it one step 
at a time.. .in the formative years, what probably made the difference was Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly. Launched in January of 1908, the 
early volumes of the Monthly are easily the equal of The Numismatist, boasting original articles by such gifted writers as R. W. McLachlan, 
Edgar Adams, Howland Wood, George Blake, Dr. Eugene Courteau, J. W. Haseltine and Frank Stewart.” Mehl's numbering of issues 
becomes a bit erratic towards the end of publication, and the final issue is incorrectly assigned WHOLE NUMBER 117. Though he periodi¬ 
cally combined two monthly issues in one, he assiduously assigned two issue numbers, and it is not until the ninth volume that problems 
occur. Inexplicably, the first three issues of this volume are assigned WHOLE NUMBER 97, and the fourth and fifth issues are both given 
WHOLE NUMBER 98. Thereafter, the numbering continues, as before, in proper sequence, though, apparently, the errors in volume nine 
were never discovered, or at least acknowledged. Mehl often changed the sub-title of his publication in the early years, often to rather 
interesting effect, as follows: No. 1-“A Numismatic Journal for the General Collector and More Especially for the Beginner and Young 
Collector”; Nos. 2 to 8- “A Numismatic Journal for the General Collector, and especially for the beginner and young Collector”; No. 9-“A 
High Class Monthly Journal”; No. io-"A High-Class Illustrated Monthly Journal, Published in the Interest of the Science of Numismatics”; 
No. n-"A Numismatic Journal for the General Collector, and especially for the beginner and young Collector”; No. 12-“A High-Class 
Monthly Journal, Profusely Illustrated. Published in the Interest of the General Collector and Student of the Science of Numismatics"; No. 
13 ~"A High-Class Illustrated Monthly Journal. Published in the Interest of the General Collector and Student of the Science of Numismat¬ 
ics”; No. i4-“A High-Class Illustrated Monthly Journal. Published in the Interest of the Science of Numismatics”; No. iy“A High-Class

The Deluxe Leatherbound Edition, waldo newcomer stamped in gilt at the base of the upper cover. Inscribed in black ink on the front 
flyleaf: “To Mr. Waldo Newcomer, With compliments of B. Max Mehl, May-9-1930.” With this well-produced work Mehl raised the 
importance of the fixed price catalogue to a new level, though not without considerable controversy. George H. Clapp, among others, was 
critical, writing “Have never seen a catalog with more false and/or misleading statements.” It should be noted that Clapp and Mehl were 
hardly friends. Legend has it that Clapp once told Mehl that he was mendacious, and, apparently unaware of the word’s meaning, Mehl 
thanked him. Nonetheless, the French catalogue, though overloaded with the usual Mehl hyperbole and malapropisms, is still important 
to large cent collectors. At the time, sales from the catalogue were less than a commercial triumph, though it featured wonderful large 
cents. Many of the coins appeared years later in various Mehl sales and others changed hands for considerably less than the original asking 
prices. Doubtless, the beginning of the Depression was not a good time to sell coins. On balance, however, with this attractive production 
Mehl raised the importance of the fixed price catalogue to a new level and helped to further broaden interest in this staple of American 
numismatics.

An Attempt made to Float Part of the 
Debt in the North—Powder Was Bought Here and Bonds Were Printed by a New York Firm. Revealed by 
Private Records.”

Present here are original fair copies of approximately seventy letters, accompanied by lists of treasury note issues, bond and stock purchas¬ 
ers, receipts, etc. Neatly handwritten in black ink throughout, in several hands, including that of Henry D. Capers, who served as Memminger’s 
personal secretary and who also wrote a lengthy biography of him. Acquired 5/20/65 @ $160. A unique, remarkable volume, of great 
numismatic and historical import, comprising an original record of Memminger’s earliest official correspondence upon his appointment 
in late February 1861 as Secretary of the Treasury of the Confederate States of America. It begins, in fact, but nine days after his nomination 
to the post. A paper label on the upper cover is marked “Private” in ink, indicating that the volume at hand belonged personally to 
Memminger. This is confirmed by the July 6,1890 newspaper article present here, which begins: “During a recent trip of Mr. George H. 
Kendal [Kendall?], the treasurer of the New York Bank Note Company, to a Southern city, on the top of a building that had not been used 
since the war, in a heap of rubbish, he saw the dog-eared corner of a stiff paper covered book. Curiosity led him to pick up the book. Upon 
examination it proved to be the private letter copy book of ‘C. G. Memminger, Secretary of the Treasury of the Confederate States of 
America.’ The back of the book was blistered by exposure to heat and water and the label marked ‘Private’ was partially torn off. The 
appearance of the book gave but little indication of its valuable contents and the light they would throw upon the early financiering of the 
late Confederacy.” From the Southern point of view, Capers summarizes the nature of much of the material present here on pages 316 and 
317 of his 1893 biography: “As soon as the act providing for the [fifteen millions of dollars] loan had become a law, Mr. Memminger began 
the work of preparing the representatives of our Confederate credit. So exclusively agricultural had been and were the pursuits of the 
people of the South, and so long accustomed to depend upon the Northern manufacturers, and upon the resources of European nations, 
that at the very outset of his labors the Confederate Secretary found serious difficulty in providing the coupon bonds, certificates and 
treasury notes which were to represent the financial resources of his government. In none of the Southern cities could engravers on steel 
or stone be found. Under these circumstances resort was had to the facilities offered through the active co-operation of Mr. G. B. Lamar, 
president of the Bank of the Republic, in New York City. Acting as our agent, Mr. Lamar entered into a contract with the American Bank- 
Note Company for engraving and printing the bonds and treasury notes authorized by act of Congress. The work was handsomely 
executed on the best of bank-note and bond paper, but, with all the precaution taken by Mr. Lamar, the entire issue fell into the hands of 
the vigilant servants of the Federal government and was seized as being contraband of war.” The first letter recorded here, dated March 1st, 
is addressed to Lamar. In it, Memminger requests Lamar’s help in “raising 15 millions of dollars,” and encloses a copy of an act of the 
Confederate Congress, that “provides an undoubted security even for the apprehensive. For in either event of Reconstruction, or War the 
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debt is safe. No person would advocate reconstruction but upon the Basis of paying the debts of both parties, and the other alternative is 
secured by the duty on cotton — for whether we have War or Peace the cotton crop will go to market.” Gazaway Bugg Lamar was a ship¬ 
owner, banker, cotton merchant, and influential Confederate agent, and Memminger wrote several letters to him included here. The next 
few letters pursue the same topic. In a March 5th letter to Samuel Smith of New Orleans, Memminger writes at length concerning “the 
printing of the bonds. The plate should be printed on Bank note paper, so as to resemble Bank Notes. I have observed that the appearance 
of a Bond helps its rate. I send you a few specimens as models.. .two bids of engravers are on their way to me... 1 desire you immediately to 
make a contract for the printing of Coupon Bonds, of various denominations from $1,000 to $50...” A postscript notes that the two bids 
had arrived and were enclosed. Copies of both follow. The first, from S. Schmidt, the manager of the American Bank Note Co. at New 
Orleans, goes into detail concerning prices and various options “for engraving Bond Plates on steel,” and expresses “great pleasure in 
giving you the desired information and remark that I would be very happy to have one more opportunity to prove that I am fully prepared 
to execute in the most perfect style any order entrusted to me.” The second, briefer, letter is from New Orleans engraver John Douglas, 
followed by a letter from Richard Jones recommending “Mr. Douglas, who is a southern institution and has a high reputation for ability 
and faithfulness and executes nearly all the orders for Engraving for the City of New Orleans.” A March 8th letter from Memminger, sent 
to Lamar before his response to the first letter had been received, notes that “Time presses and there is another matter which requires such 
immediate attention that I venture to trespass upon you again. Our Congress will probably issue Treasury Notes and I wish to advance the 
arrangements for their issue by having the plates and paper prepared. The American Bank Note Company are printing for the Federal 
Government & have offered to print for us. We will probably issue One Million from Fifty Dollars upwards. The object of this letter is to 
get you to make all requisite arrangements for printing immediately... I would particularly request your attention to the possibility of the 
book or matter being interfered with by your inquisitorial Police.” In a March 14th letter to Lamar, requesting that plates for certificates of 
stock, and impressions thereof, be immediately prepared, he includes the text for the front and back “Form of the Stock Certificate,” which 
is reproduced herein following the text of the letter, for “four denominations namely Five Thousand, One Thousand, Five Hundred and 
One Hundred.” A March 16th letter notes that “The Treasury Notes about to be issued will be receivable in payment of all duties save the 
export duty on Cotton.” In a further March 20th letter to Lamar, Memminger writes that “The bonds are ordered at New Orleans for all the 
forms of Coupon Bonds, may I request you to hasten the Treasury Notes...” In a later letter, Memminger thanks Lamar for sending 
impressions of $50, $100, $500 and $1,000 Treasury Notes, also “a proof Certificate of Stock for $1,000,” noting that “The Execution of the 
whole is quite satisfactory,” and lamenting that “The Bonds which I sent to New Orleans for execution are greatly behind time and will 
seriously embarrass me.” In an undated letter to “His Excellency Jos. E. Brown, Milledgeville, Memminger writes: “Enclosed I send you a 
copy of the Resolution of Congress in relation to the Dahlonega Mints. I have proposals from D r Hamilton to carry on the establishment 
& I wrote to M r Kellogg on the same subject but have no reply. I understand that both he & the Coiner reside at a long distance from the 
Mint — one 30 & the other 10 miles, of course no efficient management can be carried on in this way. I shall be glad to have you stir them 
up & make me their proposals forthwith.” An April 3rd letter from Treasurer C. C. Elmon acknowledges receipt from the Secretary of 
$1,001,550.°“ in $50, $100, $500, and $1,000 Treasury Notes “for preparation and issue.” Two April 8th letters commend the patriotism of 
Southern banks, and discusses the nature of financial transactions including the handling of bank notes, since “I shall have to take the 
responsibility of suspending the Law in the matter of Specie and I may therefore make it as little onerous as possible until Congress can 
act.” Many interesting letters on banks and banking affairs follow. On April 11th, Memminger writes to Lamar that “It seems from your 
letter and our own information that War is inaugurated, under these circumstances would it not be well to send me immediately all the 
impressions and plates of the Treasury Notes & Stocks Certificates, lest we may be embarrassed by their seizure or detention. I had 
intended to order another impression of $50 & $100 Treasury Notes in place of the $1,000 & to suppress most of these last. If the matter 
could be securely done & forwarded, I would be glad to have it done immediately & the impressions forwarded. If that cannot be done, 
then please forward the whole immediately by express & I will have the work done at New Orleans.” Other letters, not referenced above, 
also contain significant numismatic content. Present as well are letters from Memminger to President Jefferson Davis recommending 
appointments, other interesting letters concerning various financial affairs, the acquisition of quantities of gunpowder, proposed pur¬ 
chase from a firm in Great Britain of “Ordnance, Arms & Munitions of War to the Extent of Two Hundred Fifty Thousand dollars,” 
collection of duties, etc. The letters summarized above, dated March i to April 20,1861, are recorded on the first 55 pages of the ledger. Pages 
57-59 record the October 18-22 receipt of bank note paper, bond paper, ink, etc. Pages 58-84 are largely blank. Then, starting from the last 
page back, are several pages of War Dept, and Navy Dept. “Memoranda of Requisitions issued before Comptroller and Auditor were 
installed,” dating from Feb. 23 to March 28th. A page entitled “Treasury Warrant” features several entries, including $2,916.66 to Jefferson 
Davis For his salary from 18th Feb. 1861 to Mar. 31,1861.” A subsequent page records what appears to be the first warrant drawn by the 
government, $389,260 for the “Bullion Fund.” Thereafter are recorded, on pages 131-107, over 700 purchasers, including individuals, com¬ 
panies, and banks, of various “Certificates of Stock, in amounts ranging from $100 to $1,000.” Included in this section are several pages 
comprising an April-5-May 4 “Record of Treasury Notes Issued” in denominations of $50, $100, $500, and $1,000. A “Register of Coupon 
Bonds” starts on page 95 and ends on page 85, also including additional certificates of stock purchasers. A most interesting, original 
contemporary record of Memminger’s early attempts to finance the Confederacy, a difficult and, as it proved, a hopeless task. The Dictio¬ 
nary of American Biography notes that “He seems to have hoped to use treasury notes sparingly, for he was well aware of the danger in 
them, but the new bonds issued for the absorption of the notes were taken slowly, while the obligations of the government for the support 
of war accumulated rapidly. There was no means of meeting requisitions except by issuing more treasury notes.”

A most interesting assemblage. At the time, Michels was the author of a numismatic bestseller, The Current Gold and Silver Coins of All 
Nations, which went through at least five editions in the early 1880s. Michels’ V. S. Counterfeit Detector and Manual of Finance was also 
published concurrently. The former is filled with much folderol, including Michel’s explanation of the rarity of the 1804 dollar: “19,570 
pieces were struck, and, with the exception of a few, were all exported to Africa to pay the sailors and soldiers engaged in the war against 
Tripoli.. .and only very few of them, if any, were brought back by the returned victors.” In his July 30,1884 letter, Michels begins: “I send 
you by express an electrotype of the Bergh (sic) - Garrett 1804 dollar which differs especially on the reverse, materially with the photo¬ 
graph you kindly presented me with.” After enumerating the differences, Michels continues: “I also send you a plaster cast of Mr. R. C. 
Davis’ (1804 dollar) of this city, the Bergh-Garrett (sic) Dollar & Davis’ are of the same variety, namely the second variety of the 1804 
dollar.” Michels goes on to describe his examination of the two 1804 dollars in the Mint Cabinet, noting that the first “is very similar to the 
photograph you kindly presented to me; the second is similar to the Berg-Garrett Baltimore r804 Dollar sold May 23 d r883 for $740.00.” 
Hoping to send Low photographs of the Mint specimens, Michels laments that the “slow coaches have delayed me materially.” Since 
permission had not yet arrived “from Washington,” he sends “two plates which I have torn from my book of Eckfeldt & Dubois,” contain¬ 
ing “fac-similes of the original coins.” He continues: “From very careful observation and comparing notes with R. C. Davis of Philada. & 
Mr. Haseltine, the specimens in the Mint Cabinet I am satisfied beyond doubt that the 1804 dollar was coined in 1804 and of which there 
are now in existence one type and two varieties.” Much of interest follows, including his acknowledgement that “In the Mint Cabinet the 
one similar to your photograph & Eckfeldt & Dubois’ publication of 1842 is a genuine one, the other a restrike and without the lettering 
upon its edge.” He closes with: “Hubner’s Statistical Tabelles duly & with thanks to hand, also Weyl’s catalogue.” The “1804 Dollar” manu¬ 
script begins: “Carefully compared the Photograph with the 1804 dollars (two) now in the U. S. Mint I find the following discrepancies.” An 
extensive description of the differences follows, after which Michels notes: “Several restrikes of the second variety have no lettering upon 
the edge.” He then concludes: “I am satisfied beyond doubt that 1804 Dollars were struck in 1804 and that the old and lame excuse of fiscal 
year is without foundations in fact. My opinion is based upon official reports and the laws governing the returns of the Mint to be made 
to the Secretary of the Treasury.”

Milford Haven’s son 
wrote that “At that date the manuscript was complete, but the printing and editing had not been com¬ 
pleted, so that for a time the work remained in abeyance.. .With my mother’s concurrence, therefore, my 
wife and I decided that the best form of tribute we could pay to my father’s memory would be to publish 
this final volume, thus completing the work that had been interrupted by the author’s death...To my 
father this work meant much more than the mere cataloguing of his collection of medals, and in truth he 
has produced a medallic history of all Navies; a perpetual memorial to the great traditions of the sea.”

The 
following ink note, written by John Ford, is present on the front flyleaf: “Number of copies, orig. edition, published, 1944/55 (retail) 
edition: 750/510 [(retail) edition]: 75/515 [(retail) edition]: 25.” Newcomb’s May 14th letter reads in part as follows: “You should received 
(sic) with my compliments a copy of i8i 6-’57 book which you have so greatly helped me with. Stacks are very slow, so if you are near them 
some time may I suggest the you drop in and see them when they can deliver your copy to you. They have produced a very beautiful work- 
really a fine work or art and especially at a price of only five dollars a copy. They did, however, injure a few drawings by taking out of the 
negatives some fine dots illustrating some die failures.” Three days later he writes: “I have written Stacks to immediately give to you a De 
Luxe copy of my work on i8i 6-’57 cents...There are a few drawings that Stacks did not print properly so I am enclosing some new 
drawings to correct this error.”

Included are: 1) two Henry Chapman printed bid sheets 
signed by Newcomb and addressed to Sears with Newcomb’s bids written in ink for the May 29,1916 Chapman 
Bement sale, annotated in pencil; 2) a two page May 30,1916 letter written in ink to Newcomb on printed Sears 
stationery; 3) an ink listing from Sears to Newcomb of “Lots Purchased at 'Bement Sale’ ”; and 4) a single page 
May 30,1916 letter written in ink to Newcomb on printed Henry Chapman stationery. Generally fine. (250.00) 
The items present here tell quite a story. For whatever reasons, 1 toward Newcomb saw fit to employ a bidding agent at the 1916 Clarence 
Bement sale, which featured his remarkable collection of large cents. Newcomb’s fifty-nine bids were sent to Elmer Sears on May 26. Sears 
was overjoyed, writing to “My Dear Howard” the day after the sale that “You will note I saved you on nearly every thing. Only in one or two 
cases did I have to exceed your limits. Hope you will be pleased and try me again.” Sears encloses a list of Newcomb’s’ twenty-eight 
successful purchases totaling 5527.60, and also returns his bid sheets, with notations “as to the prices obtained for many of the coins you 
failed to get. I have also noted on your bid sheet who the buyers were on some of the lots you did not reach. The 1793 Liberty Cap Cent was 
bought by H. C. for S720 22 . Clearly upset, Henry Chapman writes: “So sorry not to see you at Bement Sale yesterday— & if you could not 
come not to have had your orders on some of its great gems.” He notes that the sale totaled $12,083.75 and lists some of the large cent prices, 
noting: “S3540. for 13 Cents?” Apparently unknown to Chapman, Newcomb had purchased one of these “highlights” via Sears.

Of the highest importance. During the first three decades of the twentieth 
century, Waldo Newcomer was one of the most active and prominent numis¬ 
matists in the United States. According to his obituary in the September 1934 
issue of The Numismatist, he “died suddenly in Honolulu on July 29 of heart 
disease” (Walter Breen claimed that he committed suicide). A prominent Bal¬ 
timore banker, Newcomer’s financial empire apparently crumbled during the 
Depression, and in January 1933 he resigned as chairman of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Baltimore Trust Company. In headier days, he assembled one of 
the largest collections of coins ever formed in the United States. The Septem¬ 
ber 1934 issue of The Numismatist relates that “With possibly one or two ex¬ 
ceptions his series of U. S. coins was complete. His collection of territorial or private gold and pattern coins was also remarkably complete.” 
A few years before his death he sold a major portion of his collection to B. Max Mehl. The acquisition of “approximately four thousand 
different coins” was trumpeted in a four page advertisement appearing in the March 1932 issue of The Numismatist where Mehl promised 
that a “Catalog is now in preparation, and when completed will serve as a real reference work on the entire American coinage.” It is a 
tragedy that Mehl never followed through with this promise — the sad result of which is that today there is no available record of 
Newcomer s remarkable collection of American coins, beyond perhaps the unique manuscript offered here. The inventory begins with a 
three page index featuring the following main headings: United States Gold Coins/ United States Silver Coins/ United States Nickel and 
Copper Coins/American Colonial Coins/Hard Times Tokens/United States Pioneer & Territorial Coins. Newcomer’s 434 half eagles are 
described in detail, with many of the earlier descriptions being over fifty words long. Interesting commentary is sometimes appended. Of 
his “1826 Close date,” which he assigns a cost of $1500.00, Newcomer notes: “Adams priced this at $2,000.00 as being the only known 
specimen of this die. I secured a reduction in the lot of coins and arbitrary (sic) took $500.00. off this.” Of his 1854-S costing $400.00 he 
writes: Believed unique. Elder writes later that dealers consider it worth $2,000.00” Eagles comprise listings 435-671. After his 1860-O, 
Newcomer writes: “None coined in 1861 -1878. Heaton says that 1861 exists but I cannot confirm. John B. Boss, Philadelphia, says he cannot 
find evidence of its existence.” Quarter eagles number 672-867. Newcomer paid $1200.00 for his “1841 Regular dies, Excessively rare. Came 
from England. 2 other specimens known. One in mint collection at Philadelphia and on[e] in Mitchelson, Collection, now belonging to 
city of Hartford.” Items 868-1043 comprise Newcomer’s double eagles. Headlined “The Only Complete Collection of United States Three 
Dollar Gold Pieces,” numbers 1044-1087, is of course highlighted by his 1870-S, costing $2000.00 and termed “Practically unique. Said to 
have been only two struck and one placed in corner stone of U. S. mint at San Francisco.” Gold dollars follow, items 1088-1166. Silver dollars 
are next, numbers 1167-1357, including of course “The Lyman specimen” of the 1804 for which he paid $340.00. He reviews the three 
1870-S pieces known to him, noting that “Hesslein offered me his in April 1928 for $1300.00,” and that his “Extremely fine” specimen cost 
$800.00. Trade dollars, numbers 1356-1384. include both 1884 and 1885 proofs. Newcomers extensive holdings of half dollars, from item 
1385 to 1718, include two uncirculated 1796s and a 1797, one of the 1796s is termed the “Finest known specimen.” Quarter dollars comprise 
numbers 1719-1960. Newcomer lists his “Uncirculated" 1916 at free value, though his “Finest known specimen” of “1823 over ’22” cost 
$950.00, his 1827 $400.00. Twenty cent pieces, numbers 1961-1967, include his uncirculated “1876 CC mint. Extremely rare. Only four 
specimens known.” Dimes, items 1968-2229, feature Newcomer’s “Only known specimen” of the “1873 CC below wreath. No arrows. ”, and 
his uncirculated 1894-S. Half dimes are next, numbers 2230-2335. A note in blue pencil states of his “Trimes,” items 2336-2359, that the 
“complete set sold.” Beginning with number 2360, his nickels are likewise annotated: “all sold to 2448,” as are three cent nickels beginning 
with item 2449” “all sold to 2474” Newcomer’s magnificent collection of “United States Pioneer and Territorial Gold Coins” is described in 
considerable detail. According to an ink note written by John J. Ford, Jr., “#2475 to #2750 ‘Pioneer Gold,’ deleted to similar lists, 10/28/65, JF.” 
The “similar lists” differ a bit and are slightly less complete. The integral listing of pioneer gold is now again present here, reuniting the 
original inventory and making it entirely complete. And what a marvelous component of Newcomer’s collection it is! A number of pencil 
notes, some apparently written by Newcomer, others by Wayte Raymond, appear mainly to record pieces sold to or by Raymond. The 
roster of rarities is hardly believable. A listing of all the pieces with costs in four figures (within parentheses) follows: 1851 Baldwin $20 
(1000); 1850 Baldwin $10, “A. #44” (1275); 1856 Blake 8t Co. $20, Copper (1250); 1849 Cincinnati Mining and Trading Co. $10, reeded, and 
$10, plain edge (5100 & 3500), also 1849 $20, Copper (1250); Conway & Co. $5, Ornamental ‘5’ (2750); 1850 Dubosq $10 (2500); 1855 Kellogg 
$50, Brilliant proof (1250); (1852-4) $49-50 “Kellogg-Heuston Bar” (1750; 1850 Kohler $50 (5000); 1849 Massachusetts & California Co. $5 
(5000); 1849 Mormon $10 (1150); 1849 Oregon Exchange Co. $10,“Probably finest known specimen” (2000); 1849 Ormsby $5 (3500); 1849 
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Pacific Co. $10 & $5 (8000 & 6500); Parsons $5 & $2.50 (4200 & 1325); 1851 Schultz $5 (2000); 1851 “Dies of Schultz & Co. $5. Counterstamped 
on Mexican 8 Reales of 1847” (1600); 1830 Templeton Reid $10 & $5 (2500 & 2000); and Wass, Molitor $& Co. 1855 $20, large head (2000). 
A long description after a $16.80 Wiegand bar transcribes much of a March 10,1927 letter from S. H. Chapman to Newcomer, concerning 
a conversation Chapman had with J. R. Eckfeldt, who “knew all about C. Wiegand.” Within the preceding section, Newcomer’s Lesher 
Dollars comprise items 2664-2675. The extensive collection of American Colonial Coins, featuring many detailed and interesting descrip¬ 
tions, numbering from 2751 to 3277, is arranged in twenty-six categories, and features a panoply of great rarities, including Jackman’s 
Brasher doubloon. Newcomer’s large cents, items 3278-3393, includes, under 1794, a “Set of 70 varieties comprising all the Hays numbers 
except 38 and 53. Neither of these is known...” Also included were many “additional slight varieties.” Newcomer considered it to be 
“probably the most complete collection of 1794 cents in existence and is said to have taken Dr. Wilharm twenty years to acquire.” Half 
cents, 3394-3463, small cents, 3464-3582 (even including a “1922. Scarce. I can see no mint mark on this specimen but clipping from 
Numismatist 5/1928 says none coined at Philadelphia mint. Extremely fine.”), and two cent pieces, 3583-3594, follow. Listings 3595-3627 of 
United States Commemorative Gold coins ensue (silver commemorative coins are appended to the half dollar section), including oddities. 
Hard Times tokens, 3628-3654, “Freaks,” 3655-3680 (including an “1874 $1.00 Gold. Reverse incused.”), Medals, 3681-3768, and Encased 
Postage Stamps, 3769-3803 conclude this incredible inventory. Should it be true that Newcomer indeed took his own life as a result of 
financial reversals, one cannot help but wonder if the presumably necessary dispersal of his coin collection, so lovingly described and 
recorded herein, played a major part. If so, intermixed with awe, a certain pathos surrounds this remarkable numismatic record.

While the numbers set is basically the same as that employed by Newcomer in lots 697 and 700, Mehl’s arrangement is entirely different. B. 
Max has worked his magic with the descriptions, but the amounts asked are essentially the same as the cost prices listed by Newcomer in 
his original inventory, making it obvious that Newcomer must have suffered a substantial loss. Mehl also purchased Newcomer’s Brasher 
pieces, and the list starts with Jackman’s doubloon, the “Spanish Doubloon,” and four counterstamped pieces, described in detail on the 
first she pages. While hyperbole has hardly been neglected, grammatical and other malapropisms appear to be minimal, indicating that 
Mehl exercised considerable care in preparing this monumental sale listing. Some of the Mehl “fluff” is, in fact, quite interesting, even 
informative. Most striking are what appear to be very low prices, at least compared to Newcomer’s costs and the records cited by Mehl, 
further underscoring the adverse effects of the Great Depression on coin prices in general and Waldo Newcomer in particular.

A most important record of the remarkable United States pattern coins sent to Wayte Raymond for sale in the two and one half years 
preceding Newcomer’s death on June 29,1934, and directly after he had sold a major portion of his collection to B. Max Mehl in October 
1931 for $250,000. Included are: 1) a two page January 13,1932 letter from Newcomer to Raymond reading in part: “I am forwarding today 
by express- prepaid- the gold pattern pieces totalling $35,800. and pattern cents totalling $6,325., or a total of $42,125....! called your 
attention especially to the piece which I have numbered 1740A and wrapped separately. This I consider not only the greatest rarity in my 
collection, believing it to be absolutely unique, but to me it is one of the most extraordinary and interesting pieces I have ever seen. I have 
valued it at $10,000. and if it will not bring this you may return it to me and I will keep it as a souvenir of my collection. The other $20. 
pieces, numbered 1741A & variety, were all from the Barber estate and are said to represent experiments of the Mint at various concavities 
and curvatures.. .a few years ago Mr. Adams prepared a revised edition of his book and gave me a copy of it in typewritten form.. .1 have 
no clear understanding with you as to the terms on which you are handling these, but would assume that you would handle them as you 
did the two pieces recently sent you, sending me the price marked and you making your profit on the excess, but I am entirely ready to 
consider any reasonable proposition. If you prefer to handle them on a commission basis, I would be glad to know what your commission 
would be. If you want to consider a purchase outright, I will, of course, make some reduction from the listed prices”; 2) a January 18,1932 
letter reads in part: “I might mention also that I have an unusually complete pattern set of 1868, all struck in aluminum and in the original 
case, having been the property of Dr. Linderman... The terms which you suggest, and which I understand to be 20% on the gold pieces and 
on all patterns priced at over $50., and that on the cheaper patterns you will take whatever you realize above my listed prices, are satisfac¬ 
tory to me.3) an April 2,1930 letter, reading in part: “I have your letter of March 31, and am mortified to find that the list of Gobrecht 
dollars was not included. I enclose it herewith. I have priced the pieces as usual at their cost to me, and you will notice that the total is 
$5,126.50. In view of the rarity of some of these pieces and the completeness of the collection, I think I should realize $5,000. net to me, and 
I would rather not break the silver set...”; 4) a typed sheet of “Pattern Coins Belonging to Waldo Newcomer,” comprising the previously 
mentioned 13 Gobrecht pieces, marked “Sold & paid” in ink; 5) a five page inventory of “Pattern Coins...” listing $4, $1, & 50$ pieces 
totaling $10,571.16, and, at the end, “Confederate States Coins...,” including a “50$ 1861, Fine, Silver, Reeded, Wt 191 grains. Die break from 
middle of nose to third nick (sic) in milling, right of stars, front of face. Original envelope reads: ‘Bought from Marks Jacobs, 38 Strand St., 
Kingston, N. Y. Genuine. Examined by J. W. Scott, 26 John St, N. Y.,’ $1,500.00”; 6) a five page inventory of “United States Pattern 
Coins...Patterns...,” featuring $50, $20 & $10 pieces on the first page (A-W1499 & 1501 copper pieces marked “Retd”) totaling $3,732, and 
pages 2-6 listing iff pieces totaling $6,325, including five 1792 cents; 7) a two page listing of “Patterns...” listing thirty rare gold patterns on 
the first page totaling $35,800 (fourteen, all priced at $1,000 or $1,500, totaling $15,500, are marked “Pd.”), the description of 1740A reads: 
“$20,1907, Br. Proof, Obv: Indian Head to L. 13 stars above. ‘Liberty’ in large letters below. Rev: Like $20 of St. Gaudens, without Motto and 
with date MCMVII in sun b[e]low eagle”; 8) a December 12,1932 note concerning “the pattern pieces from 2<t to Dimes inclusive.. .amounting 
to $6,264.72”; 9) a two page inventory of “Pattern United States Coins...” totaling $6,264.72; 10) a carbon sheet from Raymond to New¬ 
comer dated Jan. 28,1933, listing “Pattern 54 nickels” sold totalling $508.25, less 20%”; and 11) two carbon sheets dated December 15,1934 
from Raymond to the “Waldo Newcomer Estate,” recounting net proceeds of $430.12.

Present here are five less sheets than are featured in the corresponding section 
found in lot 697, including several containing fractional California gold pieces. 
The two typescripts, arranged alphabetically by issuer, mostly parallel but are 
not identical to each other. Here, only on the first page is the price column 
headed “Cost.” Prices recorded vary greatly but are generally much higher that 
those found in the complete inventory above. Item 2478 for example, the 1851 
Baldwin $20, is listed here at $5250.00 versus $1000.00 previously. An ink note, 
apparently in B. Max Mehl’s hand, notes that “Only one offered in 22 years. 
None in any of the great collections such as Lawrence, Slack, Zabriskie etc.,” 
while a pencil summary, apparently derived from this description, appears to 
have been added later to the other listing. A number of additional interesting 
and informative ink notes are also unique to this inventory. Perhaps the prices 
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here were deliberately inflated; often, pencil notes greatly reducing the prices, or perhaps indicating sales, are present. The 1851 Dunbar $5, 
though, is listed here at $3750.00 and is marked “Sold” in blue pencil, while it was previously listed at only $600.00. Curiously, the 1850 
Kohler $50 has been deleted here, perhaps indicating its sale The Lesher section is prefaced here with “To be sold as a set only,” and 
individual prices (previously totaling $969.50) are no longer present, $1,000.00 now being the price desired. Items 2725-2728 have been 
deliberately deleted. On the prior inventory, numbers 2725-2727 are annotated “Rep 7/17/33” and 2728 features an “R” and an “A,” perhaps 
indicating that all were sold before the present inventory was prepared. Most interesting and highly important.

Approximately 1,350 pieces appear to be listed. Though Adams-Woodin numbers are eschewed, Raymond’s listing is nonetheless valuable 
since so many of the rarer pieces, even if generically described, are easy to specifically identify, and Metal, Edge, and Remarks columns are 
present on most pages, which Raymond has employed to record much valuable information, including rarity, unusual characteristics, etc. 
Among items present are “1868, Aluminum Reeded, Proof. Reg. Dies (Set of 16 pcs.), 100.—“$1.00,1794, Copper, Lettered, Probably 
unique. Very interesting as showing original design for silver dollar before stars were added. V. fine. 150.—“$1.00,1804, Copper, Plain, 
Regular Dies of 1804 Silver Dollar. Believed to be unique. Unc., 250.—“$20,1907, Gold, Lettered, Brilliant Proof- Obv- Indian Head to 
L.13, Stars above. Liberty in large letters below. Rev- Like $20 of St. Gaudens, without motto and with date MCMVII on Sun below Eagle. 
Edge: ‘E. Pluribus Unum,’ Probably unique. 1,000.—and “1 Cent, 1792, Copper, Reeded-, Ex-Fine- Sharp light Olive, Obv- Undraped

A valuable record of Waldo Newcomer’s numismatic holdings remaining at the time of his death in 1934. The main text on the cover page 
is cited above; the remainder follows: “Total Appraised Value $34,659.15, Less 15% Deducted to Represent Cost of Selling $5,198.88, [Bal¬ 
ance] $29,460.27; - Valuations Made as Follows - By M. Schulman or by Wayte Raymond, Items Listed on Pages 1 - 270; By B. Max Mehl 
- Items Listed on Pages 271 to 281; Note: Numbers in Left Hand Column of Sheets Represent Numbers Used by Executors to Identify 
Coins. The Numbers on Pages 271 to 281 Represent Numbers Used by B. Max Mehl for This Purpose.” First listed are 5,686 coins of the 
world, arranged alphabetically and particularly rich in German coins, which are well described on pages 1-225. Pages 225-256 list nearly 700 
carefully described “United States Patterns” by Adams-Woodin numbers. Ink notes suggest that extensive portions of this section were 
sold in December 1939, also some in 1940 and 1941, all presumably to Wayte Raymond. A small section of Latin American coins follows. 
Pages 261-270 summarily list some 650 low-value pattern coins. Pages 271-278 comprise B. Max Mehl’s listing of Newcomer’s remaining 
private, pioneer and territorial gold coins, Mehl having purchased the main collection a few years earlier. The remaining pages record 
Hard Times tokens and “U. S. Freaks, Etc.”

Two distinct varieties of this work exist: one with 23, 
the other with 24 pages of text. In the latter variety, most of page 24 is devoted to a report of the prices realized at the April sale of the coins 
depicted on the two plates. One would assume that these are the first and second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is concerned, this 
is doubtless the case. The opposite is true, however, of plated copies. In the review of the plated edition found in the January 1884 issue of 
the American Journal of Numismatics, twenty-four pages of text is specifically mentioned. The emission sequence appears to be: 1) first 
printing of the text only, 23 pages, issued in 1883 in printed wrappers; 2) second printing of the text, 24 pages, issued in 1883 to accompany 
the hardbound edition, accompanied by 2 plates; 3) “left over” first printings of the text, combined at the turn of the century or slightly 
later with new impressions of the two plates and 2 typescript leaves of additions, and bound as here. The first typescript sheet consists of 
a listing of prices realized for the plate coins, and the second sheet features a description of a new 1795 half dime variety discovered in 1900 
by Charles Steigerwalt. Though its origins are shrouded in mystery, the plated early twentieth century issue offered here is indeed a great 
rarity, appearing on the market far less often than its 24 page 1883 first issue counterpart, of which it is known that only 40 copies were 
issued with plates. 


Eric P. Newman Correspondence With F. C. C. Boyd

The time period spanned by this most interesting series of numismatic letters marks the beginnings of a Renaissance in American numis¬ 
matic scholarship. Picking up the banner a half century after Sylvester Crosby had planted it in 1875, Wayte Raymond published myriad 
works covering the entire numismatic field, though their very diversity and usual brevity tends to undercut an enduring importance. 
Beyond the 1894 Betts work on early medals, few titles in the intervening years were written from the historical perspective, though many 
remarkable die studies on large cents and other series appeared in the late nineteenth and early to mid twentieth century. By the early 
1950s, Walter Breen, u nder the sponsorship of Raymond, was researching the National Archives, John Ford was revolutionizing the Ameri¬ 
can coin auction business, and Eric Newman was beginning to publish the results of his careful researches. With the dispersal of the 
Newcomer and Colonel Green collections, and the first trickle of Brand material, research-minded, collegial collectors such as F. C. C. 
Boyd, Homer Downing, Eric Newman, and others, had a rich source of rare material available not only to enrich their collections but to 
enable them and others to more easily conduct and share serious research. And do it they did! Mostly written between 1948 and 1955, the 
Newman/Boyd letters present here dwell mainly on American colonial numismatic topics, and include the two letters cited on pages 162 & 
163 of the October 14,2003 Stack’s sale catalogue. Newman’s May to, 1945 letter lists a number of colonial coins wanted for his collection. 
The text of his next letter, dated March 5,1948, is reproduced in the Stack’s catalogue, and concerns his interest in writing a monograph on 
Fugio cents for Wayte Raymond’s Coin Collector’s Journal. The next letter, also cited in the Stack’s catalogue, acknowledges receipt of 
Boyd’s Fugio collection, and features a second page omitted therein, as follows: “...advancing die breaks. We likewise can tie the 1778 
imitations with the 1787-88 coinage. We will try to make clear the fact that our Colonial antecedents were not as law-abiding as Mr. Crosby 
would have us believe. The price of copper was apparently low enough to stimulate the cooperation of both the counterfeiters and those 
undertaking state coinage toward mass production. This may be old stuff to you, but if you can help me out with any of your specimens, 
new die varieties or new items, it would be very helpful.” Addressed formally till now, Boyd becomes “Dear Freddie” in Newman’s July 20, 
1947 letter marking his first visit to Boyd’s home: “For you to be visited by two plagues in one day (the Japanese beetles and myself) is more 
than you expected. You really made me as welcome as Brasher feels, and you know that that is saying a lot.. .There is little need for me to 
comment on the thrill it gave me to see the items you showed me in your incomparable third floor warehouse.” Appended to Newman’s 
July 28,1948 letter is a two page list of “Missouri paper money duplicates” and other items. An August 30,1948 letter recounts, with rather 
caustic humor, a vacation to Los Angeles, where he visited the La Brea tar pits: “Unfortunately, they are fenced off now but I think many 
residents of Los Angeles should wander in. In Los Angeles we were constantly confronted with Painless Parker the Credit Dentist, Mad 
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Man Muntz who would give used cars away but his wife won’t let him, Dr. Chan who cures all diseases with Chinese herbs, and last but not 
least Forest Lawn Mortuary which has everything in time of trouble - life insurance, flowers, stained glass windows, bell towers, private 
mausoleums, ministers and fenced off hallowed ground - we had to laugh when we read in the cemetery rules ‘No picnicking on the 
grounds’). Even Kosoff agreed that mostly demented people live there and he calls his customers nutty to their face.” Newman’s October 6, 
1948 letter tantalizingly begins: “I delayed answering your letter of September 19,1948 with your suggestions as to the prices for the 
Colonial coins, as I am waiting to discuss the matter with one of the heirs of the Johnson Estate...” The next letter continues: “I have been 
struggling on your behalf in an effort to have the estate make certain drastic reductions in prices. ..Iam able to get you a number... [including] 
the unique Confederatio Nova illustrated in Crosby.” Skipping several interesting letters, on September 1,1954 Newman writes concerning 
“the unfinished text of what I am writing on Virginia coinage.” It and the following letter contain much of interest on the topic. Newman 
skewers B. Max Mehl in a December 13,1954 letter: “His auctions intrigue me. He owns the material and you get the privilege of bidding 
against Mr. Mehl. Whatever bid you put in is the bid you buy it at even though it states that you will be bidding against other bidders. I 
called him up on the phone’ and told him that I would buy at my prices if he really was going to sell the material; if he wasn’t going to sell 
it to withdraw my bids. It was quite a novel conversation with the Dean of the Dealers. No holds are barred, these days.” In a February 10, 
1955 letter, Newman discusses what appears to be a three-way trade between Mrs. Norweb, Newman, and Boyd. In a March 11,1955 letter, 
Newman notes that “Mrs. Norweb has now indicated that she is coming to see me.. .and is going to bring a good many of her coins and 
look at a good many of mine. She really is an enthusiast and I wish you could share the fun of our little western get-together.” Newman 
notes in the penultimate May 19,1955 letter that “Walter Breen writes me that he has been stimulated by you to publish new varieties of 
New Jersey cents and to straighten out a few matters concerning them.” In the last letter, dated May 24,1957, Newman writes that “ I think 
you are making the right decision to sell your home and move into an apartment... .1 think it is very wonderful for you to be willing to sell 
me the notes which you secured from the Raymond Estate at your cost.. .1 know I will find a great many which I do not have.”

Inscribed on the front flyleaf: “26 August 1962, Bound page proofs ready for correction, and correct them we did! (signed) Eric R Newman, 
(signed) Kenneth E. Bressett.” The very rare first printing bound up before the discovery of an 1804 dollar originally presented in 1836 by 
the United States Government to the King of Siam. At the 1962 American Numismatic Association Convention, David Spink and James 
Risk announced the discovery of this hitherto unknown 1804 dollar, housed in a presentation case with other United States coins. The 
Newman-Bressett book had been typeset and a small number of proof copies had already been printed when this new information 
became available. Further production was immediately halted and the entire work was quickly rearranged and re-edited to accommodate 
the important new data. Copies of the initial version offered here are seldom encountered and feature information not found in the 
published work.

The second printing is also inscribed on the front flyleaf: “To John Ford, With best wishes and sincere thanks for all of your 
help, (signed) Kenneth E. Bressett, September 28,1962.” Breen Encyclopedia page 688: “Amazing detective work; definitive history. The true 
first edition [16] was being run off during the 1961 ANA Convention, when James C. Risk revealed the story of the King of Siam’s 1834 proof 
set containing an original 1804 dollar. Bressett phoned a stop press order to Racine so that corrections could be made. Copies generally 
available are a second edition though not so marked; the rare first edition has a chapter entitled ‘The Diplomatic Gift Delusion,’ which was 
necessarily replaced.” Perhaps the easiest method to detect the two printings is to view page 70 which, in the second printing, depicts the 
King of Siam set in its original presentation case.

absentee bid limits, prices realized, buyers’ names or initials, annotations, etc. are also often present. A number of catalogues include 
newspaper clippings or advertisements pertaining to the sale. Some “extras” and other interesting items present here include: 34x5 inch 
snapshot of sale 33 in progress; Inventory Reduction Sale Number 1, April 1951; a remarkable March 30,1956 letter from B. Max Mehl to 
Charles Wormser complimenting the firm on the Clarke sale and noting: “The collection of California small gold pieces all came from me; 
originally from the Newcomer Collection.. .originally this collection was formed by Heaton [“author of‘Heaton’s Mint Marks’ ”], and he 
sold it intact to Granberg; Granberg to William H. Woodin when Woodin bought Granberg’s collection; from Woodin to Newcomer; from 
Newcomer to Mehl; from Mehl to Clarke. ”; an interesting letter and note from W. A. Philpott, Jr. concerning a paper money lot in the 
Clarke sale, as well as a congratulatory letter from Mrs. T. James Clarke; a most interesting November 27,1957 letter from M. H. Bolender 
correcting a pedigree listed in “lot 1438, the 1823 perfect date cent.. .The Sternberg piece.. .is not identical with the Atwater piece.. .The 
Sternberg piece was .1 better example and rates No. 1, because Henry Chapman got down on his knees to admire the Sternberg piece and 
that is the only time I ever saw Mr. Chapman do that for any coin.” In closing, Bolender notes: “You fellows are doing a great job in coin 
research, and I am glad we have some young men who will work hard to promote numismatics”; a typed letter, signed, from J. J. Pittman 
with critical notes on ten lots in sale 52; a letter from Harry X Boosel concerning a quarter dollar misattributed by Breen in sale 53; sale 58 
includes Breen pencil notes on a mailing envelope, along with issue #31 of the Empire Investors Report, favorably reviewing the sale; sale 59 
includes two sheets of auctioneer’s notes on bidding; and sale 64 includes notes on condition and correspondence concerning Baldwin & 
Sons bids executed by Ford.

Nexsen’s letter reads: “Thanks for your information regarding the Dexter Dollar— You need have no doubts about the Spiers dollar. I have 
a press impression of it and know that it is not altered, but is from the die - Several years ago a personal friend of mine visited San 
Francisco and at my request examined the piece and told me it showed copper at one place on its surface— I wrote to the Superintendent 
of the Mint for a definite description of it— The following is his reply— ‘From close inspection of the 1804 dollar I should say it carries a 
combination of Copper and Tin, the latter largely predominating.’ —I call your attention to my recent article in the April number of the 
Journal, in which I state my opinion that this is a trial piece in base metal, and probably the first impression from the die.” Bressett’s initial 
letter requests help with “a bit of research that I am doing on a special aspect of the 1804 dollars. I am now trying to track information 
about the copper electrotype pieces that were made at the mint for or by William Dubois. You were perhaps the first modern cataloger to 
mention one of these pieces.. .Then you sold one in the New Netherlands auction June 16-18,1959. The other one that I have seen offered 
for sale since then was in a Kagin sale in 1973. Is there anything that you can tell me about where the Spiers specimen came from before it 
appeared at auction...” In the second letter, Bressett writes: “Thanks ever so much for sending me a copy of the John A. Nexsen letter. It 
contains some interesting information. Of course Nexsen was not much of a numismatist, but it is nice to know how he felt about the 
Spiers coin. And it does help to date the piece. I asked Kagin about the piece that he sold in his 1973 auction. He told me that it came from 
Louis Eliasberg, and he did not remember who bought it. Eliasberg had a second 1804, but I never saw it. Walter saw it and believed it to be 
an altered piece. I doubt that he would make a mistake on something like that.”

An unusually fine example, particularly fresh internally, of 
this sumptuous work, produced at great expense with a remarkable panoply of superb bank note engravings. Ormsby was proprietor of 
the New York Bank Note Company and one of the early employees of the Continental Bank Note Company. The work provides unparal¬ 
leled insights into the topics covered. His detailed exposition of the methods of bank note engraving employed at the time is especially 
valuable. Ormsby’s basic premise is stated in the introduction: “The Art of Bank Note Engraving as practised in the United States, essen¬ 
tially differs from that of any other country. Our mode is more expeditious, and our notes more beautiful; but that important feature, 
security against forgery, which ought to be paramount to every other consideration, seems to have been almost entirely disregarded, or, at 
least, to have escaped that attention, which a subject of such importance deserves.” His solution to the problem was a marriage of technol¬ 
ogy and craftsmanship, aptly described in the Dictionary of American Biography: “During the first quarter of the nineteenth century the 
process of bank-note engraving was cheapened and facilitated by the introduction of machinery, and by the end of the century craftsman¬ 
ship had been almost entirely superseded. Ormsby represented a curious combination of the two techniques. He was a versatile and 
accomplished inventor of machinery to facilitate the processes of engraving, but he was bitterly opposed to the complete replacement of 
the artist-craftsman. He held that notes should be engraved upon a single plate, with careful craftsmanship exerted on the design and 
interdependence of the composition. The counterfeiter would thus be foiled ‘not because he does not know how the work is done, but 
because he cannot do it’ ( Cycloidal Configurations, p. 37).” Ormsby was an excellent engraver and his designs for bank notes were in use 
into the 1860s. This magnificent volume stands as a testament to his remarkable craftsmanship and numerous technical innovations. 
Ormsby’s magnum opus remains a great rarity, and is one of the most desirable volumes ever published on American paper money.

Bitter at not having secured the contract to print 
Treasury Notes, Ormsby’s screed mercilessly attacks the American Bank Note Company and, to a lesser extent, the National Bank Note 
Company, whose managers he claims “have but one object in view, viz. to make money.” He concludes that “In the consolidation of the 
American system of Note engraving the ‘configuration’ is completed; and in every deceptive compound-cycloidal-loop that has formed it, 
from the days of Perkins’s ‘stereotype plate’ to those of the ‘Patent Green Tint,’ a Bank Superintendent or other Officer has been inclosed, 
forming a 'portrait gallery’ of distinguished—patrons.. .Within this perfect cycloidal configuration, the counterfeiters are about to hold a 
jubilee—to reap a harvest. One hundred and fifty millions of United States Treasury Notes—engraved in ‘ten days,’ by patching together 
material previously used for inferior purposes, and printed in three colors, one on the top of another, making confusion worse con¬ 
founded, at as much expense as possible—signatures engraved—a legal tender in payment of all debts—as good as gold in thirty-two 
states, and almost as good throughout the world.—One hundred and fifty millions— all alike —each one of which is destined to wander, 
without a military escort, through Camps—Cottages—Farms—Banks—Tents—Ranches and Wigwams, until it becomes as ragged, torn, 
defaced, and soiled as a 'three years’ traveller in the Arctic regions without supplies.—One hundred and fifty millions of them, destined to 
be counterfeited in the North all the way to Kamskatka; in the South, to Patagonia; in the West, to China; and in the East, to Jerusalem.”

A truly wonderful numismatic letter. As touched upon in the following description, Munsell was to publish Phillips’ remarkable two 
volume Historical Sketches of the Currency of the American Colonies during the following two years. This letter sets the stage: “Dear Sir, 
Owing to a pressure of business until the last week I have not been able to put pen to paper for my favorite pursuit. I have completed a 
sketch of the New Jersey and Virginia paper monies; and a new edition of my Pennsylvania paper money. These manuscripts I should like 
to send on to you, at once if you are willing, that they may be published as the ‘first series of sketches of Paper Money in the Colonies,’ to 
be followed by more thereafter. I have no more matter prepared at present and think you had better go on without waiting as perhaps too 
large a book from an unknown writer would be hazardous. I have written to Mr. Potter for his permission to republish his Sketches of the 
Rhode Island paper-money. If I obtain it, I believe by the time we have finished correcting the present proofs, I could send that ms. to you. 
I don’t think, at present, it would prove judicious to republish Felt’s book: it is too bulky. Perhaps hereafter. Mr. Breck’s pamphlet on the 
Continental Money has been republished [1863] since my proposition to you: it becomes therefore an open question upon which I should 
like to hear from you as to whether under the circumstances its republication in our series is to be desired. It is only 40 pp. I think it is to 
be desired. I can add immensely to it, correcting its errors and joining very much new and interesting matter. My idea is that it shall appear 
in a subsequent series. Awaiting your wishes, which I hope soon to know, I am Yours very Respectfully, Henry Phillips, Jr.”

In Joel Munsell: Printer and 
Antiquarian, David Simeon Edelstein records one of the efforts Phillips made in compiling his numismatic magnum opus : “From Philadel¬ 
phia came the request from Henry Phillips Jr., lawyer, numismatist, and historian of currency that Munsell intercede with John H. Hickcox, 
a writer on similar subjects, to allow Phillips to use one of the former’s papers in his own Historical Sketches of the Paper Currency of the 
American Colonies, which Munsell printed in two volumes in 1864 (sic). Munsell tried in vain to convince Hickcox to allow the use of the 
paper by offering him some copies when the work should be completed.” A wonderful association copy in a binding worthy of the finest 
numismatic library.

The early text responds to Wayte Raymond’s inquiries concerning “dies made in 44,” and “the metal all the recent issues were struck in.” 
Assistant Engraver at the Mint from 1927 to 1946, Pietz expresses dissatisfaction with conditions there: “Strange as it may seem to you, 
under this present gang, we are not allowed to have a strike of any coin, we engrave or design, so I will look up my records to give you the 
various metals.” Pietz thanks Raymond for a referral, and asks him to “please tell Dr. Driggs not to have a competition, as then some 
favorite will surely take the award. As my time for retirement has been extended to 6 mo. After the war, I am naturally getting ready to 
conduct my own business again. During Nov & Dec. I received a great many calls to engrave coats of arms on signet rings, book plates etc. 
and it just about makes one break even. The disgraceful salary at the Mint would not keep me. Art and years of experience does not mean 
a thing here.”

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WAYTE RAYMOND: THE MAN AND THE ERA 

By John J. Ford, Jr. 


[Editor’s Note: This tribute originally appeared in the February, 1957 issue of The Numismatist ] 


Wayte Raymond, internationally renowned numismatic scholar, dealer and publisher, passed away quietly 
on Sunday, Sept. 23,1956, in New York City’s Roosevelt Hospital. His death culminated a struggle that had 
begun almost a year earlier. In the fall of 1955, he underwent serious at)dominal surgery, and was hospitalized 
until late winter. During April and May of 1956, his many friends were convinced that recovery was complete, 
and in June he left for his summer home in Montauk, at the east end of Long Island. However, almost imme¬ 
diately thereafter complications arose, and during the summer months he became steadily worse. His strong 
heart, which had survived an almost critical illness eight years before, began to fail. In July, WR lost his voice, 
and was thus incapacitated until his death. 

Seventy years, while generally considered a generous life span, is, in retrospect, but a short period of time 
upon this earth for a man with a purpose. Wayte Raymond’s entire life was truly dedicated to numismatics. He 
bore the title “Numismatist” with honor, having earned it through countless endeavors for over half a century. 
The achievements of no other man, however interested in our scientific hobby, can yet parallel the career of 
this dean of American numismatists. 

Wayte Raymond was born Nov. 9,1886 in South Norwalk, Conn., of native New England stock. His forbears 
included the Prescotts of American Revolutionary fame. While a very young man he chose a banking career, 
and as a teller in the City National Bank of South Norwalk became interested in coins. Old and unfamiliar 
money regularly appeared upon bank counters shortly after the turn of the century, and WR, like many a 
Yankee before him, soon started to collect. On June 1,1902, he joined the A. N. A. at the age of 16, receiving 
Membership No. 396. A born trader, Mr. Raymond, like so many of us, started to deal on a part time basis in an 
effort to enhance his collection. Finally, his numismatic interest became overpowering. With $500 borrowed 
from his father, a manufacturer of fine bristle brushes, Wayte Raymond came to New York City as a full time 
dealer. In 1912, after an unsuccessful attempt at forming a partnership to have included the equally young and 
exuberant B. Max Mehl, WR went it alone. He founded the United States Coin Co. with offices at 200 Fifth 
Avenue. 

Almost from the start, Wayte Raymond was progressively successful. He built his business carefully, utilizing 
his modest capital many times over. Feeling his way cautiously, he applied both the Fixed price list and the 
auction sale catalog to his trade. Unlike almost all of his competitors of the period, he shied away from a “junk 
shop” atmosphere, refusing to handle the then popular antiquities and curiosities including autographs, In¬ 
dian relics, old newspapers and stamps. Wayte Raymond, more so than any other American professional, ini¬ 
tially attempted to deal only in fine material, the numismatic “classics” of every period, from every country. 

During the early years, WR held several famous public auction sales. The first was that of the Malcolm 
Jackson collection, sold on May 20-22,1913. Two years later, almost to the day, he offered another top-grade 
plate catalog, selling the famous Granberg-Woodin collection as that of “A Prominent American.” This last sale 
featured a great many important U. S. rarities, among them the fabulous 1873 “CC” dime without arrows in 
mint state, purchased on the floor by dealer Rud Kohler. Now in the Eliasberg collection, this coin is the rarest 
regularly issued American silver piece. Also during this period, the United States Coin Co. offered William Earl 
Hidden’s Canadian coins, the Foster Lardner and George M. Andrus collections, Dr. French’s hard times to¬ 
kens and several other important consignments. 
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Following his interest in coin sales, Wayte Raymond turned to softer selling, directing his talents towards 
individual quotations and the development of a select clientele. In March, 1923, he handled the purchase and 
sale of the Col. James W. Ellsworth collection, a $100,000 transaction. This 2,000 piece collection contained 
two 1804 dollars and was the largest numismatic deal of its kind up to that time. His customers in the twenties 
included W. C. Atwater, Virgil Brand, John W. Garrett and Waldo C. Newcomer, among the most prolific 
numismatic aquisitors of the decade. In short order, Mr. Raymond cultivated Col. E. H. R. Green, the million¬ 
aire eccentric son of Hetty Green, who rapidly became not only a close friend but his most important client. 
This friendly business relationship continued until the Colonel’s death in 1936. Wayte Raymond combed the 
American and foreign markets for Col. Green, spending many hundreds of thousands of dollars on order, and 
buying entire collections to obtain a few choice specimens. During the late twenties, he traveled to Europe 
extensively, sometimes crossing the Atlantic twice in one year. 

Uptown customers demanded an uptown address, and for a long time WR had his offices with the old 
Anderson (late Parke-Bernet) Galleries at 489 Park Ave. It was from here that he cataloged and sold the largest 
accumulation of rare Canadian coins ever brought together by a single individual, the property of W. W. C. 
Wilson of Montreal. This fantastic collection, also rich in early American, Indian Peace and Canadian medals, 
was offered and sold in four separate sales, in 1925,1926,1927 and 1928. Modern numismatists interested in 
Canadian coins would be thrilled to own one authentic proof; many collectors and dealers have never seen an 
early British North American coin in that preservation. Wilson had 146 proofs, not including strict patterns. 
Like many a professional who started as and remained a collector, Wayte Raymond had his favorite series. One 
of them was American colonial and Indian Peace medals, the former of great interest to Henry Chapman and 
even the author. In addition to the first (1925) Wilson sale, perhaps the greatest offering of this material handled 
by WR was the collection of Charles P. Senter of St. Louis. This little known public auction took place in 1933, 
at the depth of the depression. 

It was during the early thirties that Wayte Raymond made one of the greatest decisions of his long career, 
assuming responsibility for the operation of the Scott Stamp & Coin Co.’s numismatic department. Affiliated 
with Scott’s, and also on the third floor at 1 West 47th St., were the J. C. Morgenthau Galleries. Long an advocate 
of the public coin sale, Raymond made an agreement with dealer Jim MacAllister of Philadephia to hold 
numismatic auctions on the Morgenthau premises. MacAllister cataloged the consignments, while WR did the 
missionary work for the coins, had the catalogs printed and made all the necessary arrangements. Old timers, 
and some of us who are not so old, will long remember the fruits of this partnership. The Raymond-MacAllister 
“Morgenthau sales” featured choice U. S. coins from old collections during the entire 13 years of their existence. 
They were climaxed by the sale of the Howard R. Newcomb collection in 1945, one of the most important cent 
offerings. In 1936, some time after his affiliation with the Scott firm, WR opened personal offices in Rockefeller 
Center, where he remained until late in the war years. His last New york office was located at 654 Madison Ave., 
which he vacated in 1956. About 11 years ago, upon the return of Comdr. Charles M. Wormser from duty with 
the navy, Mr. Raymond turned over the Scott Coin Dept, to the management of the New Netherlands Coin Co. 

While many professionals in the rare coin business have made outstanding contributions to the hobby, no 
one man did more for American numismatics as a whole than did Wayte Raymond. It was WR, who in 1930 
obtained the Beistle patents and created the famous National Coin album line. The actual promotion of these 
high-grade “penny boards” made date and proof collecting what it is today in this country. He not only pio¬ 
neered the coin album, but at one time or another tried hard to create interest in various other containers, 
including coin holders, blocks and trays, and even small portable cabinets. However, the attainment that re¬ 
moved Wayte Raymond from both his predecessors and contemporaries, the efforts that could be called truly 
great, were his many publishing ventures. 

Wayte Raymond started with a modest house organ in September, 1914, called the “United States Coin Co. 
Bulletin.” From the beginning, he tried to educate collectors as he promoted numismatics. His first bulletin 
reprinted part of the scarce Haseltine type table, utilizing seven pages of space, while only a half page was spent 
advertising the coins referred to. As the years rolled by, WR published a Coin & Medal Bulletin (1916-1933), The 
Coin Collector Series, a new version of the old Scott’s Coin Collector’s Journal (1934-1954), and numerous other 
individual and related items. From 1931 to 1933, he formulated the book that was destined to become the bible 
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of the trade in American coins and paper money, his Standard Catalogue. In 1934 this title appeared in sections 
and featured prices of individual coins; a year later it was published as a single volume, in the format familiar 
for twenty years. In 1938, Raymond put together the first volume of Coins of the World, a standard text of 
twentieth century foreign issues. This work was soon followed by a similar book on nineteenth century coins. 
His United States catalog, the standard paper money book and pamphlets, and even his Coins of the World have 
found imitators, and occasionally detractors, but they were the first in their fields, and it was the Raymond 
publications that gave the boost so desperately needed to numismatic interest in the United States. Some of the 
Raymond books made money, several sold coins for him and others. Even so, a large number of his ventures 
were inspired missionary work, ideas and achievements that he could not hope to profit by in his lifetime. 
Highly representative of these were the booklets published during the past few years, each featuring scientific 
articles on American numismatics by such authors as Breen, Kenney, Lloyd and Newman. Few people know 
that Wayte Raymond sent Walter Breen, the most competent numismatic researcher in the United States, on 
trips to the National Archives, paid Breen a salary, paid his expenses, and published the splendid results of this 
work, paying Breen an author’s fee for his completed manuscripts. Fewer yet understand that WR did not even 
realize the cost of composition for almost all of this work, much less the other expenses including all of the 
initial preparation and remaining printing costs. 

To many, Wayte Raymond the man presented somewhat of an enigma. They did not really know him. Often 
called a shrewd Yankee trader, he still managed to be scrupulously fair with those he dealt with on his level. 
Sometimes too firm, occasionally stubbornly hard, he repeatedly insisted that the other fellow was always 
entitled to his share. While WR could be, and often was, extraordinarily gregarious with small groups of inti¬ 
mate friends, he strove hard to remain aloof from the herd of common collectors. A charter member of the 
somewhat exclusive New York Numismatic Club since 1908, he attended few meetings in the early days, none 
for the better part of his life. Always he did business by appointment, carefully choosing those he wanted to 
talk to and see. Perhaps part of this selectiveness was caused by the painful migraine headaches he often expe¬ 
rienced. A portly man on the tall side, Raymond lived well. He was a generous host, a lover of fine food and 
liquor, beautiful books, objets d’art and luxurious surroundings. Sure of himself and his purpose, he was, 
nevertheless, at times, painfully shy. Not vain, he kept from almost all his membership in New York’s impor¬ 
tant Kane Masonic Lodge, often called the “Explorer’s Lodge,” the fact that he was a Son of the Revolution, one 
of the first Americans selected to be a Fellow of the Royal Society, a Fellow of the American Numismatic 
Society (19x7), a Benefactor of the ANS (1950). 

Wayte Raymond was a crusader in his own right. Highly disdainful of the baser aspects of the hobby, he 
quietly rebelled against cheap and misleading premium books when they were the rage, roll collectors and 
misinformed numismatic speculators in recent years. He put back a considerable amount of the money he 
took from coins, in an attempt to inform the average collector of what he knew to be fine and good. Like most 
self-educated men, he was always willing to learn. Never a student in the technical sense of the word, he amassed 
a gargantuan reservoir of knowledge concerning coins of all periods and countries. In this respect, he was on a 
par with the Chapman brothers and his close friend B. G. Johnson of the St. Louis Stamp & Coin Co. Conser¬ 
vative in both his personal and business thinking, Raymond indulged his great knowledge and experience 
carefully. The valuations in his catalogs reflected this conservatism, at times to an undesirable degree. He 
handled numerous large collections and many thousands of fine coins during his long appearance upon the 
American numismatic stage. Within recent memory, the Elliot Smith, Hillyer Ryder and J. R Morgan collec¬ 
tions come quickly to mind, but there were countless others. 

Serious and secretly sensitive, at times overconscientious, the real Wayte Raymond was known to all too few. 
His enormous capacity for giving to those he believed deserving, the deep rooted generosity and unselfishness 
of the man, will never be fully known. His vivacious wife Olga, who survives him, recently reflected that “in the 
40 years I lived with him, he never said a bitter word against anyone.” All of the coins and collections, the 
publications and the labors, great as each or all might have been, none meet the test of a man more than that 
one sentence. 

Rayte Raymond’s remarkable achievements could possibly be duplicated, but his instinctive kindness, his 
ready chuckle, his deep sense of loyalty and decency, will be forever missed.

Wilson was born in 1869 and began collecting coins at an early age. His collection of Canadian coins, medals, and tokens was the finest ever 
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assembled at the time of his death in 1924. It also contained an impressive array of American rarities. The 46 (on 45) plates depict rare 
United States, Canadian and foreign coins and medals, as follows: 2 plates of colonials; 1 plate of large cents; 1 plate of pattern dollars; 9 
plates of Canadian tokens, military medals and coins; 7 plates of historical medals; 3 plates of Washingtonia; 1 plate of Lincoln medals; 1 
plate of decorations; 13 plates of Indian Peace medals; 7 plates of foreign coins and medals. The whereabouts of only a dozen or so copies 
with the full complement of photographic plates is known at the present time. Special editions were apparently guarded closely. Even 
Henry Chapman had to pay $15.00 for one, as evidenced by his Wilson auction invoice present here. The sale represents Raymond’s finest 
effort as a cataloguer and a plated copy is one of the most coveted rarities of American numismatic literature. John Adams considers it 
“easily one of the half dozen most important sales in the entire American series.” The historical significance of the sale is well stated by 
Raymond in his foreword: “The late W. W. C. Wilson of Montreal, who formed the splendid collection of Canadian and American coins 
and medals described in this catalogue, was one of the most discriminating and enthusiastic collectors of recent years. Mr. Wilson’s first 
and most natural interest was in the coins and tokens relating to his native Canada and it may be safely said that no such assemblage of 
numismatic material pertaining to that country has ever before been offered for sale. He bought many collections belonging to Canadian 
amateurs of his time, perhaps the most important being that of the late Thomas Wilson. It is not possible in the brief space allowed in an 
auction catalogue to enlarge upon the historical significance most of these coins and medals have, however present day Canadian collec¬ 
tors will no doubt be appreciative of the opportunity to acquire rarities seldom offered. Nor did Mr. Wilson neglect the coins and medals 
issued in the United States and in the early Colonial days, as many of the rarest items in the collection are much sought after examples of 
numismatic Americana. The series of Indian Peace Medals, presented by French and English Kings and the Presidents of the United States, 
is one of the most important ever held in a private collection. Few of these have survived and they have an historic interest, of a personal 
nature, representing the efforts of the early colonists and the later pioneers in the West to placate the natives of a new country.”

The high 
purchase price presumably limited distribution to those given by Raymond to favored clients. After all, the regular edition, “limited to 900 
copies,” could be had for a dollar, and even the “Special edition, interleaved, bound in finest maroon buckram and issued in an “Edition of 
100 numbered copies,” was priced at a hefty five dollars. Actual sales of both special editions appear to have been abysmal at best and more 
likely non-existent. On pages 3 and 4 of the volume at hand is a handwritten record of Waldo Newcomer’s complete collection of Philadel¬ 
phia double eagles 1850-1921, including notes on condition and most of the prices paid, along with similar entries describing his New 
Orleans double eagles, recorded on page 22.

With the compli¬ 
ments of J. L. Riddell.” Edward Deering Mansfield (1801-1880), was a noted author, newspaper editor, and early advocate of a railway 
connection from Cincinnati to the South. He called attention to the advantages of such a rail line in an article appearing in the September 
1836 issue of Western Monthly Magazine , and later was secretary of a committee headed by William Henry Harrison which visited the 
South to further the plan. Clain-Stefanelli 12335. Sigler 2190. John Leonard Riddell (1807-1865), was Melter and Refiner at the Branch Mint 
from 1838 to 1849; from i860 to 1863 he served as Postmaster of New Orleans. The illustrations in this valuable work are most unusual. 
Though having the superficial appearance of rubbings they were, according to the author, made from “metal types adapted for printing, 
indirectly from the coins themselves, which, if they do not always make a handsome print, give a perfectly correct, and I-think, satisfactory 
representation.” Apparently, the resulting method of printing necessitated the impression on only one side of each signature. Despite 
apparent widespread initial distribution of the Monograph of the Dollar, sales must have been minuscule, judging from the number of 
copies still extant. Riddell’s charming illustrations, if appearing to be a bit crude, are amazingly accurate and are actually the most realistic 
depictions of coins to appear in print up to that time. His unique process surpassed medallic ruling machine illustrations and was not 
superseded until the use of photographic coin illustrations became feasible in the late 1870s. Beyond its obvious interest to American 
numismatists, Riddell’s Monograph is still widely consulted by collectors of Mexican and Latin American eight reales.

It “urge(s) upon Congress, the necessity of establishing a 
Branch Mint at San Francisco,” which it terms “the commercial emporium of the Pacific...destined to become, next to New York, the 
storehouse for the products of the world.” It argues that “The product of gold from the mines of California, exceeds the aggregate product 
of the mines of all the world besides, and is more than seventy fold greater than the entire product of the mines of Virginia, the Carolinas, 
and Georgia; and yet, to facilitate and ensure the coinage of the gold found in these regions, branches of the mint were established at 
Charlotte, North Carolina, and Dahlonega, Georgia.” Robert Rantoul, Jr. was elected to the Senate in 1851 to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Daniel Webster, serving in Congress until his death the following year.

(1,500.00) 
An attractive document, certified “Correct” and signed by newly appointed Superintendent of the San Francisco Robert B. Swain, listing 
eighteen Mint employees and details of their monthly wages, including, at the top of the list, “F. B. Harte Clk. To Superintendent,” boldly 
signed in dark ink at the right: “Frank Bret Harte.” Of the eighteen employees, Harte and five others received $6.00 per day, ten received 
$5.00 per day, and two apparently received a monthly salary of $120.00. Harte’s pay for the month, $186.00, is the highest listed. Francis 
Brett Harte (1836-1902), was born in Albany, New York, and traveled to California in early 1854 by the Nicaragua route. He moved to San 
Francisco in i860, first working as a typesetter for the Golden Era, and in 1861 he gained an appointment as a clerk in the surveyor-general’s 
office. By the time he changed to a more lucrative position at the San Francisco Mint in 1863, over a hundred of Harte’s poems and sketches 
had appeared in the Era, sans Christian name and the last t of his middle name. While Harte was well paid during his six years at the Mint, 
the position appears to have been somewhat of a sinecure. The Dictionary of American Biography notes that his duties “were not arduous, 
and did not greatly interfere with his writing,” which continued apace during this period. “The Luck of Roaring Camp” and “The Outcast 
of Poker Flat” first appeared in print towards the end of his career at the Mint.

Lots 1-39 comprise Canadiana; 40-71 American 
colonials; 72-88 Washingtonia, etc.; 89-244 gold, silver and copper American coins; 245-251 pioneer gold; 252-367 Betts medals; 368-423 
other American medals. Plate I largely depicts colonials; plate II illustrates large cents, half cents and rare silver; plate III depicts pioneer 
gold; and plate IV illustrates medals. The remainder of the sale is devoted to Spanish and Latin American coins and medals, including West 
Indies cut and counterstamped pieces. The Schulman firm, one of the most active European numismatic enterprises during this period, 
especially in the field of “colonial” coins, clearly had amassed an excellent mailing list. The roster of North American collectors submitting 
absentee bids reads like a Who's Who. Among those included are John W. Garrett, Henry C. Hines, C. Wurtzbach, Dr. Courteau, Frank 
Liveright, McCormick-Goodhart, M. Storer, Eidlitz, Newcomer, Barney Bluestone, Eklund, W. A. D. Lees, L. A. Renault, S. S. Heal, J. 
Douglas Ferguson, W. Raymond, Alex J. Rosborough, George A. Gillette, John F. Jones, Thos. L. Elder, Wm. F. Sunday, Charles Clapp, and 
Geo. Bauer. Burdette G. Johnson appears to have personally attended the auction and a goodly number of better lots are noted as being 
purchased by “St. Louis.” The highlight of the sale was lot 248, previously described and illustrated above. Reserved at 1000, it sold for 4000 
florins to bidder 19, namely Waldo Newcomer. Henry Hines paid fl. 290 for the new yorke in America token, and purchased some large cents 
as well. Predictably, McCormick Goodhart purchased the Vernon medals, en bloc, for fl. 350. Among his acquisitions, John Garrett won an 
“Indian Chief medal 1881” for fl. 200. Frank Liveright paid fl. 475 for a Ferdinand Cortes medal, “made in 1529 in honour of his nomination 
of Captain General of Mexico.” And on it goes. It appears that many, if not most, of the rare American pieces found their way home, 
though Spink & Son was also active in the American portion of the sale, purchasing, as an example, the 1855 Wass Molitor $50 for fl. 900. 
Most interesting. 
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The Editor’s Set? Pattern Text Heavily Annotated 

841 Scott & Co. et al. the coin collector’s journal, illustrated, volumes 1-13. New York: J. W. Scott & Co., 
1875-1888. Thirteen volumes complete. 2,544 pages, numerous text illustrations, color plate, four page general 
title/index bound in each volume, two volumes annotated in pencil. Original blind-decorated blue cloth bindings, 
upper covers and spines lettered in gilt, a few spines somewhat faded. A very fine set, virtually unused. (3,000.00) 
The 1885 and 1886 volumes feature David Proskey’s pencil-circled trademark “DP” on the front flyleaves, routinely employed by him to identify 
books and catalogues in his library. First appearing in the June 1885 issue and concluding in the January 1887 issue, Robert Coulton Davis’s 
landmark series entitled Pattern and Experimental Issues of the United States Mint has been extensively annotated herein in pencil, apparently 
by Proskey. Included are numerous corrections and additions, notes on rarity, previously unrecorded edge varieties, mules, etc. Numerous 
references are made to the Parmelee collection, suggesting that many of the annotations were made during Proskey’s preparation of the June 
1890 auction sale of Parmelee’s magnificent coin collection, which was extremely rich in patterns. It seems likely that other annotations, 
especially textual corrections, were made by Proskey during the cataloguing of Robert Coulton Davis’s own collection, sold in January 1890. 
This superb set was acquired by Ford on 4/22/60 @ $450. Clain-Stefanelli 485. Adams page 58: “The Coin Collector’s Journal... Edited first by 
Frossard and then by Proskey, contains a wealth of useful content.” Scott’s Coin Collector’s Journal is one of the great nineteenth century 
American numismatic periodicals. While publications like Frossard’s Numisma may be more entertaining to read, the Coin Collector’s Journal 
provides more solid numismatic information on a wide variety of topics than any other commercial publication of the day. An unusually well- 
preserved set of this very scarce journal, in the original publisher’s cloth throughout, including the seldom-encountered final volume.

Affixed 
to it is a cover sheet, entitled in ink: “The Confederate Half-Dollar of 1861,” upon which are two sets of rubbing of 
a Confederate Half Dollar, one in blue pencil, the other in red pencil. Pasted to the flyer is a March 14, (1882) 
newspaper clipping recording the sale in New York the previous day of an original specimen for $870. (200.00) 

The original form sent out with initial orders of Scott’s famous restrike. The text tells the story of problems encountered in making the 
restrikes, the issue of white metal pieces, and the difficulty in procuring “500 Half-Dollars of a special mintage, on which the pieces have 
been struck by a new method over genuine 1861 No. O. mint U. S. half-dollars.” The die, “damaged only sufficiently to prevent re-striking,” 
was offered for sale at $50. The initial text on this particular form has been amended in black ink, indicated by brackets, to “It is with great 
pleasure we present you with the [2] re-strike Confederate Half Dollar [s], subscribed for on the [n !h ] ult.” The unknown recipient presum¬ 
ably made these rubbings at the time of receipt. The fact that two specimens were sent may belie Scott’s assertion that “we received orders 
for 567 pieces; the odd 67 subscribers have been supplied from a like number of patrons who ordered two copies...”

The chicanery of Mint Officials becomes 
apparent in the pages of this catalogue, where restrikes, rare patterns, and other Mint-produced concoctions abound. Linderman’s collection 
was originally offered for sale by Lyman Low on June 28,1887, but it was impounded by the United States Government and the sale did not take 
place until the following year. The change of venue is attributable to Low’s having ceased independent operations in the interim, entering the 
employ of J. W. Scott for nine years before resuming his own business. The hiatus is perhaps attributable to financial problems precipitated by 
the unrecovered costs of producing the original Linderman catalogue. In its new covers, twelve lots were deleted from the 1878 printing, and 
the number of pieces were reduced in three other lots. These items were confiscated by Treasury agents as being in violation of the 1873 coinage 
law that Linderman himself had helped to draft. Still quite important, the firm notes: “...the Catalogue will show that the sale which it 
announces challenges all previous American Sales in the point of average quality and high value, by whatever measure it may be measured. The 
pieces described cannot fail to elicit a lively interest among American collectors, for, aside from the extreme rarity of many of the experimental 
and trial pieces, etc., the entire collection has a character so marked, and so peculiarly its own, that it may fairly be regarded as without a 
compeer in its special line.” The sale starts out with a run of proof half cents, which Chapman condemns as “Miserable restrikes, dies worn out, 
pinkish red tone, edges sharp.” He also terms the 1827 quarter dollar a “Miserable restrike,” and amends the 1804 dollar text from “same dies as 
that in the Mint Cabinet,” to “same dies as the restrike in the Mint Cabinet.” The 1804 dollar is reported as bringing $470, though an annotation 
notes: “Sold by Scott to Ten Eyck for 600.” The Chapmans bought most of the twenty cent patterns and scattered other pieces, and Steigerwalt 
was active throughout, as was “NY” (Scott?). Other buyers included Stirling, Morgan, Smith, Markham, Nichols, Levis, Ely, and Smith.

Brilliantly Annotated by a Young Walter Breen

Extensively annotated throughout in pencil by Walter Breen, apparently contemporary with publication. Breen’s virtuosity is evident 
throughout, though at least a few of his observations are faulty. As a bibliographic example, of Chapman’s work on 1794 cents he claims 
that “1923 edition is unique - ANS had only copy out.” There are many corrections, additions, and observations in the introductory text, 
and the catalogue is annotated on nearly every page, including extensive revisions of the condition censuses based on voluminous refer¬ 
ences to sale appearances and other factors, numerous corrections, additions, diagnostic observations, and a wide array of valuable notes. 
Also loosely laid are also several sheets of additional detailed notes. It is no wonder that the sum of Breen’s contributions, apparently first 
captured here on paper, secured for him mention on the title page of the 1958 second edition of this landmark work, famously retitled 
Penny Whimsy.

293 in Thomas Elder’s May 10, 1913 sale. A newspaper clipping announcing Slafter’s forthcoming “carefully prepared paper...on the 
coinage of Vermont” is tipped in on the inside back cover. Sigler 2343. As stated on the title, one of fifty copies only printed. Slafter (1816- 
1906) was a noted Protestant Episcopal clergyman and author. He graduated from Dartmouth in 1840 and subsequently studied at the 
Andover Theological Seminary. He was ordained a priest in 1845. An interest in genealogy soon ripened into historical research and he 
served as secretary (1865-1866), vice-president (1886-1880), and president (1880-1906) of the Prince Society, an organization formed in 1858 
to preserve and extend the knowledge of American history by editing and printing important source material. Slafter’s main numismatic 
work was a great improvement over the chapter on the topic in Hickcox’s 1858 Historical Account of American Coinage , but it, in turn, was 
soon superseded by Crosby’s 1875 magnum opus. Today, The Vermont Coinage is a fabled American numismatic rarity. If all fifty copies 
were actually distributed, it would appear that few have survived. Only three examples have come to market in the modern era: the first in 
a 1990 Orville Grady sale (subsequently reoffered in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale); the second in the December 9,1995 
Kolbe/Spink sale; and the third in the June 5,1999 Kolbe Bass Library sale.

A nineteenth century American numismatic bestseller, issued in a wide variety of publisher’s cloth bindings, most incorporating on the 
upper cover, as here, Smith’s delightfully engraved device of a portly Miss Liberty astride an eagle in flight, with a balance in one hand, 
dispensing coins from the horn of plenty from the other. Despite their plentitude, copies are rarely encountered in very fine condition as 
here. Primarily a wine merchant, Smith (born Anders Madsen Schmidt in Denmark) became interested in numismatics in the mid-i870S 
and published several numismatic works before this, his numismatic magnum opus, appeared. It may have been written to compete with 
John S. Dye’s popular 1883 Coin Encyclopedia , and, judging from current availability, was at least as successful. A delightful feature of this 
work is the extensive use of reproductions of numismatic frontispieces and vignettes taken from early numismatic publications.

Acquired 1/4/64 @ $250. With original plates, the Maris sale is among the rarest and most desirable American auction catalogues ever 
issued; it is almost never encountered with buyers’ names. To have two such examples in the present sale is truly an embarrassment of 
riches. Although it is stated in the catalogue that fifty plated examples were to be issued, it would appear that only a handful of copies were 
actually distributed, and the whereabouts of about a half dozen or so are currently known. Depicted on the first plate are rare United States 
silver coins for the most part; the second and third plates illustrate rare United States patterns; plate four mostly depicts large cents; and 
the last two plates illustrate the highlights of the famous Maris collection of New Jersey coins which was sold as a single lot at the sale and 
remained intact until dispersed at the Garrett sale a century later. The Circular , or sale prospectus is usually absent and provides interesting 
and pertinent content pertaining to the sale.

A remarkably fine copy and, as previously noted in a different context, the presence of two plated examples in the present sale is another 
embarrassment of riches. In the preface, Smith described the collection thus: “In offering the American, Colonial, and Pattern Depart¬ 
ments of the Cabinet of Dr. Maris at public auction, I would direct attention to the fact that there is scarcely an undesirable piece in the 
Catalogue. A number of the coins are believed to be unique; very many are of great rarity; and all, with few exceptions, are in unusually 
fine condition... I think it may safely be said, without fear of contradiction, that never before has there been a one day’s sale that contained 
so many rare and valuable American coins.” Smith concludes by noting: “It may appear singular to some that I should have a coin sale in 
Philadelphia. In deference to the wishes of Doctor Maris, it was concluded best to have the sale in the city where he resides. I acknowledge 
material assistance from the owner, in the preparation of the catalogue.” Except for this separately issued Preface, often not present, Harlan 
Page Smith’s name does not appear anywhere else in this catalogue (even in the example of the preface present here, it has been clipped 
from the bottom). The review of the sale in the October, 1886 American Journal of Numismatics sheds much light on these curious circum¬ 
stances: “Dr. Maris having prepared his own catalogue of his own collection, offered the same at auction through Messrs. Stans (sic) V. 
Henkels 8c Co., Philadelphia, June 21st last. Some statements having been made as to this sale which are incorrect, we are authorized to say, 
that although the name of a New York dealer was placed on the title page, that gentleman did ‘not own a single piece in it,’ and Dr. Maris 
was ‘driven to the necessity of placing it there by the attitude of other dealers, who protested against a collector cataloguing his own 
collection.’ We have no knowledge who the dealers were who so protested, but our information as to matters alluded to comes to us most 
directly. The collection was rich in the specialties in which Dr. Maris has so long been interested and brought good prices.”

An apparently unique inventory of the important collection purchased en bloc in the late 1930s by F. C. C. Boyd. According to the introduc¬ 
tory text, Bayard’s collection included 1,037 pieces, including 710 different varieties and some fifty silver specimens. It included “466 
different medals described in W. S. Baker’s Work,” so numbered, and a table of translations of Latin legends appearing on the medals. The 
descriptions are quite detailed and include legends, devices, metal, size, and often additional interesting notes, including rarity, prov¬ 
enance, etc. The annotations appear to be in several different hands and are also interesting and informative, and appear to often record 
specimens in metals not included in the original total of 1,037 pieces.

As proclaimed on 
the title, following the author’s name, Snowden was the Director of the Mint at the time of publication. He writes: “In theearlv part of the 
it occurred to the writer that it would be interesting, and no doubt gratifying to the public taste, to collect and place in the 
Cabinet of the National Mint one or more specimens of all the medallic memorials of Washington which could be obtained.” Enlisting the 
assistance of coin collectors and the public, Snowden managed to increase the collection from four or five specimens to one hundred 
thirty-eight. “The collection thus made was...formally inaugurated, as a part of the Cabinet of the Mint, on the 22nd day of February, 
i860.. .on which occasion the farewell address was read.”This resulting handsomely-produced volume thus became the first major cata- 
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logue of Washington medals. Readers were encouraged by Snowden to fill any remaining gaps in the collection. At the close of the preface 
the author notes that “This work, in conjunction with the Mint Manual of Coins, recently published, completes the description of the 
objects of interest and curiosity collected and exhibited in the Museum or Cabinet of the Mint of the United States.” A fair number of both 
of these handsomely produced works must have been originally issued as copies appear on the market with some regularity, though the 
specially bound edition offered here is rarely offered, particularly in such a fine state of preservation.

The text is printed 
unevenly and several of the letters of type on the title of this copy are broken, though the imprint at the base is more deeply impressed, and 
the title verso has been updated to reflect up to 1880 “Officers of the Mint of United States, Philadelphia.” We have never had the opportu¬ 
nity to compare various editions to determine whether the basic text changed over the decade or so during which the various imprints 
were issued, or if it remained the same.

A Description of the Finest Collection in the Country,” it is a lengthy account provided “Through the 
courtesy of Mr. Lorin G. Parmelee.” The other, from the February 15,1880 New York Times , proves that the epidemic misspelling of the 
Boston bean baker’s surname has illustrious precedent. A long and interesting article devoted mainly to Sommer Islands and other colo¬ 
nial issues, it is entitled “The Parmalee (sic) Collection: All the Coinage of the United States. How the Collection Was Got Together—The 
Pig in Coinage—Greek Coins—Summer (sic) Island Money—The Coins of the Colonies.” The misspelling of the family name is found 
throughout the text, as it continues to appear in print even to the present day. A number of pencil corrections are present in the text. On 
the blank leaf facing page 18, Davis has entered descriptions of “1794.‘Pattern mill ,’—Zw of a cent copper - struck from the dies of the Half 
Dime; Half Dollar - copper; Dollar - do; do - do without stars . 1795. Half Eagle-copper.” Also listed on subsequent pages are an 1803 pattern 
cent; an 1814 “Half Dollar struck on Platina”; an 1838-O Half Dollar; 1853-O Half Dollar “without arrowheads 8c rays”; etc. As one might 
imagine, the pattern section is heavily augmented in similar fashion, with over fifty added listings, 1792-1877. All in all, a quite remarkable 
example of this fabled catalogue.

According to 
Douglas B. Ball, in his foreword to the 1972 Quarterman reprint of this work, it “is a classic example of a rare book, there being only five 
copies extant. It was originally intended to be part of a ten-volume series of which it was to be the statistical portion. Only five of the ten 
volumes reached the printer and constitute the obscure monument to Raphael Prosper Thian, soldier, Chief Clerk of the Adjutant’s 
General’s Office, and, in his spare time, over a forty-year period, an avid student of Confederate monetary and economic history.” In 
correspondence with Armand Champa in 1983, cited in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale catalogue, John J. Ford, Jr. wrote 
that “This is easily the rarest book in American numismatics. Five copies were prepared to give to Senator Daniel W. Voorhees in late 1887, 
early 1888 via Secretary of War William C. Endicott. Voorhees blew the publication of Thian’s proposed 10-volume set on Confederate 
Finance by giving both the idea and the sample volumes to the wrong Congressional committee... ” Of the five copies issued, three are now 
in institutional hands, namely the Library of Congress, Duke University Library, and the American Numismatic Society Library (Thian’s 
own copy, purchased in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena first Champa Library sale by the present cataloguer on behalf of Harry 
W. Bass, Jr. @ $11,550, who subsequently donated it to the Society). Beyond the example offered here, only one other copy is currently in 
private hands; it being a second example offered in the September 10,1995 Bowers and Merena third Champa Library sale. A “Fine” 
example with a repaired tear in the title, it was also purchased there by the present cataloguer on behalf of Harry W. Bass, Jr. @ $8,525 (on 
a commission of $13,000+). It subsequently brought $11,550 in the September 25,1999 Kolbe Bass sale, and presently resides in a private 
library. The work itself remains indispensable for its extensive listings of signers and serial numbers of Confederate currency. Ball writes: 
“Despite its seemingly complex character, Thian’s Register of the Confederate Debt is an absolute must, particularly for the less experienced 
dealer and collector of Confederate securities. The reason for this apparent paradox lies in the fact that the experienced collectors can 
usually identify counterfeit notes when they see them, for they often have reference collections of such material in their possession. The 
newcomer is not so advantageously placed. Some of the Counterfeit experts are very dangerous and have fooled even experts.” Truly one 
of the great rarities of American numismatic literature.

A most desirable example of one of 
the earliest American auction sale catalogues one may realistically aspire to own, featuring a remarkable pedigree. Among the buyers 
recorded by Bushnell beyond himself, are Burtus, Brown, Howard, Davids, Banner, Martin, Colburn, Vail, Mickley, Baldwin, Morris, 
Lehman, Mitchell, Stokes, G-, Monis, and Kline (who bought in the final lot).

Thompson’s Bank Note Reporter was “issued to regular subscribers weekly, semi-weekly and monthly” and weekly 
subscribers received not only a complimentary copy of The Autographical Counterfeit Detector but a copy of the heavily-illustrated Coin Book 
as well. Today, both are quite rare, particularly the former, suggesting that either weekly subscribers were few and far between or that the 
ephemeral nature of these publications engendered a minuscule survival rate. This edition appears to have been the penultimate issue.

Through the years we have handled only two other plated copies: 1) a disbound example sold privately (subse¬ 
quently rebound, with the plates linen-backed, it was offered in the November 17,1994 Bowers and Merena sale); and 2) an example, in 
condition similar to the one at hand, sold in our December 8,1991 Kolbe/Spink sale. Fewer than a half dozen plated Lardner sales are 
currently known to have survived. The superb photograph appears to be the one used to make the halftone found in the Lardner promo¬ 
tional pamphlet, which is the first we have seen. In it, his talents are highlighted: “Mr. Lardner, a life student and familiar of the contempo¬ 
rary stage, presents that most sought after and elusive requirement of committees and hosts... The Unusual in Entertainment, consisting 
of humorous stories and baffling magic."

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sales. Pete Smith observes in American Numismatic Biographies, that the “remainder of his collection was sold piecemeal to Woodin, 
Raymond and others.”

This fascinating document chronicles the culmination of efforts to abolish the Mint. Indeed, twenty-four days after its issue the House of 
Representatives voted to do so. Don Taxay, in The U. S. Mint and Coinage, notes that the bill was then “sent to the Senate where, surpris¬ 
ingly, it failed to obtain a third reading. To complete the reversal, the Senate, on March 3, passed a bill to prolong the continuation of the 
Mint at Philadelphia.” This pretty much deflated the anti-Mint movement, though another wholly unsuccessful run was made at the end 
of the year. Reproduced herein, Elias Boudinot’s February 27,1802 letter to Representative William Branch Giles (who had opposed the 
Mint from the beginning and was the prime mover for its abolishment) notes “great difficulties.. .in obtaining a full supply of copper,” and 
continues that he “wrote to Mr. Boueton [Matthew Boulton] early in the fall to send me out by the first spring ships, from 20 to 25 tons of 
Planchett’s...We have near twenty tons of Planchett’s on hand and which will keep us employed during the winter, but the expected 
shipment, will remain for the summer’s work, if the coinage of copper is continued.. .As to importing the cents complete from Europe, it 
can certainly be done.” Boudinot concludes: “An importation of cents complete would not diminish the security of having good copper; 
but it would hazard the running of a flood of cents, lighter than allowed by law, into the United States, and the difficulty of preventing the 
evil would be very great. It would be a greater security to have the coinage of copper executed here by contract, which might be done 
without expense to the union, provided government would take the cents.” Robert Scot’s appended March 4,1802 letter to Secretary of the 
Treasury Albert Gallatin begins: “The probability of the abolition of the mint establishment, induces me thus early, to state to you, that if 
the legislature should not be disposed, altogether to abandon the copper coinage, or might be willing after repealing the laws establishing 
the mint, to allow of a copper coinage, provided it may be done without any expense to the public, I would solicit your interest and 
influence to promote a proposition of that kind... I need not omit informing you, that on the first establishment of the mint I relinquished 
a profession at least equally productive and beneficial, as that of the engraver’s place in the mint, which I have filled, and I believe without 
reproach ever since; by the loss of which I shall be left without resourse...I therefore submit...That I may be vested with the exclusive 
privilege, according to law, of coining cents of the United States... ” On March 22,1802 Boudinot again responds to Giles “with regard to 
the real and personal estate of the mint establishment, &c. &c.” This striking letter, which goes on to enumerate the assets of the Mint in 
some detail, is reproduced (with minor changes) on pages 137-138 of Taxay. Boudinot goes on propose that “If it should be thought best to 
continue the mint, the establishment should be rendered permanent, and the machinery should be moved by steam instead of horses, 
which would in some measure reduce the annual expenses of labor. ..Iam, individually of opinion, that its present issue of about 500,000 
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dollars annually, in addition to the current coin of the union, is sufficient for the present welfare of the United States.. .1 verily believe, that 
under no given circumstance, can the necessary coin of the United States be produced, at a much less expense than it is at present...it 
would not be safe, to estimate the expense, at any rate, much under 20,000 dollars.. .it should be remembered, that the copper cents may 
produce a profit of 5000 dollars per annum, that ought to be credited against the expenditures of the mint in future, which reduces the 
amount considerably.”

Dies 
wear with use, therefore, coins struck early in the year are preferable to those struck late.” The text on medals notes that “Private medal dies 
can not, under the law, be prepared at the Mint, but when the regular business of the Mint will permit, medals maybe struck from dies 
furnished by individuals, public institutions, and incorporated societies, at a cost sufficient to cover the cost of the operation and the 
metal.” The entire back of the document comprises a list of available medals, including size and price.

Nicholas 
Marie Alexandre Vattemare, founder of the System of International Exchanges, was born in Paris in 1796 and died there in 1864. A man of 
many talents, early in his career he was a surgeon and he later became a well-known ventriloquist who traveled throughout Europe and 
America. He subsequently gave up this occupation to promote adoption of his Systeme d’Echange International, initially aimed at the 
exchange of duplicate books between libraries, especially government publications. Later it was extended to include works of art, maps, 
natural history specimens, coins, medals and other similar objects. He came to America in 1839 and again in 1847, and was granted funds 
by Congress and by several state legislatures to further his scheme, which met with greater success here than in Europe. He effected several 
exchanges with the National Institute (later the Smithsonian Institution). His rare r86t work describing American coins, medals and 
tokens from 1652 to 1858 was written to complement the holdings of the Bibliotheque Nationale. Nearly 400 pieces are described. Some¬ 
times mintages are noted, and many of the early items feature historical notes which are usually interesting if not in all cases completely 
accurate.

Grierson page 212 & 312: “Un ouvrage de reference classique..By far the finest set of 
the monumental Fonrobert collection of colonial coins that we have ever handled (a fourth sale, mainly devoted to Islamic coins, is not 
present here). Printed on poor quality paper, the Fonrobert catalogues are routinely encountered literally falling apart, and volumes in a 
decent state of preservation are rarely encountered. Despite their age, these catalogues are still of great importance, largely due to the vast 
size of the collection and the remarkably detailed cataloguing. Indeed, the Weyl firm was instrumental in popularizing the collecting of 
American coins in Europe. Their pioneering efforts have, until recently at least, gone largely unappreciated.

Although he died in 
the 1930s, his collection was kept intact by his son until 1950 when it was purchased jointly by J. D. Jerguson, Hans M. F. Schulman, and Abner 
Kreisberg. The volume at hand turned up in Schulman’s November 30,1966 numismatic book sale as lot 265. The catalogue of Thomas Church 
tokens bound herein is particularly interesting. Bowman writes of Church (1843-1917), that he “became interested in collecting coins when 
about 35 years of age and assembled an outstanding collection of Canadian coins and tokens. Early in the 1880’s he began experimenting in the 
art of cutting dies and with the passing of years became very proficient in this hobby. He struck approximately sixty different tokens, all of his 
own design and for his own amusement, in various metals such as lead, white metal, copper, brass, nickel and at least one in silver.”

Eastman’s Treatise on Counterfeit, Altered and Spurious Bank 
Notes published for use in his abortive St. Louis school.” No one who has compared the two texts would argue with Reed’s assertion. He 
also notes that E. J. Wilber was principal of the Junior Department of Actual Business at Eastman College and that E. P. Eastman was 
principal of the Theory Department. Why the usually bombastic Harvey Gridley Eastman chose to hide behind the names of his instruc¬ 
tors is not clear. This edition is considerably enhanced by the fine plates of bank note designs engraved by New York Bank Note Co., and 
also by the profusely illustrated twenty page article on the American Bank Note Company, bound in at the end, which originally appeared 
in the February, 1862 issue of Harper’s New Monthly Magazine.

961 Woodin, William H. A REMARKABLE body of CORRESPONDENCE pertaining TO THE disposition of 
THE TWO 1877 HALF UNION, QUINTUPLE EAGLE, OR $50 GOLD COINS ACQUIRED CIRCA 1909 BY WILLIAM HARTMAN 
WOODIN. Twenty items. Various persons/places, April 7-August 2,1910. (6,500.00) 

The correspondence present here greatly clarifies the circumstances surrounding the return of the two $50 gold patterns to the Mint, in 
which Mr. Woodin was not the principal involved, according to a June 7,1910 letter cited below. In the landmark 1913 work on United States 
pattern coins, authors E. H. Adams and W. H. Woodin term these two pieces “the most desirable coins ever issued at the United States 
Mint." From a certain perspective, their book can be viewed as a shopping list provided to collectors to facilitate the sale of the enormous 
quantity of patterns apparently freed up in connection with the return of these two fabled coins. The headline in the June 1909 issue of The 
Numismatist sets the stage for the events described herein: “U. S. Mint 1877 $50. Patterns in Gold. Previously Unknown. Great Price Paid 
for Two Unique Specimens by Mr. William H. Woodin of New York.” The denouement likewise became public in a notice found in the 
December 1910 issue of The Numismatist: “The $50 Gold Pattern Pieces Returned to Mint.” In between, holy hell broke loose in the 
numismatic world, the government also ensnaring Captain John W. Haseltine in a separate but related legal matter, under circumstances 
remarkably petty when compared to the transaction engineered by Messrs. Haseltine and Stephen K. Nagy. The following items are 
present here, mainly related to the Woodin affair, though a few letters also touch upon Haseltine’s woes: 1) a typed April 7,1910 letter on 
New York Central Lines stationery from President W. C. Brown, signed, to Postmaster General Hon. Frank H. Hitchcock, reading in part: 
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“I want to introduce to you Mr. W. H. Woodin, Assistant to President of the American Car & Foundry Company of New York, who will 
present this letter. I think you will remember that during the last campaign when things looked rather discouraging from a financial 
standpoint, Mr. Woodin took a leading part in raising $150,000 among the business interests of New York and Chicago. Mr. Woodin would 
like to talk with you about a personal matter... 2) a typed April 11,1910 letter on New York Central Lines stationery from President W. C. 
Brown, signed, “To The President, The White House, Washington, D.C.,” reading: “I want to take the liberty of introducing to you Mr. W. 
H. Woodin, Secretary to President, American Car & Foundry Company of New York, who will present this letter. Mr. Woodin desires to see 
you about a matter of considerable importance, and I trust that you can conveniently give him an audience”; 3) a typed half-sheet April 25, 
1910 letter on printed stationery from Albert L. Lewis, Attorney-at-Law, Penn Square Building, Philadelphia, signed, to Henry W. Jessup, 
reading: “On April 7th, 1910 ,1 requested you to furnish me with a copy of the list of patterns for sale at the mint, which we loaned to your 
client. Kindly forward me a copy of the same on the earliest date. Also kindly furnish me with a copy of the certificate or whatever it is 
called which was given by Mr. Haseltine to Mr. Goodwin”; 4) a typed April 25, 1910 letter on Treasury Department stationery from 
Secretary of the Treasury Franklin MacVeagh, signed, to W. C. Brown, reading in part: “...I have seen Mr. Woodin and have promoted 
conferences between him and his attorney and our Department and the Department of Justice... A course of action has been determined 
upon that I understand was acquiesced in by all. I fully explained to Mr. Woodin and so did the Director of the Mint, Mr. A. Piatt Andrew, 
that we were extremely reluctant to cause him a loss or bother.. .and it was assumed that he would recover from the parties of whom he 
had purchased the pattern pieces if they proved to be the Government’s property. The main interest of the Director of the Mint has been 
to prevent dealing in unauthorized products of the Mint..5) a carbon copy of a typed April 26,1910 letter to Albert L. Lewis, Philadel¬ 
phia, reading in part: “I enclose a list of patterns, which were at the Mint.. .1 instructed Mr. Woodin to make a demand on Mr. Haseltine, 
and he has had no reply to it”; 6) a photocopy of a typed April 26,1910 letter to Franklin MacVeagh, reading in part: “It was kind of you to 
write me.. .relative to Mr. W. H. Woodin. I know that you will be disposed to all you can do consistently in the case..7 & 8) a carbon 
copy and the original April 27,1910 typewritten letter on printed stationery from Henry Wynans Jessup, Counselor at Law, New York, to 
William H. Woodin, reading in part: “My dear Will:- The matter which we want added as a Rider is substantially the following: No further 
pattern or experimental pieces shall be issued or sold from any of the United States Mints, except under regulations made by the Director 
of the Mints.9) a typed April 28,1910 letter from Albert L. Lewis to Henry W. Jessup, reading in part: “I would like to have a copy of the 
paper signed by Mr. Haseltine and given to Mr. Woodin, termed a guarantee, so that I may take up the matter with my client, as he has an 
indefinite recollection”; 10) an April 28,1910 carbon copy of a typewritten letter to Hon. Joseph H. Gaines, House of Representatives, 
reading in part: “Dear Br’er Gaines:- “Some time I would like to tell you about the matter we have on hand with the Treasury Department. 
We want to have the Mints authorized to regulate the issuance and sale of pattern pieces that collectors are accustomed to value very 
highly... ”; 11) an April 29,1910 carbon copy of a typewritten letter to Albert L. Lewis reads in part: “If Mr. Haseltine prefers to stand firm 
with the pattern pieces in his possession, he had better act promptly...should the coins be actually seized under a writ after you have 
unreasonably delayed complying with the demand there might be unfortunate complications”; 12) a May 10,1910 carbon copy of a typed 
letter to Mr. Kingsley of Fidelity & Deposit Co. of Maryland from H. W. J., reading in part: “I have a very interesting case about to be 
brought by the United States Government against a client of mine.. .The action will be in replevin to recover two sample $50 gold pieces. 
The case will be a friendly one, in order to determine the powers of the mint officers, one of whom in 1877 or 8 allowed these pieces to leave 
the Mint”; 13) an undated carbon copy of a typewritten 2 page “Draft letter for Michaelson,” reading in part:"... many of us are very much 
worked up over the recent action here and in Philadelphia...attempting to seize what are called pattern pieces, which, as long as I can 
remember, and I am an old man, have been openly offered for sale at advertised auctions, have been distributed from the Mint or have 
been obtained from members of the Committee on Coining of Congress under well known regulations”; 14) a typed May 14,1910 letter on 
Treasury Department stationery from A. Piatt Andrew, Director of the Mint, signed, to William H. Woodin, reading: “I enclose herewith 
copy of a letter just received from the Deputy Master of the Royal Mint in London with regard to the treatment of experimental coins in 
that country which may be of interest to you”; 15) a typed June 2,1910 letter from Henry Wynans Jessup to William H. Woodin, reading in 
part, “You will let me know if you wish me to write a letter to Pratt announcing the determination of the gold-fifty case”; 16) a carbon copy 
of an undated “Draft for Mr. Woodin to write to Dr. Andrew,” reading in part: “1 have received from Mr. Wise, the United States Attorney 
here a letter reading as follows: ‘I am today in receipt of a letter from the Attorney General advising me that the matter of the two fifty 
dollar gold pattern pieces... has been settled... and that it is not necessary that any further legal proceedings should be taken against you’ 
It surprised me... that it tended to create the impression that I had been forced to give up those dear 50s under threat of being sued, 
whereas I was prepared to fight to the last tooth to keep them, had it not been for the situation which you presented to me... ”; 17) a carbon 
copy of a typewritten June 7,1910 letter to Henry W. Wise, reading in part: “Col. Snowden, who had originally purchased these coins from 
the Director of the Mint in Philadelphia by depositing the bullion value and the charge for pattern pieces to save them from being melted 
down, in the course of negotiations between himself and Dr. Andrew, Director of the Mints, came to an agreement with the latter over all 
matters in dispute between them, and proposed to Mr. Woodin to repay him the $20,000 he had paid for these pieces, in order that he 
might carry out his arrangement with Dr. Andrew. Mr. Woodin after numerous visits to Philadelphia and Washington and conference 
with Dr. Andrew, both there and in this city, decided to accept this offer, returned the 50 s to Col. Snowden, and I thereupon notified Mr. 
Pratt, as did Mr. Woodin, that the incident was closed, and we requested a letter from your office confirming the same. In view of the 
trouble and expense to which Mr. Woodin was put to facilitate Dr. Andrew in the adjustment of a very difficult situation, your letter seems 
a little unfair, in that it would tend to create the appearance of a record some time in the future that Mr. Woodin had been compelled to 
give up something of which he was improperly in possession”; 18) a typed June 10,1910 letter from Albert L. Lewis to Henry W. Jessup, 
reading in part: “I beg to enclose herewith a copy of the Statement of Demand filed in the case of the United States v. John W. Haseltine. It 
seems to me that the government contention will finally rest upon the mere claim for the pieces in intended metal as given on page two of 
the Statement. If such be their final contention, then the pieces of your client will go ‘Scot free’... I noted in the papers of June 3rd, 1910, that 
Mr. Andrews, Director of the Mint, had been selected as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. Perhaps you also noted this”; 19) a typed June 
15,1910 letter on Treasury Department stationery, from now Assistant Secretary of the Treasury A. Piatt Andrew, signed, to William H. 
Woodin, reading in part: “ I have never received the letter from you of which you speak in regard to a communication from Mr. Wise... would

you be good enough to send it? I certainly shall not lose my interest in the plan for improving our coinage, and in my present position the 
Mint Bureau is one of the departments over which I have supervision. I appreciate very much your warm congratulations upon my 
appointment”; 20) the first page carbon copy of a typewritten August 2,1910 letter to A. Piatt Andrew and, confusingly stapled to it, the 
concluding page in carbon copy of a typed letter to Superintendent of the United States Mint John H. Landis, the first page reading in part: 
“Permit me to call your attention to the very unsettled situation confronting our numismatic societies, owing to the attitude or supposed 
attitude of your Department regarding U. S. pattern and experimental pieces.. .In view of the approaching annual convention in Septem¬ 
ber of the American Numismatic Association, some explicit statement might with propriety be issued by you at this time.. .The Haseltine 
suit in Philadelphia has caused consternation," and the final page reading in part: “...let me know whether the cases for the display of 
medals offered for sale in the mint have been erected...and will you also inform me when the catalogue of the mint cabinet will be 
complete and ready for print?” The unsigned carbon copy letters are mostly on goldenrod stock and all save the last appear to have been 
written by Woodin’s attorney Henry Wynans Jessup. Those who have managed to persevere by reading to this point may well have reached 
a conclusion similar to that of the cataloguer, i.e., that the machinations involved in the resolution of this remarkable contretemps might 
have made even Machiavelli blush. In numismatic terms, however, the documentation present here adds greatly to our knowledge, contra¬ 
dicting in some respects, and clarifying in others, one of the great American numismatic stories of all time.

Three most interesting letters pertaining “to the dull finish proof gold coins,” and, collaterally, to the pattern coin litigation going on at the 
time. In the first letter, Andrew writes: “I have just written to Mr. Landis to try to secure from him some information with regard to the 
objection to the dull finish proof gold coins. I should be very happy to accede to your request to have a few proof sets made with the dull 
finish, except.. .that I do not want any peculiar issues to be made for any particular people from the Mint in Philadelphia which are not 
available for purchase by all. If collectors will agree in favoring the dull proof coins I shall be only too glad to order that all proofs hereafter 
of gold coins be made in dull finish, but I do not think that we ought to make a few sets of an exceptional kind for any particular 
individuals. In that way lies great opportunity for abuse, as the past has shown, and as you very well know.. .1.. .will keep you informed as 
to the exact status of the case.” Andrew’s August 25th letter notes that should there be a change in “the finish of the gold proof coins.. .it 
should be made at the beginning of a calendar year so that we would not have two kinds of proof coins bearing the same date. If you can 
secure anything like a consensus of opinion, say at the meeting of the Numismatic Association...I will order the proof coins for the 
coming year to be made in the dull finish, which you suggest. I do not think we should be expected to make them of two varieties.” In his 
August 31st missive, Andrew states that he is “glad you are going to undertake to secure a resolution of the Numismatic Association.. .1 
have not yet found time to formulate a plan with regard to the pattern pieces, but I presume it would be wiser anyway to wait until the 
court has settled the case in Philadelphia.” As recorded in the August-September 1910 issue of The Numismatist, on September 7th, 1910, 
Edgar H. Adams, acting on behalf of Woodin, “said that he had been requested by gold coin collectors to present the following resolution: 
RESOLVED: That the American Numismatic Association in convention assembled, respectfully requests the Director of the United States 
Mint to abandon the present style of striking gold proof sets and to resume that in vogue in 1908, when the gold coins were produced with 
a frosted effect.’ ”

was the first sale to break the $3,000 barrier, Roper’s 1851 sale being the first to exceed $1,000, and Kline’s 1855 sale being the first to bring 
over $2,000. As Woodward notes, “money was no object” in the formation of the collection, which featured superb American colonial 
coins, rare Washingtonia, etc. It was the first of his outstanding “Semi-Annual Sales” held in New York, a series justly renowned for the 
quality and quantity of numismatic material offered therein.

Besides 
featuring the prices realized and the names or initials of the purchasers, this catalogue is filled with important and often fascinating observa¬ 
tions by Levick, including: after lot 135, three 1877-S “brilliant and Perfect” half dollars selling @ 514, he writes, “What has become of all the San 
Fr mint prices?”; Levick several times mentions after various lots of American silver coins, “I see no mints ”: of lot 272,4 Doremus & Nixon 
store cards, “thick planchet and plated proofs,” Woodward notes that “Originals from these are so rare that the Levick Collection contains no 
specimen,” to which Levick responds, “you are mistaken,” and further expands in the margin, “His one eye didn’t see it - as I did have it”; a 
number of other notes are also present concerning items in Levick’s collection not appearing in the sale catalogue; after various lots, Levick 
laments, “sold too cheap”; prices paid are listed by Levick for various lots, often noting a loss, and occasionally the source; of Michigan 
Copperheads, Woodward writes that “Nearly all the following struck from Mr. Levick’s collection, to which Levick queries, “Who told you so?”; 
etc.; etc. It is clear that Levick was far from pleased with the catalogue, which he doubtless hoped would more adequately memorialize his 
remarkable collection, though he clearly delighted in underlining various portions of the text complimentary of both him and the collection. 
On a blank leaf at the end of the catalogue, Levick has written in pencil what appears to be a draff of a letter to Woodward: “Prided myself on 
the magnificent Condition of the collection in which I took great pains & expense to secure fine specimens— I had enough to form a triplicate 
collection - unfort(unat)el(y) I let every thing in y(ou)r damn ignorance & haste bunched everything - mixed up scattered out (of) place not 
classified & unplated-As (for) restrikes there are not so many as y(o)u charge the coll(ection) with -1 notice that restrikes are mosdy the mules 
which I claim you had to do with than any one else as you seem to be so familiar— I procured some of my finest specimens before the restrike 
p(ai)rs- & on a/c of their fine proof in brilliant condition you assume many to be restrikes-You also put up in lots a proprietor’s card which 
contain varieties unknown & rare.” [the foregoing text may require editing by someone more familiar with Levick’s scrawl].

A most interesting letter recounting B. G. Johnson’s 1906 sale of the George Rice collection, written during Wiirtzbach’s tenure as a 
member of the American Numismatic Association Board of Governors. Betraying his German heritage—likely proud of it—he employs 
the umlaut when writing his surname here, while the printed roster of officials on the letterhead omits it. Though parsimonious in his 
punctuation, this letter appears to be free of spelling errors, suggesting that the many found in his famous pictorial album of Massachu¬ 
setts colonial silver coins issued many years later are attributable to others. Some punctuation has been added to the portions of this letter, 
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cited below, to facilitate reading: “I have at last located that 99 over 98 cent; it was owned for years by George W. Rice of Detroit, an old time 
collector, and was the pride of his heart. His coins were sold Apr. 13-14,1906 by the St. Louis Stamp & Coin Co. at St. Louis . B. G. Johnson 
was manager at the time. 1 always thought his hobby was to put St. Louis on the map, numismatically speaking. At any rate, he made a 
mistake that time and Mr. Rice suffered accordingly, altho most of the coins were over described... I saw the cent at the time Mr. Smith 
compared it with his and I remember he was satisfied and did not bid on it altho I think the Rice cent superior to the extent that the color 
is much better; perhaps Mr. Smith’s was a trifle sharper struck... I thought perhaps you would be interested in partial pedigree. Glad you 
secured so many nice 94’s.. .All of Rice coins sold low, it nearly broke the old man’s heart.”

The text of a paper, “Illustrated by stereopticon Views,” read at the December 6,1900 meeting of the American Numismatic Society by its 
President. It was presented nearly a quarter century after Zabriskie's landmark if unillustrated ’’Descriptive Catalogue” of 187 Lincoln 
medals appeared, issued in an edition of seventy-five copies. Events of the author’s youth were instrumental in this predilection: “I re¬ 
member, as a boy of seven, seeing him as he was escorted through this city on his way to Washington for his inauguration, and recall my 
surprise that so many persons should crowd the streets to see this unassuming man drive by in a barouche, and whose only escort 
consisted of a few policemen and committee-men in carriages. The lack of military music, flashing bayonets and bright uniforms sur¬ 
prised me.. .1 remember four years later how, with awestruck face, I watched the slow progress up Fifth avenue of that solemn funeral car 
drawn by sixteen sombre steeds and surrounded by the gray files of the Seventh Regiment.”
